Newton police said they received an 
anonymous call at 8:53 p.m. last Friday 
reporting a robbery in progress at the 
Getty station on Rt. 9 in Newton Highlands. 
When officers arrived, a police spokesman 
said, they found Apodemi shot 

He was pronounced dead-on-arrival at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital. 

At 9:20 p.m. Elbery was arrested. 

Police Lt Richard Duffy and Detective 
Peter Agnes of the attorney general’s 
office are continuing the investigation of 
the case. 

Police declined to release further details 
of the case.

Policewomen to 
start on Feb. 1

Some call it "selective certification," 
and others call lt "reverse 
discrimination.’’ 

The issue of women police officers in 
Newton was finally decided by the Board 
of Aldermen this week, when they voted 19- 
5 to accept a federal grant that will put 12 
women on the force 

At last week’s public hearing feelings 
were resolved into the real question of 
whether women should be taken ahead of 
men on the Civil Servioe list. 

The opposition to the placement of the 
women on the force was concerneld with 
the possibility of the women being made 
permanent members of the force before 
men who have been on the list are ac¬ 
cepted. 

The answer has been consistently that 
the Civil Service list expires in May, and 
that if any vacancies in the department 
occur after that they may be filled from 
the women. 

The 23 vacancies in the police depart¬ 
ment will be filled Civil from the current 
Service list, before any women are become 
permanent police officers, police sources 
have said. 

The women, who will start on the force 
about Feb. 1, Chief William Quinn said this 
week, will receive 16 weeks training and 
then will be eligible for appointment to the 
police force. 

For weeks before the final vote of the 
Board Monday night, the side issues nearly 
obscured the main one — that of whether 
men are being discriminated against by 
have women's names advanced on the 
Civil Service list. 

The side issues were real enough. Some 
policemen’s wives sincerely believe that 
their husbands will be in physical danger 
with a woman partner in situations where 
physical force or strength is needed. 

Some wives feel that constant 
association with another woman will en¬ 
danger their marriage. 


Nearly all the wives and many 
policemen feel that Police Chief Quinn let 
them down by not discussing his desire to 
have the 12 women on the police force. 

At the public hearing last week, 
Patrolman John Quinn, president of the 
Newton Branch of the Massachusetts 
Police Association, charged Chief Quinn 
with secrecAy about the proposal, and said 
the latter would not let him see a copy of 
the grant application for the policewomen. 

The police union attorney, Joseph 
McParland, and John Quinn both 
threatened legal action if the grant were 
accepted and the women were put on the 
force. 


Countering the policemen’s announced 
intentions was Nancy Beecher, chairman 
of the Civil Service Commission, who felt 
that if selective certification of women is 
not practiced, the commission would be 
open to court action under the Civil Rights 
Act of 1974 and the Equal [Opportunity Act 
of 1972. 

At Monday night’s Board of Aldermen 
meeting, the number of epectators was 
paltry in comparison to the nearly 300 
present at the public hearing. 

The opposition to accepting the grant 
was led off by Aid. Richard Bullwinkle, 
who said, "If we accept the grant, we will

Land is major concern 


Protection of Newton’s zoning or¬ 
dinances and land were the main items of 
business at Monday night’s meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

By a 19-4 vote the full Board approved 
the zone change needed for controversial 
Life Care Center, proposed for an eight- 
acre parcel on Stanton Aveniie, Auburn- 
dale. 

An unusual financial arrangement 
.presented by Life Care at a recenOt Land 
Use Committee meeting apparently 
satisfied the adermen that the residence 
for thel elderly would not be merely a 
profit-making venture that might take 
advantage of its residents. 

Interfaith Group, the nonprofit group of 
Newton residents set up to manage Life 
Care, has agreed to lease the 179-unit 
building from developers Arthur Ullian 
and Dr. Edwin Guiney for 30 years, paying 
an annual rental equal to the payments on 
the mortgage incurred by the developers. 

responsibility Guiney and Ullian would 
have total for the construction of the 
building and its financing, and in addition 
would have to have 80 per cent of the 
building committed before starting con¬ 
struction. 

Interfaith would be able to buy the 
building for $1 after the 30-year mortgage 
has been paid. 

The residence for the elderly is presently 
planned to contain a mix of one-room and 
one- and two-bedroom "life care fee" of 
$10,000 per room and a monthly main¬ 
tenance charge of $425. 

The maintenance charge will cover 
maid and linen service, utilities, and up to 
30 days' care in the nursing unit. 

The developers’ return on their in¬ 
vestment will come from the depreciation 
on the building under the plan explained by 
Interfaith member Robert Danziger. 

Aid. Joseph McDonnell objected again to 
the density allowed by the zone change, 
but Aid. Richard McGrath contended that 
Life Care will not create as much traffic 
and general activity as would an apart¬ 
ment development for younger people or 
families. 

Aid. Alan Barkin explained that the 
supportive facilities needed for the 
building are the only reason for the in¬ 
creased density. 

A move by Aid. Louis Egelson to send 
the petition back to the Land Use Com¬ 
mittee to restudy densities was defeated. 

Newton-Wellesley Hospital, close to the 
life Care site, was delayed in its efforts to 
gain permission to build a parking garage 


and office building, when Aid. Sidney 
Small exercised the privilege of "charter 
objection,” postponing a vote until the next 
meeting of the Board 

The Land Use Committee had reported 
favorably on the request for a 403-car 
garage and 52-office medical building, but 
Small questioned whether the new 
facilities would be fully taxable at the real 
estate tax rate or whether some8would be 
con of the space sidered to be for hospital 
use and therefore tax-exempt. 

Small "chartered" the measure until 
definite answers could be obtained from 
the Assessing Department. 

Assessor Joseph Cosgrove said later this 
week that in his opinion the office building 
would be fully taxable, and "if the garage 
is for the use of the office building, it would 
be taxable." 

An amendment to the zoning ordinances 
that will allow large8 houses on large lots 
of land to be converted to multifamily use 
was passed unanimously by the Board. 

The amendment applies to houses in 
Residence A and B districts only. 

The purpose of the new regulation is to 
maintain the physical characteristics of 
the residential areas of the city. Many 
owners of large houses cannot afford to 
keep up their properties without creating 
apartments within the houses, which until 
now has been illegal. 

Now owners will be allowed, for 
example, to convert a large house in 
Residence A district, which requires 25,000 
square feet per house, to a two-family 
house if his lot contains 50,000 square feet 
of land. 

In Residence B district, zoned for a 
minimum of 15,000 square feet, a 
homeowner with a large house on 45,000 
square feet of land could convert his house 
to three apartments. 

All such conversions will still require 
permission from the Board of Aldermen 
and will be subject to a prohibition on 
exterior alterations. 

The long-av/aited revision of the or¬ 
dinance governing off-street parking 
requirements for commercial buildings 
that are being replaced, enlarged, or 
changed in use has been accepted by the 
"business community," Aid. Robert 
Tennant commented to the Board!. The 
aldermen then voted 17-3 in favor. 

In other business die Board approved an 
appropriation of $89,349 from budget 
reserve for salary and wage increases for

The School Committee voted 7-2 to bring 
an additional 100 Metco students into 
Newton schools beginning January, 1975, 
to bring the total Newton Metco 
enrollment to 302. 

School Superintendlent Aaron Fink’s 
proposal is aimed to increase resident and 
nonWresident minority enrollment to 9.4 
per cent in the elementary schools by 
September81976. 

The city will be reimbursed a total of 
$100,788 for the 100 additional students, 
which is based on the direct costs of extra 
personel needed for the students, the costs 
of basic instruction or tuition costs, and 
additional transportation expenses. 

This means Newton will receive $733.21 
more per each new student than the 
students now in Metco, for which the city is 
not reimbursed basic instruction costs. 

For the school year 1975-76, Newton will 
receive an estimated $258,192 in basic 
instruction costs, based on this year’s 
tuition rates charged to non-Newton 
residents attending different level schools. 

Since Newton began participating in 
Metco in 1967, the city has never asked the 
state-funded Metco program for tuition 
reimbursement. 


Although the 100 additional students in 
January will fill empty classroom8 seats, 
Fink’s proposal calls for maintaining the 
9.4 per cent minorities with 444 Metco 
students in 1978. 

Fink said he knows this many students 
cannot be taking just empty seats, and 
justified charging the tuition rate 
established by the committee, which is 
$1222.06 for elemenatary schools, $1711.87 
for junior high schools, and $1817.68 for 
senior high schools. 

Committee members Alvin Mandell and 
Henry Delicata wanted to assure the 
taxpayers that the city was being reim¬ 
bursed the maximum amount allowed by 
Metco funding procedures, lj Newton, 
Nov. 28, Williams, 1000 more Metco, take 3 

Fink told the members that an average 
of the three figures could be used and get 
the city $16,000 more this year, but in 
future years thed city will lose out because 
of more students being in the secondary 
schools. 

At first the committee voted for the 
average figure to be used as a base, but 
members realized they did not understand 
the how the extra money was figured, and 
moved to reconsider. 

Committeeman Herbert Regal saw that 
the separate school costs were more ac- 


separate costs, with Mayor Theodore 
Mann, Delicata, and Manuel Beckwith 
voting against. Mandell was absent for this 
vote. 

Committee members Mandell and 
Delicata were the two members who voted 
against the Metco proposal. 

Mandell said he supported the Metco 
program when it was proposed at its usual 
time in April, but stated the committee 
should wait until it decides on closing 
elementary schools and until the property 
tax revaluation is complete. 

Committee Chairwoman Eleanor 
Rosenblum opened the meeting with 
communications she had received from 
the community. 

Thirty community organizations sup¬ 
ported the proposal, and two opposed it. 
She also received 183 letters or phone calls 
from individuals for the propos and 14 

al persons oppposed, and seven sup¬ 
porting it if the city gets full reim¬ 
bursement. 

Other members reported com¬ 
munications running a total of 82 for and 59 
against.

Music school director full of plans

Ayrton Pinto of Newton does not try to 
conceal his enthusiasm for his new job as 
director of the All Newton Music School. 
Since his start in September, he has 
iniciated new programs and has many 
plans for future ones. 

One of his more rewarding projects is 
music instruction for dyslexic children, 
those who have a disturbance in their 
reading ability. Because one of his own 
sons is dyslexic, he is more aware of the 
problem in relation to musical application. 

"My older son dropped violin lessons 
soon after he started because he couldn't 
read the music properly. He loved the 
violin, but couldn’t play it," he said. 

The classes are set to start next 
semester with two women, both well- 
educated in the problems of the dyslexic 
child, hired to teach them. Pinto intends to 
start with six-year-olds, but hopes to en¬ 
compass all ages. 

The main purpose behind many of its 
programs is to stimulate creativity and 
encouragement within the students. A 
workshop class he recently started has 
students performing individually in front 
of their peers. Pinto considers this a first 
step in alleviating on-stage utters wnicn 


frequently inhibit firstr time performers, 
as well as getting the students more in- 
v8olved with the school itself. 

“It gives the students the opportunity to 
have musical friends. They can also find 
joy in being in a music schoRol." 

Although the school’s activities play a 
large part in Pinto’s life, his personal 
interests also receive much of his a In¬ 
tention. He is a professional violinist and 
has played in the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, accompanying many famous 
soloists. He has also lectured and played in 
recitals throughout the U.S. and Brazil, his 
native country. Another accomplishment 
in his musical life is his performance on 
the vitar, an electronic violin inventerd 
two and a half years ago. Pinto was the 
first to play the instrument at the time of 
his concert in Brazil. He later made tapes 
of it which are now shown in this country 
by the U.S. Information Service, more 

Pinto studied both the violin and the 
piano during his childhood in Rio de 
Janero. It wasn't until he started college 
that he dedcided to concentrate on the

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Condominium control 
held up by aldermen 


The state legislation enabling 
Newton’s Board of Aldermen to 
control the conversion of 
apartments to condominiums 
may die from lack of action by 
the deadline Dec. 31. 

Despite desperate 
parliamentary maneuvers by 
Aid. David B. Cohen, one of the 
originators of the legislation, 
the Board of Aldermen refused 
to take the matter out of the 
Legislation & Rules Committee 
and vote. 

The report of the mayor’s 
committee on condominium 
conversion recommended 
rejection of the enabling 
legislation and working on 
getting adequate legislation on 
the statewide level! instead. 

The state legislation passed 
earlier this year called for 
acceptance by the city by the 
end of this year. The city or¬ 
dinance could have followed, 
but in the interim no con¬ 
versions could take place. 

The effort to control con¬ 
version of apartments to 
condominiums began with the 
announcement that three 
apartment houses on Ham¬ 
mond Pond Parkway were 


being converted. 

Aid. David B. Cohen and 
Edward Richmond, in an effort 
to protect those tenants and- 
tenants of building that might 
be converted in the future, 
proposed an ordinance 
requiring extension of leases 
and other safeguards. 

In the proposed city or¬ 
dinance the Department of 
Human Resources of the city 
would rule on hardship cases, 
which receive additional ex¬ 
tensions of leases. 

The condominium ordinance 
would apply only to those 
apartment houses for which a 
special permit ("permissive 
use") was granted by the 
Board of Aldermen at the time 
of building. 

It was this point that was 
questioned by the con¬ 
dominium committee, among 
other questions it had on ad¬ 
ministering the ordinance and 
the relationship the ordinance 
has with rent control. 

City Solicitor Howard Levine 
also questioned the state 
legislation in relation to zoning 
powers as provided in

also questioned the special 
state legislation in relation to 
the zoning powers provided by 
current state law. 

In a memorandum, Levine 
pointed out that cities and 
towns are permitted to 
regulate the use of buildings, 
but in his opinion the control of 
condominium conversion does 
not fall within regulating use, 
since the use of an apartment, 
either rented or owned, does 
not change. 

Aid. Cohen argued 
vehemently both in the 
Legislation & Rules Corn- 
mi tteeand on the floor of the 
Board recess meeting at 
Monday night's meeting that it 
would be "ironic” if after the 
right to obtain the special state 
legislation Newton decided not 
to accept it 

Another point brought up in 
Levine’s memo was the lack of 
differentiation in the ordinance 
between multifamily renter- 
occupied buildings and owner- 
occupied buildings. Levine 
believes that the "severe 
restrictions’’ in the proposed 
law can be argued against as 
an unconstitutional 


discrimination against a form 
of property ownership on this 
basis. 

"There is no obvious in¬ 
crease in density, no greater 
demand on municipal services, 
and the character of the 
surround ting neighborhood 
would not be adversXley af- 
fedcted” by condominiums 
over rental units, Levine said. 

Levine's memorandum 
added that a restriction on the 
ability to convert to con¬ 
dominiums as well as on the 
sale of such units might well be 
construed as a "taking without 
just compensation,” in¬ 
violation of the First Amend¬ 
ment of the Constitution. 

A minority report of the 
ma yor’s committee, 
representing the views of three 
of the 16-member committee, 
reported in favor of adoptingR 
the state legislation. 

The Dec. 16 meeting is the 
last one of the year, so that if 
the item is postpoAned by 
charter objection or a motion to 
reconsider, the legislation may 
well be dead.

Mass hope legislation 
filed by Sen. Backman 


Sen. Jack H. Backman an¬ 
nounced he has filed legislation 
to create "Mass Hope,” a 
corporation designed to meet 
head on the multiple economic 
and social ills which confront 
Massachusetts. 

The purpose of the 
legislation, Backman said, is 
"to alleviate the problems of 
the decline of Massachusetts 
business and increased 
unemployment, the problems 
of the cities, suburban sprawl, 
racial separation, inadequate 
housing, lack of community 
facilities and pre-planned new 
communities, as well as a 
program for state land leasing 
and the need for a central 
planning body with im¬ 
plementation powers." 

“We must stop using words 
and develop an affirmative 
action program to cope with 
the many pressing problems 
which confront us. Mass Hope 
will be a public corporation 
that would undertake 
residential, industrial, civic 
and other projects after it has 
made findings of need and 
after the cities and towns 
which are affected approve the 
project," said Sen. Backman. 


Backman noted that Mass 
Hope, also known as the 
Massachusetts Help Our 
Peoples Economy Corporation, 
would have six main areas of 
focus. 

1. Residential projects: 
provide new or improved 
housing for the elderly and 
persons of low income. These 
projects may also include 
"new cities" which could 
consist of residential, in¬ 
dustrial and civic projects in a 
new community. 

2. Industrial projects: 
provide new or improved 
facilities for manufacturing, 
warehousing, research, 
business or other industrial or 
commercial purpose which 
would develop jobs for 
Massachusetts. Included in 
this concept would be the 
authority to initiate projects 
where businesses have gone 
bankrupt or have moved their 
operations out of state, leaving 
their facilities vacant and 
available for use. 

3. Civic projects: provide 
municipal facilities and 
buildings for education, 
cultural, recreational and civic 
purposes. 


4. New cities: provide for the 
planning and developing of 
“new cities" which could in¬ 
clude residential, industrial 
and civic projects in a new 
community. 

5. Surplus state lands: 
provide for the acquisition and 
lease of surplus state lands. 
Currently more than 400,000 
acres of land are owned by the 
Commonwealth. 

6. Foreign trade zone: 
provide for the operation of a 
foreign trade zone in the 
Boston area or elsewhere in the 
state under federal laws which 
have not been implemented by 
Massachusetts to aid foreign 
investment and commerce 
within the Commonwealth. 

"It is time for a new promise 
_ a new commitment. We 
must have new housing for the 
elderly, low income and young 
families; new jobs for youth, 
new day care for children, new 
police protection, new schools, 
new mass transit system, new 
health system, new at¬ 
mosphere within which 
business and industry can 
operate. 

"We must commit ourselves 
to these changes," said Sen. 
Backman. 


3 men escape from foiled holdup 


Three men who robbed the

Are vandalism, destructive 
behavior, alienation of youth, 
insoluble problems? 

Another group of city of¬ 
ficials has been investigating 
causes and solutions. And 
again nothing specific could be 
found. 

There was general 
agreement among the group, 
comprised of police and others 
who deal with young people, 
that 10 or 15 per cent of the 
young people in the city are 
chronic problems. 

At a meeting of the alder- 
manic Public Health & Public 
Safety Committee, this point 
was made again and again, but 
the answer to .dealing with the 
troublesome youth ranged 
from establishing a locked- 
door treatment facility to in¬ 
creasing Recreation Depart¬ 
ment programs. 

Youth Commission Chair¬ 
man Rev. Charles Coyle, also a 
guidance counselor at Newton 
South High School, feels that 
the troublesome 15 per cent 
don’t have an adequate 
program “at school or 
anywhere else.” 

“We either have to accept 
the vandalism problem or give 
more support to the agencies 
dealing with these kids,” Coyle 
said. 

But Police Youth Officer 
Robert Braceland felt that 
many of the young people who 
get in trouble are followers who 
would not get into trouble on 
their own. Therefore, 
Braceland argued, if the leader 
could be reached, much of the 
antisocial behavior of others 
could be stopped. 

The lack of youth facilities in 
Newton was brought up by 
Marty Cohen, of the Newton 
Community Service Centers, 
but was shot down as not being 
pertinent to the problem at 
hand, because the alienated 
young people would not use 
such facilities. 


Roslyn Rd. 
one-way 

Roslyn Road between 
Gammons Road and Beacon 
Street has been made one-way 
southeasterly until January 24, 
1975, by a recent vote of the 
Traffic Commission. 

The 60-day trial was aj> 
proved so that the Planning 
Department may determine 
whether a permanent one-way 
status will be effective in 
preventing the use of Roslyn 
Road as a bypass of the traffic 
lights at Chestnut and Beacon 
Street. 


Treatment and control of 
problem youth are needed, but 
neither is available, the group 
felt.

Jane Pitt commented that 
before the city thinks about 
adding any agencies or ser¬ 
vices, it should examine those 
that exist, especially from the 
standpoint of fulfilling their 
contracts with the city. Ms. 
Pitt did not elaborate. 

A brighter view of the 
question of problem youth was 
expressed by a representative 
of Beginnings, a young people’s 
organization run by the Newton 
Youth Foundation. 

She cited the success 
Beginnings has had with in¬ 
tegrating alienated youth with 
the more well-adjusted young 
people and gave the young 
people themselves the credit. 

The Beginnings represen¬ 
tative estimated that perhans 
five per cent need psychiatric 
care. 

The group, which was 


charged with investigating 
“vandalism,” ended up split on 
the issue of whether they 
should concentrate on the 
needs of the 10 or 15 per cent of 
the young people in trouble or 
whether they should devote 
their energies to improving all 
city agencies and services 
dealing with youth.

^ , Beware 

' - We arc now heading into that season of 

. f the year that often stacks up the highest 
number of fatal and nearfatal driving 
statistics. And if there is ever a time to be 
super cautious this is it. 


Four factors taken together make this 
the ultra dangerous driving season. They 
are: early darkness, bad weather, holiday 
partying and massive amounts of season 
shopping. 

Each one of these conditions demands 
care and concern for any and every driver. 
Hut when they are put together we are 
faced with odds-on events that can’t be 
shrugged off or deemphasized. 

The Registry reports that September 
and October were bad months. And during 
the days of September and October the 
largest group of fatals involved young 
persons between the ages of 15 and 19. The 
second highest group of fatals involved 
persons between 20 and 24 years of age. All 
together they accounted for nearly half of 
all fatals for all ages for September and 
October. 

If those were bad months the coming 
days will be worse. We issue a special 
appeal to young and old drivers alike to 
practice every known highway accident 
prevention measure they know of. 

This country is fortunate this year that 
our young people are not being sacrificed in 
wars. But just as surely we do not want 
them sacrificed on the highways. 

Of all times, this is the season to 
replace complacency behind the wheel 
with common sense driving.

King acted like one, 
an abrasive official 

Edward J. King, ousted director of the Massachusetts 
Port Authority, was a highly capable public official who did 
a great job of expanding the Logan International Airport 
and was able to pump some new life into the Port of Boston 
when activity on the waterfront was almost non-existent. 

But he also was an abrasive, uncompromising man who 
trampled on the rights of the people and ran roughshod over 
them in his zeal to do things his way. 

He was King in name, and he acted like one. He never 
quite adjusted to the ways of a democracy. 

Ed King defied Governors and Mayors and was able to 
maintain a tax-exempt status for facilities at the Logan 
Airport which should have been paying taxes comparable to 
those paid by similar establishments doing business away 
from the Airport. 

That will all be changed now that King has been removed 
from his Massport post. Virtually all the various facilities 
doing business at the airport will be taxed next year. The 
airplanes coming into Logan probably will be charged a $1 
landing fee each time they put down. 

With King’s lobbying power no longer a force to be 
reckoned with at the State House, his policies and 
procedures will be quickly scrapped by the Legislature 
which assumes office on New Year’s Day. 

Objective observers who knew King and his methods and 
tactics say that his ouster undoubtedly will prove a good 
tiling both for the Commonwealth and the City of Boston. 

King was the highest paid public official in 
Massachusetts. He received a bigger salary than either the 
Governor or the Mayor of Boston. 

Public officials paid more than $50,000 a year are ex¬ 
pected to get along with the people they supposedly serve. 
King didn’t. He did things his way, and he brooked no in¬ 
terference. 

He engaged in open warfare with the residents of East 
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Boston almost every time he made an improvement at 
Logan Airport. 

King’s defenders insist that he couldn’t get all the things 
done that he accomplished and still win popularity contests. 

There is an element of truth in that. Few informed ob¬ 
servers will dispute the contention that King accomplished 
a great deal. It was the way he accomplished it that came 
under a fire of criticism. 

He defied a substantial number of people. No public of¬ 
ficial can do that and survive indefinitely. King survived a 
long time. But eventually the animosity he caused caught 
up with him. 

While Governor Francis W. Sargent has been extremely 
modest about claiming credit for giving King the heaveho, 
there is little doubt that he engineered King’s removal. 

Whether he did it as part of an agreement with Governor- 
elect Michael S. Dukakis is a matter of conjecture. Some 
well-informed State House newsmen are convinced that 
Sarge lined up the votes to oust King with the knowledge 
and approval of Dukakis. 

One of the Governor’s aides maintained that he knew 
nothing in advance of the Massport Board’s intent to 
replace King. 

But it’s a bit naive to assume that Ms. Ann Hershfang, 
who had just been appointed to the Massport Board by the 
Governor, walked into a Massport meeting and voted to fire 
King without being told to do so either by Sarge or one of his 
aides. 

It was a tribute to King’s powers of persuasion and en¬ 
durance that he was able to defy Governor Sargent as long 
as he did. Members of the Massport Board, who had been 
staunch supporters of Francis Sargent, came to a parting of 
the ways with him when they refused to vote to drop King, 
who had won their friendship and support. 

When the Governor appointed Ms. Hershfang to the 
Massachusetts Port Authority, King was a dead pigeon. Mr. 
Sargent had the votes to throw him out, and he lost little 
time in using them. 

King has said he will appeal his removal to the State 
Retirement Board but that will be a waste of time and 
energy. 

He is not a civil service employee. He serves at the 
pleasure of the Massport Board. His only grounds for ap¬ 
peal would be that the Board disregarded technical points 
in the law. 

The Board can return to session, comply with any legal 
requirements it overlooked and fire King all over again 
which is precisely what it will do if King prevails in his 
appeal to the State Retirement Board. 

Members of the Legislature, many of whom were King 
backers, will punish the members of the Massport Board by 
legislating them out of existence. They will do that by 
abolishing the present seven-member board and creating a 
five 

That, of course, will oust King’s friends as well as his foes 
on the board, but it apparently is what is likely to happen. 

King is able and widely respected by the business com¬ 
munity. The most disturbed by his removal were the bond¬ 
holders who loaned money to the Massachusetts Port 
Authority and expected King would be around to see they 
got it back. 

He presumably will have little trouble finding another job 
at big pay. But he had too much of the bull-in-the-chinashop 
approach to prevail indefinitely over the people of East 
Boston who were so much opposed to his way of doing 
things. 

Short honeymoon 
period for Dukakis 

Presidents, Governors and Mayors usually are allowed 
what is known as a “honeymoon period” in which newsmen, 
commentators, political observers and the public generally 
excuse their mistakes while they are settling into their jobs. 

President Ford’s so-called “honeymoon” with the press 
and public ended the day he pardoned former President 
Richard M. Nixon for all his wrongdoing in connection with 
the Watergate mess. 

That was the day tlie political roof fell in on Ford and may 
have marked the beginning of the end as far as any realistic 
hope by Ford for election to the Presidency in his own right 
in 1976 is concerned. 

From all the present indications the “honeymoon” of 
Governor-elect Michael S. Dukakis will come to an end 
before he even assumes office on Jan. 2. 

Seasoned political observers already are beginning to 
point out that some of the campaign promises by Dukakis 
were unrealistic and that he will find it impossible to do 


many of the things he expressed his intention of doing after 
he became Governor. 

Many political pundits were astonished to learn that 
Dukakis declared in an interview a few days before the 
election that he would not appoint any legislators to his 
cabinet. 

Representative John Buckley of Abington was mentioned 
specifically by the interviewer. Dukakis indicated he would 
not name Buckley, a close friend, to any position in the state 
government but has since designated him to fill the most 
important .position in his cabinet, that of Secretary of 
Administration and Finance. 

The only explanation which can be offered for that 
strange chain of events is that the interview occurred at the 
very peak of the campaign, that Dukakis was tired, had his 
mind on other things and didn’t fully grasp the significance 
of what he was asked or what he said. 

Apart from that particular instance, experienced State 
, House observers, after reviewing Dukakis’ campaign 
statements, are coming to the realization that many of 
them are impractical and unrealistic. 

This probably is due principally to the fact that Dukakis, 
a former legislator, has had no experience in the executive 
branch of the state government 

Dukakis has acted as if he considered that being 
Governor and directing the state government is a one-man 
job which, of course, it is not. He declared in his campaign, 
for example, that he would reduce the size of the staff in the 
Governor’s office, slash the salaries of his gubernatorial 
aides and abolish the patronage office. 

That sounds good to the average citizen who is weary of 
paying taxes. A large number of persons have told the 
writer that they voted for Dukakis because he will lower 
their taxes. Dukakis, of course, will not be able to reduce 
taxes. He will be lucky if he can avoid an increase in taxes. 

Dukakis may discover that some of the things he intends 
to do are not feasible. Most of the aides in Governor 
Sargent’s office perform necessary jobs. The Governor’s 
office will not be run as efficiently if Dukakis makes a 
drastic reduction in the number of persons who staff it. 

The incoming Governor may discover that competent and 
qualified persons are not interested in serving as his aides if 
he slashes the salaries he offers them. 

Somebody will have to screen the applications for 
positions on unpaid boards and then consult with Dukakis 
about them if he abolishes the patronage office. The jobs 
Dukakis intends to abolish are not all filled with payroll 
patriots who do nothing. 

Ford's trip to 
Japan is under fire 

President Ford came under a sharp fire of criticism for 
his recent trip to Japan, Korea and the Soviet Union. 

Several Congressmen, including some members of his 
own party, privately accused him of running away from the 
problems of inflation and unemployment. 

Even members who are friendly with Ford express the 
opinion that he used bad judgment in making the trip when 
he did, especially since there was no Vice President to leave 
in charge of “the store” or who would assume the 
Presidency if anything happened to Ford. 

Senior members of Congress, who served with Ford when 
he was the Minority Leader with the national House, ex¬ 
pected he would consult with them on the twin problems of 
unemployment and the soaring cost of living, but Ford 
neither has done so ncr given any indication that he intends 
to do so. 

This in itself has generated a certain amount of bit¬ 
terness. Congressional Majority Leader Tip O’Neill, who 
has been regarded as a close friend of Ford’s even though 
the two are members of opposing political parties, 
remarked recently that Ford hasn’t done anything right 
since he pardoned former President Richard Nixon. 

Other members of the Massachusetts delegation in 
Congress say that Ford apparently went to Japan and 
Russia at the urging of Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, 
and they also question whether he should have done so. 

Public relations experts are convinced that President 
Ford won a vast number of new friends and votes when he

It may certainly be said that November was not a boring 
ironth at Newton South High School. 

During the month, quite a few interesting and worthwhile 
events took place, among the most interesting being a visit 
of eight high school students from Charlotte, N.C. Some 70 
students were invited from North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia Mississippi, and Alabama by Boston High School 
students’ to participate in a program entitled, “Project 
Interaction ’’ which was designed to let the students meet 
aid exchange ideas and thoughts on how the students af¬ 
fected by busing and desegregation might better be able to

On Friday, Nov. 15, eight black students arrived at South 
shortly after 9:30 a.m.

Originally, the students were going to talk about their 
school and school system and give their impressions on 
what they observed when they arrived here, but when 
everyone arrived here, a seminar-discussion arose and the 
main topic of discussion was on how everyone could work to 
improve black and white student peer and teacher 
relationships at South. 

The problem was discussed In-depth between the South 
students with the Charlotte students moderating and of¬ 
fering suggestions as to why the black and white students of 
Newton South go to the same school but yet are almost 
totally alienated from one another with no communication 
between them. 

Many ideas and suggestions were put forth and it was 
decided there would be a meeting the following week to put 
these ideas into action and discuss other possibilities as 
solutions to South’s communication problem. 

After it was decided that there would be another 
meeting,f the Charlotte students seemed pleased, along 
with most South students, as to what had been ac¬ 
complished that morning. 

The following Tuesday after school, a group of students 
again assembled in Goodwin Commons to participate in the 
follow-up meeting. When the meeting was ajourned, two 
important decisions had been reached. 

First, it was decided that people would have to start 
talking and communicating if any progress is to be made at 
all. It also was decided that a new representative com¬ 
mittee would be formed to air student complaints and 
alleviate problems although when the committee will be 
formed is not known. 

I believe, and I feel many students will agree, un¬ 
fortunately, that there is too much apathy at Newton South. 

I cannot possibly understand how people can go to school 
day in and day out; and one day, students from a school 850 
miles from here come in and say: 

“Hey, people, you’ve got a problem.” 

Whereupon we then say, “You’re right.” Then we decide 
to do something. My belief is that this venture is coming 
much too late .but, hopefully, our efforts won’t be in vain.

Objects to Metco increase

Dear Mr. Byrne: 

As a father of five children, 
homeowner, taxpayer and 
citizen of Newton and the state 
of Massachusetts, I am 
strongly opposed to any in¬ 
crease of 100 Metco students 
effective January, 1975, for the 
following reasons: 

1. The state deficit for the 
current fiscal year has been 
projected at $316 million by 
Rep. John R. Buckley, 
designee Secretary for 
Administration and Finance. 
This could result in a sub¬ 
stantial increase in our state 
income taxes, or if Governor- 
elect Dukakis recommends no 
increase in state taxes, he will 
more than likely have to 
reduce the state government 
costs which could result in a 
decrease or curtailment of 
present and future state fun¬ 
ding programs such as the 
Metco program. 

2. We have no firm and 
written commitment or 
guarantee that the state will 


reimburse the city for any 
state-mandated or voluntary 
programs such as the Metco 
program for the current and 
future fiscal years. Supt. Aaron 
Fink stated at the Nov. 11 
School Committee meeting 
that there was $1.3 million 
available in state funding for 
the Metco program. Did Supt. 
Fink get a firm and written 
commitment for any part of 
these funds to cover the cost of 
the additional 100 Metco 
students before he presented 
his proposal? I personally don’t 
believe in “putting the cart 
before the horse.” 

3. Reimbursement of state- 
mandated and voluntary 
programs in the past years has 
been offset by what the city 
owes the ntate .

City ambulances proposed 


“There’s no reason why 
Newton can’t provide the finest 
emergency medical service,” 
State Rep. Lois Pines told a 
meeting of the aldermanic 
Public Health & Public Safety 
Committee last week. 

Rep. Pines presented a 
proposal to transfer such 
services from the Police 
Department to the Fire 
Department, after beefing up 
the quality of training for 
emergency care. 

If Newton were to buy three 
new fully equipped am¬ 
bulances and man them 
properly, the cost would be 
more than $350,000 per year. 

There is now in effect a state 
law requiring one-third of 
emergency-medical-service 


personnel to be trained in each 
of the next three years so that 
all will have received the 
minimum 81-hour course. 

Rep. Pines would like to see 
better ambulance service, 
meaning ambulances equipped 
for treatment at the scene and 
en route to the hospital, and 
feels that the Fire Department 
is the proper agency to handle 
it. 

No great enthusiasm was 
evinced by Police Chief 
William Quinn or Fire Chief 
Frederick Perkins for Rep! 
Pines’ suggestions. 

Quinn bristled slightly at 
comparisons of Newton with 
other communities and pointed 
out that 22 policemen have

already gone through the 81- 
hour course. 

Perkins said he would be 
happy to provide ambulance 
service “if you give us the 
men,” and added that he thinks 
the Police Department does 
"an admirable job.” 

The Police Department has 
six station-wagon type am¬ 
bulances for transporting 
people to the hospital. Quinn 
commeneted that if Newton 
could have three real am¬ 
bulances and keep the six 
station wagons as back-up 
vehicles, “we’d be beautiful.” 

Rep. Pines reported a 
Massachusetts Heart 
Association estimate of a 
potential saving of 10,000 lives 
a year, if alj comm4unities had 
adequate ambulance service, 
including communications. 

Five lives a year could be 
saved in Newton, according to 
an estimate from Dr. Charles 
Lipson, a member of the 
mayor’s advisory health 
committee, Quinn said. 

Pines’ presentation was the 
first in what will probably 
develop into a series of 
meetings with committees of 
the Board of Aldermen on 
improving emergency medical 
service. 

There is stilll the question of 
federal aid — how much might 
be available and for what — to 
be explored.

Pet Care 
Corner

Young pets are more 
susceptible to accidental injury 
than older animals and male 
animals get into more trouble 
than females. 

These conclusions were 
drawn from a recent study of 
1,000 dogs and cats admitted to 
the emergency service of the 
Small Animal Hospital at the 
University of Pennsylvania 
School of Veterinary Medicine. 
The report of the study 
published in the Journal of the 
American Veterinary Medical 
Association concluded that 
most of these accidents could 
have been prevented by better 
owner control and 
management. 

The median age of the dogs 
in the study was 1.9 years which 
seems to bear out the sup¬ 
position that young animals 
learn to relate to and cope with 
their environment through 
experience and thus expose 
themselves to greater risks. 

Injured male dogs were seen 
significantly more frequently 
than injured femals because of 
what the report termed 
“animal interaction” or, more 
familiarly, dog fights. Among 
female dogs, however, there 
was a greater frequency of 
falls from heights, and 
crushing, burns and other 
injuries that commonly occur 
in and around the home. This 
tends to support the theory that 
females remain in the more 
more than males, although 
whether this is a matter of 


natural inclination or indicates 
greater owner control over 
females remains open to 
question. 

About 75 of all injuries were 
caused by motor vehicle ac¬ 
cidents, battles with other 
animals or unknown cases, the 
majority preventable through 
better owner supervision or 
leashing. 

These statistics do not reflect 
the actual frequency of ac¬ 
cidental injury in any urban 
pet population; instead they 
indicate only the proportion 
brought in for treatment. Many 
injured animals are not treated 
either because the owner is 
unaware of the seriousness of 
the injury or the animals dies 
before veterinary assistance is 
obtained. 

Q. E.M. of Newton asks: My 
two-year old cat had a litter of 
kittens five weeks ago. I had 
planned to have her spayed 
after the kittens were weaned 
but now I suspect that another 
litter is on the way. Is this 
possible? 

A. Not just possible, very 
likely. A female cat can come 
into heat ten days after bearing 
a litter. The female cat has 
many heat periods during a 
year. Usually just two of these 
are peak heat periods during 
which pregnancy can occur, 
but many cats do have as many 
as three or four, (box) Having 
a problem with your pet?

Indoor pollution can 
be worse than outside 


Sometimes indoor pollution 
can be worse than the dirty air 
outside. Ask Vikki Carr, this 
year’s Christmas Seal Agency, 
the Norfolk County-Newton 
Lung Association. 

Probably the highest indoor 
pollution levels - from bur¬ 
ning cigarettes, cigars, and 
pipes — are in nightclubs. And 
everywhere she goes to sing, 
Vikki Carr asks people to 
refrain from smoking while she 
entertains them. 

One of the millions of 
Americans who are allergic to 
tobacco smoke, Vikki Carr 
nearly lost her voice before 
doctors discovered the nource 
of her distress. Years of 
singing in smoke-filled 
nightclubs had so damaged her 
throat and lungs that she was 
in danger of losing her life if 
she continued. 

The effects of tobacco smoke 
on nonsmokers is not nearly as 
well known as the hazards for 
smokers themselves. But those 
effects have been documented 
in carefully controlled studies, 
and the word is getting around. 
When nonsmokers are in 
smoky environments, for 
example, the amount of carbon 
monoxide in their blood in¬ 


creases, the heart beats faster, 
and their circulation is im¬ 
peded. In one expeeiment in 
which ten cigarettes were 
smoked in one hour in an en¬ 
closed car, the carbon 
monoxide levels in the blood of 
nonsmokers doubled. After 
another hour of exposure to the 
same amount of smoking, 
these levels doubled again. 

Increased carbon monoxide 
in the blood reduces the 
amount of oxygen the blood can 
transport to the body. Low 
levels of the gas can cause 
drowsiness, blurred vision, and 
reduced mental alertness. 
High levels can be fatal. 

Not enough research has 
been done yet on the effects on 
nonsmokers of other dangerous 
gases in cigarette smoke — 
such as hydrogen cyanide, a 
poison not found in ordinary air 
pollution, and nitrogen dioxide, 
a gas that can cause serious 
damage to the lungs and which 
is present in high levels in 
cigarette smoke.

Better Home Heat Council 
agrees with FEA move to end 
mandatory thermostat setback 

The Better Home Heat 
Council of Massachusetts, a 
statewide oilheat association, 
agrees with a move by the 
Federal Energy 
Administration (FEA) that 
ends thermostat setbacks 
required of oil heated 
households. 

FEA officials have moved to 
eliminate the setback' 
requirements in line with other 
changes made in the govern¬ 
ment's oil allocation program. 

In releasing a statement to 
the news media, the Council 
stressed the importance of 
ending the setback rule, in¬ 
dicating that oilheat con¬ 
sumers have been unfairly 
burdened with the nation’s 
energy conservation efforts at 
the hourse heating level 

Under existing FEA 
provisions, gas- and elec- 
tricallyheatcd households have 
not faced any temperature 
setback requirements. 

To provide some 
background: 

A 6-degree temperature 
setback of thermostats was 
imposed upon heating oil

consumers at the beginning of 
this year as part of the 
government’s mandatory oil 
allocation program. 

This program was devised in 
apprehension of disruption to 
normal supply channels, 
precipitated mainly by the 
MidEast oil embargo. The aim 
of the program was to assure a 
continual and equitable flow of 
petroleum products to end-use 
customers. 

When first implemented, the 
allocation program loomed 
quite important to the import- 
reliant Northeast, as the world 
oil market was full of un¬ 
certainties regarding prices 
and supply. 

However, a relatively mild 
winter for the third consecutive 
year, coupled with oil heat 
conservation strategies, 
lessened the impact of any 
supply proglems. In addition, 
the FEA directed refiners to 
divert 5 of their gasoline 
production to heating oil. These 
factors joined with the 
allocation program to thwart 
any serious heating oil shorts 
comings. 

The conservation efforts of 
oilheat consumers received 
widespread recognition for the 


net fuel savings that resulted. 

Data released by the U.S. 
Bureau of Mines show that 
heating oil dropped by over a 
million barrels (42 gallons per 
barrel) in calendar year 1973, 
largely attributed to con¬ 
servation measures effected 
late last year, or in other 
works, at the start of the last 
heating season 


Both milder weather and 
thermostat setbacks are being 
credited for overall savings in 
the consumption of heating oil. 

Yet, the FEA realizes, in 
concurrence with the oilheat 
industry, that surveillance of 
home thermostats and ad¬ 
justed fuel deliveries 


predicated on setbacks are 
most difficult, if not im¬ 
practical, tasks. 

The Council has long ad¬ 
vocated more feasible 
programs, such as furnishing 
households with enough 
heating oil to meet existing 
needs at reasonable con¬ 
sumption levels — as opposed

Films, documents, and 
historical objects from the 
John F. Kennedy Library will 
be shown at Boston’s Museum 
of Science through December 
15. 

The Museum is holding the 
exhibit os a gesture of 
cooperation with a sister in¬ 
stitution, Museum officials 
said. By providing a facility 
that the Librery lacks, the 
Museum will enable it to 
acquaint the public with its 
extensive resources, which are 
now available for study, 
research, and program or 
display uses. 

The films will run on 
weekends, Friday night 
through Sunday, starting 
October 25. The initial film will 
be the first Kennedy-Nixon 
debate. It will be given at 7:00 
p.m. Friday, and at 2:30 p.m. 
Saturday and Sunday. It will 
also be shown on the Monday 
holiday, October 28, and will be 
repeated on the following 
weekend. 

The second film, excerpts 
from significant presidential 
press conferences, will be 
shown the weekends of 
November 8-10 and 15-17. The 
third, footage on President 
Kennedy’s trip to Ireland, 
Germany, and Italy, will be 
shown November 22-24 and 
November 29-Dec. 1. The 
fourth, a selection of his home 


movies, will be shown 
December 6-8 and 13-15. 

The films will be shown to 
groups at other times . upon 
advance request 

The resources on display 
range from campaign buttons 
to state documente. They in¬ 
clude gifts from foreign in¬ 
dividuals and governments as 
well as papers of several 
leading figures in public affairs 
of the mid-20th century. 

Among the artifacts are 
pieces from President Ken¬ 
nedy’s scrimshaw collection, 
an antique Irish silver goblet 
from the people of New Ross, 
Ireland, and an American 
whaling ship model from 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush¬ 
chev. 

The papers include Khrush¬ 
chev’s letters to President 
Kennedy during the missile 
crisis, a manuscript page from 
one of the books on the 
presidential campaigns* by 
Theodore H. White, a letter 
from Congressman Gerald 
Ford to the President, a memo 
from Professor Archibald Cox, 
and a diagram of executive 
branch organization made by 
President Franklin Roosevelt. 

Transcripts of interviews 
with people who could con¬ 
tribute to an understanding of 
political life, and printed 
materials such as the jackets 
of books whose authors used

to mandatory temperature 
controls. The council believes 
this strategy will encourage

IMqo Sixteen 
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School board OK's auto center; meets in private 


The School Committee approved 
unanimously plans for a proposed $90,000 
automotive center for Newton South High 
School Monday night at a specialopen 
meeting called for that purpose. 

But prior to the 7:30 p.m. open meeting, the 
School Committee held a "Supper Seminar” 
with students, guidance heads, and principals 
of the two high schools. 

This private meeting was closed to the 
public and the press, which appears to be a 
violation of the Massachusetts open meeting 
law. 

The Graphic reporter at the meeting was 


escorted to the door by Chairwoman Eleanor 
Rosenblum who picked up his personal 
belongings and placed them outside the door. 

Mrs. Rosenblum said outside the door "This 
is not a 'meeting.’ It is a session to gather 
background information with the students.” 

All members of the School Committee were 
invited to the meeting to discuss guidance 
with the students’ but only five attended. 

Present were Chairwoman Rosenblum, 
Dorothy Reichard, Joan Needleman, Gerard 
Byre, and Herbert Regal who came in at 6:30 
p.m. to make a quorum. 

The students and other guests helped 


themselves to a lasagne dinner at 5:30 p.m., 
with School Superintendent Aaron Fink also 
present. 

While the reporter was inside the meeting 
room at the School Administration building on 
Watertown St., Mrs. Rosenblum said, "We 
are required by law to have four open 
meetings a year with the student advisory 
committeee, but this is not one of them. This 
is a closed meeting.” 

When asked what was going to be 
discussed, she first denied there was a set 
agenda, then admitted that there were a 
couple of guidance people present. 


After the approval of the automotive plans, 
Mrs. Rosenblum said the students com¬ 
plained about the different class ranking 
systems at the high schdols. 

Newton North rates the students in absolute 
numerical order, and South only reports to 
colleges and employers the tenth of the class 
a student is in. 

The automotive center plans submitted by 
Public Building Commissioner Gene Larson 
will put the 2500 square foot prefabricated 
building 575 feet from the nearest house on 
Brandeis Rd. and 700 feet from the nearest 
house on Dudley Rd. 


It will be built back in a wooded hilly area 
adjacent to the student parking lot and will 
have 3 bays for cars and one auto lift , with 
allowances for a second one to be easily in¬ 
stalled. 

The maximum cost will be $90,000 Larson 
said, with open bidding possibly being as low 
as $75,000. 

I>arson said he went to the state School 
Building Assistance Bureau for funding, but 
they said a larger building would have to be 
built for the number of students in the school, 
and all thesdiool’s space needs would have to

re-evaluated and necessary additions built at 
the same time. 

Larson said he has not had the plans ap¬ 
proved by state safety officials because the 
plans still have to be approved by the Design 
Review Committee after a public hearing. 

In other action, Mayor Theodore Mann said 
he will ask the city for $150,000 to hire a firm 
that will inspect and repair the ventilation 
system at Newton North. 

The documented repairs that this firm 
makes will serve as a basis to sue the original 
company that installed the system. 

Mann said work can begin 48 hours after the 
Finance Committee, Building Commission, 


and plans. 

Mann said $50,000 to $75,000 will be needed 
to put a steel mesh fence around the stair¬ 
cases in the new high school to prevent 
students from throwing things down the space 
in the middle of the four-story stairwells. 

This money will come from the $340,000 
bond request for improvements in the school, 
part of which will be reimburses by SBAB 
after the city submits a complete list of 
necessary improvements. 

After the public meeting, the School 
Committee went into executive session to 
discuss "matters of personnel and 
negotiations’” according to Mrs. Needleman 
ho made the motion.

GREAT GO-TOGETHERS 
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Winkler, South bow 7-0

;: It was the last time George 
• Winkler would pace the sideli 
sidelines as coach of the 
Newton South football team. 

Coach Winkler wanted very 
badly to see his South Lions win 
so he could go out a winner. 

Unfortunately, Coach 
Winkler and his team was 
denied by a gutsy Lincoln- 
Sudbury squad which edged 
the Lions 7-0 in a etrong 
defensive battle. It was the 
second straight year the 
Warriors defeated the Lions on 
Thanksgiving as last year 
Iincoln-Sudbury prevailed 8-45. 

By winning on Thanksgiving, 
the Warriors get to keep the 
Danny Mendelson Award 
which is given to the winner of 
the Thanksgiving game bet 
ween these two teams. 

Starting at quarterback for 
Newton was Jeff Lawson and 


he was replaced by Phil Small 
later on. 

Small engincetee + 
engineered one drive that 
almost gave the Lions a 
touchdown. The drive came 
midway through the fourth 
quarter. l>ed by some fine 
running by halfback Peter 
Nathanson, the Lions had the 
ball on the 50 yard line. 

On a third down play at the 
50, Small fired a perfect pass 
over the middle that was 
caught by wide receiver Greg 
McKinney to the Warrior 40 
yard line. Small galloped five 
yards on first down to the 37 
yard line. On the next play, 
Small and McKinney con¬ 
nected again, this time ad¬ 
vancing the ball to Lincoln’s 20 
yard line. Nathanson on first 
down on the 20 bolted up the 
middle to the four yard line and 
it appeared the Uons were on 
their way to scoring a 


touchdown. They would have, 
possibly, but an off side penalty 
pul the ball back at the 25 yard 
line. Small was dumped behind 
the line of scrimmage on the 
next three plays as the fired-up 
Warriors really put the 
pressure on. The third sacking 
of Newton’s quarterback pul 
the pigskin way back on the 45 
yard line The only touchdown 
of the game occurred in the 
second period. The Warriors 
started thescoring march from 
South’s 39 yard line as they 
took advantage of a South 
fumble. Warriors’ halfback 
Tom I^ke made the first big 
play of the drive when he 
carried from the 35 to the 26 on 
a third down play. After a 
running play got nothing, 
quarterback Bruce Stockwell 
hit tight end Ted Chase at 
South’s 11. Stockwell on first 
down ran down to the seven, 
and on second down, ran it in 


himself for the touchdown, 
giving Lincoln the lead and the 
game. Kicker Doug Mansey 
booted the extra point try right 
up through the uprights to 
increase the margin to 7-0. A 
big factor that led to South’s 
problems on offense was an 
ankle injury to halfback Peter 
Maples. Maples sustained the 
costly injury early in the first 
period. Not only did the Lions 
miss Maples’ running but they 
also missed his great blocking. 
The Turkey Day game drew a 
large crowd from students, 
teachers, and parents to 
Newton South alumni. There 
were former South football 
players in attendance as well. 
Some of these latter included 
Howie Haimes, Ned Moan,- 
mike McDonald, Art Murphy, 
Tony Lombardo, Dennis 
Anastasia, Andy Moynahan, 
Hal Bennett, Paul Battison, 
Armen Kojajian, Jim Caruso, 


Wayne Vespa, Haskell 
Kingston, Lenny Adelman, and 
Mike Dolitka. South’s defense 
has been superb all season. 
Linebackers Greg Moan and 
Aaron are two of the main 
reasons for the quality. As 
juniors they were named to the 
All Dual-County League team 
and there’s no reason that they 
shouldn’t repeal as seniors. 
The defensive line deserves a 
lot of the credit. Players who 
have stood out are Paul Tor- 
ney, Pete Maples, Joe Donlan, 
Matt Sabetti, Scott Groper, 
Keith Washington, Mike 
Berson, and George 
Brackman. The defensive 
backf ield had its troubles in the 
beginning of the season but 
came on etrong late in the 
season. Pete Nathanson, Greg 
McKinney and John 
Amicangioli got their game 
together in the last few games. 


After watching the first three 
games, it was expected thal 
South’s offense would continue 
to move Die ball but problem* 
arose and the team couldn’t gel 
back on the track. Halfback 
Peter Nathanson had a greal 
season, however, scoring nine 
touchdowns and rushing for 
over 700 yards. It was a shame 
to see Coach Winkler go out 
with a loss. His team started 
off by winning three straight 
games but after that could only 
win one of six. The sad part 
about it all was that South had 
a much better team than its 4-5 
record indicates but as Coach 
Winkler lias said on many 
occasions, it was just an 
unlucky team. One thing is for 
sure, thanks to the newly 
formed Boosters Club at 
Newton South, there’ll be 
plenty of spirit at at the school 
for years to come.

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North loses 1st tie-breaker 13-7

Brookline quarterback Steve 
Ewanouski ran for a ten yard 
touchdown on the first play of 
the first “tie-breaker” over¬ 
time in Newton history to give 
the Wealthy Towners a 13-7 
victory. 

The first quarter was 
scoreless as the defenses 
dominated the early going. 
Brookline lost 11 yards on their 
first series, as Steve DiBen- 
didetto sacked Ewanouski for a 
ten-yard loss. The longest 
gains of the quarter were 
twenty yards for Newton on a 
pass from Bob Kinsella to 
Dana Foley, and a fifteen yard 
run by Paul Piatelli for 
Brookline. 

A pass interception by 
Robert Clark late in the half 
gave the Wealthy Towners the 
ball at the Tiger 40. Good runs 
of 7, 13, and 17 yards by 
Piatelli, Phillip Castain, and 
Ewanouski, respectively, gave 
Brookline first and goal at the 
eight. Louis DeSantis brought 
it to the three, and Piatelli 
carried it in at 8:15 of the 
second quarter to climax a five 
_ play, forty yard drive. Castain 
added the extra point and 
Brookline led 7-0 at the half. 

Co-Captain Gary Tutungian 
returned the second half 
kickoff 28 yards to give the 


Tigers the ball at the 33. A third 
down pass failed and Newton 
was again forced to punt. The 
Tigers got the ball back less 
than two minutes later, though, 
at their 36. Peter Toyias 
carried twice to the forty-six 
where Kinsella fired to 
Tutungian for twenty-two 
yards and another first down. 
A fourth down end around to 
Foley failed and Brookline took 
over at the 25. 

The teams traded punts until 
midway through the fourth 
quarter. Newton got the ball at 
their twenty-seven, and this 
drive belonged completely to 
Bob Kinsella. On the second 
play of the drive, Bob took the 
ball around the end and went 
thirty-two yards to the 
Brookline 39. Three plays later, 
the Tigers were forced with a 
fourth and two at the thirty- 
one. This time Kinsella took it 
around the other end breaking 
two tackles and going thirty- 
one yards for the score. Dana 
Foley added the extra point 
and it was 7-7 with 6:47 left in 
the game. 

With two and a half minutes 
left, Foley punted to Harold 
Hux table of Brookline. The ball 
bounced off of him and into the 
arms of Peter Toyias at the 
Wealthy Towners 28 yard line. 
Toyias carried twice to bring it 


to the 18, and it looked like a 
sure score. But two plays were 
stopped at the line of scrim¬ 
mage, and Kinsella was sacked 
twice, by Burke and Brian 
Qoherty. 

The Wealthy Towners tried 


two bombs, one broken up by 
Ray Valente and one in¬ 
tercepted by Gordon MacNeil, 
his fifth interception in as 
many games, and regulation 
was over. 

This was the first time that 


the tie-breaker rule, started 
this year, has been used. It is 
not a normal overtime period, 
it is a series of downs from the 
ten yard line. Each team gets 
four chances to score from the 
ten yard line. This goes until

Football KO'd by 
tube special

In the order of things; football is of very 
little importance. It is not the cure for 
sickness, the solution tb problems or the 
magic thing that makes a boy a man. Football 
is a game, played by young men for fun, 
sometimes it’s fun; sometimes it is not. 

The network special that magnified the 
seriousness of football injuries in High School 
competition was very sobering indeed, in fact 
it was down right frightening. Frightening to 
think that some so called coaches would tach 
their players some of the techniques shown. 

Watching a coach instructing a young man 
of High School age to knock another player 
down by spearing him (spearing is the 
practice of using your head as a battering 
ram), was terrifying. 

This practice of spearing was blamed for 
the two Quadraplegics shown. Two young 
men who had their back or neck permanently 
and irrevocably damaged. 

Having played football in Jr. High and High 
School in Newton this program made me ask 
myself have things changed so much that I 
did not recognize a sport that had been a 
source of great enjoyment? The over¬ 
whelming personalities of the coaches on the 
tube who seemed to be more Marine drill 
instructor than coach. 

The do or die attitude of the coach and the 
total lack of regard for the safety of the young 
men they are in charge of. 

So I went back to where I learned, Frank A. 
Day Junior High School in Newton to see what 
has changed. I watched a practice saw young 
men scrimmage, throw the ball, tackle, 
block, fall down, get up and most of all I saw 
them have fun - not hysterical riotous fun - but 
fun. I saw a coach who instructed, taught, 
cajoled much the same way he has for 28 
years. 

The same coach who has been teaching his 
kids never to use anything but their shoulder 
for blocking because they could possibly 
injure themselves. Always teaching the same 
Basic Fundamentals - good, solid and safe 
fundamentals. 

An interesting note to this controversy is 
the fact that the practice of “spearing” is 
illegal by the Rules of the NCAA and all 
school boy .ootball in Massachusetts is 
covered by these techniques, techniques that 


ure not only dangerous but illegal. 

It seems that the many are judged by the 
few in this particular instance - the small 
Majority of coaches that regard football as 
full scale combat - win at any cost that take 
chances with their players well being. 

The same program I was watching I took 
part in 16 years ago. As I watched I could see 
the same formations same phrases by the 
coach: “Keep your head up” - “Hit Harder” 
“Good play” - “Be a little faster,” and the 
same opening day phrase, “I haven’t had a 
serious injury in 28 years and I’m not going to 
start now.” 

Football is not a way of life or a religion 
with me - If my children want to play it’s up to 
them, however, I would demand they play for 
a coach who cared would not teach dangerous 
techniques to his players. 

I took some time to see if kids still have fun 
and coaches still cared - whether the im¬ 
portance of winning is so out of wack that 
young children were being sacrificed for the 
coach’s ambition. They are having fun and 
it’s still in perspective; except in 
Meadowbrook Junior High in Newton, there’s 
no prospective at all - the Junior Varsity 
Football Program was cancelled. 

Here again I do not feel the cancellation of a 
Junior Varisty program is earth shattering; 
but I do feel it is worthy of a few comments. 

I remember very well the other people on 
the Jr. Varsity team at Day Jr. High and of 
the 16 or 18 people on the team: six went to 
college on a football scholarship of the total 
number today there are two teacher coaches 
(one Jim Marini is John Elderts Assistant at 
F.A.DauO, six business exec’s, one medical 
doctor, one newton policeman, one public 
relations man and one owns a Nursery School. 
All seem to be relatively well adjusted and 
normal members of society. 

Who can say how much the guidance of 
John Eldert, Bob Malone, Jim Roynane, A1 
Fortune, Howie Fergeson, or Ed Frankman 
had to do with our outcome in future life. 
When I think back I really do not know - 
although the men or their tech niques on thet 
T.V. special have no relationship to these men 
I mentioned. Not in their technique or 
idealogy. 

The thoughts of those times are for the most 
part good thoughts and the friends I made at 
that time, for the most part, are still friends - 
and I feel sorry for the kids of Meadowbrook 
because I think they will be missing 
something special.

O’Dowd (2 fumble recoveries), 
Peter Toyias, who had 96 yards 
giving him 851 for the season, 
third best in Tiger history; and 
Bob Kinsella (115 total yards). 

Leading the Wealthy 
Towners in victory were 
Robert Clark, who had four 
sacks and one interception; 
Brian Cloherty, who made 
many key tackles, and 
Ewanouski, who had 59 yards 
and a touchdown. 

The loss ended Newton’s 
disappointing season with a 5-5 
record, 2-4 in the Suburban 
League; while Brookline 
finished at W, 3-3 in the league.

of 75 per cent of the cost of the 
program. 

Backman defines a 
metropolitan school committee 
as the school committee of any 
city or town or regional school 
district in which nonwhite 
students make up more than 15 
per cent of the total number of 
students in the public schools. 

Backman’s proposal would 
allow a metropolitan school 
committee and any other 
school committee to enter into 
an agreement to establish 
voluntary metropolitan 
educational programs. 

The programs would include 
opportunities for cultural 
enrichment, occupational 
training, and special needs of 
students, and would use non¬ 
school sites such as govern¬ 
ment buildings, charitable 
organizations, nonprofit and 
private museums, libraries 


and other cultural Institutions, 
and business and industrial 
institutions. 

The purpose of the new 
program, according to 
Backman, is to broaden 
educational opportunities and 
to build understanding among 
the students who would 
voluntarily participate. 

The program would require 
the approval of the state Board 
of Education and could be 
terminated at the end of any 
fiscal year by written notice of 
any school committee which 
had entered into an agreement 
to participate. 

A metropolitan advisory 
council would include 
representatives from each 
participating school committee 
and would be made up of ap¬ 
pointees of the school com¬ 
mittees.

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Pines seeks state agency 
to study asbestos hazard 


Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) has filed legislation to 
establish a state commission to 
study the effects of sprayed 
asbestos fireproofing and to 
recommend means of dealing 
with the health hazard. 

Sprayed asbestos has been 
used in construction since the 
mid-1950s until its used was 
prohibited by the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency in 
1973. 

In recent years exposure.to 
asbestos has been linked to 
cancer, particularly 
mesothelioma. 

Rep. Pines said, “The state 
and federal governments have 
been remies in their failure to. 
deal with potentially 
dangerous environments of our 
citizens. There are numerous 
installations of sprayed 
asbestos here in Massachusetts 


and throughout the country. 
Very few institutions are even 
aware of the hazards. We do 
not know which of our schools 
in Massachusetts built since 
the 1950s contain asbestos 
sprayed asbestos. 

“The existence of buildings 
with sprayed asbestos 
constitutes a major national 
problem. Substantial amounts 
of money and technical 
assistance will be needed to 
eliminate the existing health 
hazards,” Rep. Pines con¬ 
cluded. 

Cosponsored by Mayor 
Theodore Mann of Newton, the 
legislation calls for the 
establishment of a 14-member 
commission consisting of 
public health experts, 
engineers, physicians, 
legislators and consumers. 

The commission would at¬ 


tempt to identify which of the 
state’s 3,400 schools presently 
constitute health hazards; to 
make recommendations to 
alleviate or eliminate the 
hazards; to seek state and 
federal funding; and to 
recommend legislation both at 
the state and federal levels. 

Mayor Mann commented 
about the proposal, “I hope 
that our experience in Newton 
will be of assistance to other 
communities that hav$ 
buildings containing sprayed 
asbestos.”

Question: As a novice cook, I am concerned about the 
turkey (if any) that will be left over after my first big 
Thanksgiving dinner. Is it necessary’ to remove all of the 
stuffing from the turkey and, I would really appreciate 
some recipes that would use up the turkey' other than in 
sandwiches. Thanks! 

Mrs. C.M.,Roslindale 

Answer: There are those who prefer the turkey lef¬ 
tovers whether served in a sauce or rich dish-but first a 
word of caution about the storing of the bird after eating. 

The turkey, stuffing and gravy should be separated and 
refrigerated or frozen as soon after dinner as possible. It is 
wise to divide the turkey into recipe-size amounts and cut it 
into the forms it will be used. For example, the roast turkey 
can be chopped or sliced and then wrapped for the freezer. 
Packages of labeled turkey should be placed in the coldest 
part of the freezer to freeze quickly and used in 2 to 3 
months. Here are some excellent leftover recipes: 

TURKEY MUSHROOM PIZZAS 
2 cups cooked, diced turkey 
1 can (3 oz.) chopped mushrooms, drained 
One-third cup chili sauce 
6 slices process American cheese 
6 English muffins, split 

Combine turkey, mushrooms and chili sauce. Spoon 
mixture on cut side of muffins. Cut cheese slices in quar¬ 
ters. Overlap two pieces of cheese on turkey mixture. Place 
on baking sheet. Bake in oven preheated to 350 degrees 
about 10 minutes, or until cheese is bubbly. Serves 6 

AMERICAN-STYLE 
TURKEY FRIED RICE 
1 cup diced cooked turkey 
1 tablespoon soy sauce 
4 cup oil 

1 cup uncooked rice 

2 tablespoons chopped onion 

2 cups chicken bouillon (2 teaspoons instant bouillon or 
2 bouillon cubes dissolved in 2 cups boiling water 
Vi cup sliced celery 
Vi cup minced green pepper 
1 egg, slightly beaten 
4 cup shredded Chinese cabbage 
Pour soy sauce over turkey and let stand while starting 
rice. Heat oil in large skillet and add rice. Fry, stirring 
frequently, until rice is golden brown. Add bouillon and 
turkey.

“PLEASE PASS THE SUGAR” . . . yes, 
walk right past the five pound bags of 
ridiculously priced sugar piled high on the 
super market shelves. Economists tell us it’s 
the only way to fight the current inflated 
sugar prices. 

Also, by cutting down your sugar con¬ 
sumption, you will be accomplishing what 
doctors and dentists have been urging us to do 
for many years. The Department of 
Agriculture recently reported that per capita 
consumption of refined sugar has gone up 35 
per cent since the turn of the century and is 
said to be in excess of 103 pounds per person a 
year. The major sources are: candies, cakes, 


syrups, jams and jellies, soft drinks and 
cookies. Nutrition experts refer to refined 
sugar as a source of “empty” calories-that 
mean that aside from energy, sugar supplies 
no nutrients. 

Research also indicates that people can 
become “addicted” to carbohydrates early in 
life and that the most responsible thing we 
can do is to train our children,s appetites 
from the very beginning to dislkie refined 
sugar. 

In London, Professor John Udkin believes 
there ought to be a law against giving 
children candy and other sweets. "Sooner or 
later, I feel it will be necessary to introduce

legislation that will prevent people from 
consuming too much sugar,” he said. He also 
believes there is no physiological 
requirement for sugar and that all human 
nutritional needs can be met without it. Sugar 
has been implicated in the most recent 
studies as a contribution factor in both heart 
disease and adult diabetes. The American 
Dental Association has warned that eating too 
much sugar is a direct invitation to tooth 
decay. 

Just think... if the refineries at the turn 
of the century had not found methods of 
producing inexpensive sugars and flours we 
might all be the healthier. 

Frankly, this is a particularly difficult 
time of the year to treat sugar as an arch 
enemy. Pre-holiday baking has always in¬ 
cluded using sugar (unstintingly) in the 
preparation of special treats to be enjoyed by 
family and friends. In recognition of the 
warnings against over usage of sugar, we will 
attempt, in the coming weeks, to offer recipes 
♦hat will call for a minimum of refined sugar. 


PARTY STRAWBERRY 
CHEESECAKE 

From “The Low Blood Sugar Cookbook” 
by Francyne Davis 

2 envelopes (4 servings size) low calorie 
strawberry gelatin 

1 cup water 

2 egg yolks, slightly beaten 

3 cups cottage cheese, sieved 

2 egg whites, stiffly beaten 

1 cup heavy cream, whipped 

8 strawberries, halved 

Vi cup ground walnuts 

1 tablespoon butter, melted 

4 teaspoon cinnamon 

4 teaspoon nutmeg 

Line bottom of a 9-inch spring-form pan 
with waxed paper. Combine gelatin and water 
in a heavy saucepan. Cook over low heat until 
gelatin is dissolved. Stir small amount of hot 
mixture into egg yolks. Mix well. Add yolks to 
gelatin mixture in pan. Cook over low heat, 
stirring constantly, for 1 minute.

Children require 
special restraints

While seat belts offer adult’ 
passengers the best possible 
current means of protection in 
an accident, they are not 
suitable for children under 50 
pounds and under the age of 
four or five. Because the 
human pelvis is not fully 
developed until that age, a 
child secured by a lap belt will 
not be restrained by the action 
of the belt snuggling up against 
the front of his hip bones. 
Instead, in an accident, the 
child will tend to submarine 
under the belt. This puts 
pressure on the soft abdomen 
and can cause internal in¬ 
juries. 

Special child seats developed 
by auto manufacturers and 
others are proving to be the 
safest means of transporting 
young children in an 
automobile.

degree of safety than seats that 
do not meet this standard. 
Traveling beds and child seats 
that hook over car seat backs 
are not considered safe in the 
event of a collision. 

Equally unsafe is the child 
that is held in his mother’s lap. 
Most people do not realize the 
tremendous forces that are 
produced in a collision. If an 
automobile is traveling at 40 
miles per hour and comes to a 
sudden stop—as in a severe 
crash—the occupants still are 
travelling at 40 miles per hour. 
And even if the mother was 
wearing a seat belt, the force of 
the impact would fling her 
child out of her arms, exposing 
him to hitting the dashboard, 
roof or windshield, or even 
being throw out of the vehicle. 
With auto accidents the leading 
cause of accidental death of 
children, proper restraints are 
essential. 

When the child has outgrown 
the special seat restraint, he 
can use an adult lap belt 
Shoulder belts should be used 
only if they do not cross the 
child’s face or nect. In all 
cases, the child is safer in the 
rear seat than in the front. 


The Greater Boston Red 
Cross, a United Way partner, 
urges parents to make the 
Christmas season happier for 
children by making it safer. 
Parents are advised to shop 
carefully for playthings will 
not injure them. 

“Many children are injured 
by unsafe toys every year," 
said Greater Boston Red Cross 
Safety Programs Chairman 
Oscar Tenenbaum. “While few 
such injuries are fatal, all are 
painful. And it is a shattering 
experience for parents whose 
children suffer a serious injury 
from misused or defective 
toys.” 

“There are many toys with 
features that are potently 
dangerous,’’ Tenenbaum said. 
“One thing to look out for is 
whether the toy is covered with 


lead-based paint. The child 
who licks it could be poisoned.” 

“Another most important 
consideration in choosing a toy 
for a child is its construction 
and size,” he added. “It should 
be so durably constructed that 
no parts will come off; the toy 
and its parts should be large 
enough so they cannot be 
swallowed. A safe criterion is 
that the toy or its detachable 
parts be larger than a child’s 
fist. 

“Electrical toys offer some 
hazards and must be kept In 
good repair,” he said. “They 
should always cany the UL 
(Underwriters laboratories) 
test label, and should be used 
under supervision. A child 
should also be taught the 
correct way to plug and unplug 
an electric toy Play stoves, 


irons and metal-moulding and 
wood-burning devices can get 
hot and should be handled with 
care.” 

He urged parents to take 
time to examine the toys they 
buy carefully. “Try to match 
the toy to the age, ability and 
interest of the child,” he ad¬ 
vised. Although consumer 
groups have sought to bring 
dangerous toys to the attention 
of the public, the parents still 
have the primary respon¬ 
sibility for assuring that they 
are safe.”

The effects of cigarette 
smoke, industrial metals like 
beryllium, fungus infections, 
and other assaulters of the 
lungs will be studied in other 
projects. Ways to stimulate the 
lungs’ defenses against 
assaults will be examined 
closely. P

A maiden lady...now in her 
60’s...stylish...$15,000 job...nice 
apartment...cruise in the 
summer...Florida in the winter 
was speaking with Nancy, her 
neice who was in the fifth year 
of her marriage...sharing with 
aunt some of the disap¬ 
pointments of her marriage to 
Terry. Said the aunt... “See 
how you can’t even wear make¬ 
up...have to ask Terry if you 
can go to a musical. I wouldn’t 
want to be married...I’d rather 
be an old maid than to cow-tow 
tp any man.” 

Being an old maid may not 
be nearly as bad as some have 
thought. This aunt and neice 
figured that for each member 
of her family of three children 
to have as much as the aunt 
that Terry would have to have 
about a $85,000 income. Terry’s 
income was $17,000. The in¬ 
dividual standard of living was 
way below their maiden aunt's.

Massachusetts is expected to 
experience an outbreak of two 
types of influenza probably 
before Christmas, according to 
Dr. John C. Ayres, president of 
The Massachusetts Medical 
Society. Every winter the flu 
hits Massachusetts, but this 
year it may be worse than 
usual becouse there will be two 
strains of influenza. 

Uncomplicated influenza 
rarely kills but can pave the 
way for an increase in 
respiratory diseases like 
pneumonia. Though patients of 
any age suffer from the flu 
symptoms of headache, sore 
throat, aches, pains, and fever, 
children and healthy adults 
almost always experience an 
uneventful recovery. The 
elderly and those who have 
heart diseases, asthma, 
chronic bronchitis, kidney 
disorders, diabetes and 
Addison’s disease are usually 
the hardest hit by the flu. Some 
people have died from com¬ 
plications which develop from 
influenza such as pneumonia. 

A vaccine for the flu is 
available. Dr Ayres Medical 
Society urges vaccine - 2 Five 
paper combo strongly 
recommends that the elderly 


and those persons suffering 
from the chronic diseases just 
mentioned, along with those 
who are in nursing or con¬ 
valescent homes where the 
elderly may be residing, and 
persons such as policemen, 
firemen, and medical per¬ 
sonnel who provide essential 
community services consider 
flu immunization. 

The vaccine is 60-70 effective 
in warding off the flu. Asingle 
dose of the flu vaccine is all 
that is nccessery and serves 
either for primary or annual 
booster immunization. 
Moreover, if one should con¬ 
tract the flu after receiving the 
vaccine, the disease is likely to 
be milder. 

One precaution - the vaccine 
should not be given to persons 
who are allergic to eggs or egg 
products. Also, any acute 
respiratory disease or other 
active infection is sufficient 
reason for postponing im¬ 
munization.

Travel Guide

TOKYO (UPI) - In the 
colorful open air market of 
Tokyo’s Ogikubo district, tou¬ 
rists will find housewives daily 
elbowing their way through 
jostling throngs to find cheap 
fish and vegetables. 

With consumer prices up 
almost 25 per cent over last 
year, the sprawling, noisy 
market is one of the few places 
to offer bargains to the diligent 
shopper. 

If you keep your eyes peeled 
you can buy a glistening white 
squid for about 40 cents or a 
bamboo shoot, thick as your 
fist and still covered with dirt 
from the earth, for about 43 
cents. 

Prices of consumer goods in 
Japan, including foodstuffs, 
have been skyrocketing. The 
same head of lettuce which 
costs 20 cents in California 
costs 90 cents in Tokyo. 
Spinach costs four times as 
much in Tokyo. Peanut butter 
costs three times as much. A 
simple bowl of soba (Chinese 
noodles in broth), which cost 
about 22 cents in 1968 now costs 
about 80 cents, 

The Ogikubo market, located 
next to the train station, is a 
network of narrow alleyways 
lined with wooden and corru¬ 
gated tin stalls, piled high with 


brightly colored fish, fruits and 
vegetables. 

Behind the counters white- 
aproned men and women 
bellow “oishii desyo” (it’s 
delicious) to the milling 
housewives. 

The stalls offer every kind of 
food imaginable, from seaweed 
to boned chicken breasts to 
pickled lily bulbs. There is a 
meat counter where you can 
buy an eight-ounce sirloin 
steak for about $6.60 or seven 
ounces of ground beef for about 
$1.15 but tiie real crowds are at 
the fish stalls. 

Here the thrifty housewife 
can pick up four small fish, 
fresh sardines perhaps, for 
about 30 cents or a goodsized 
sanma (mackeral pike) for 
about 45 cents, to feed a family 
of four. 

If she goes early enough in 
the morning she can watch the 
stall keepers spilling fresh 
pails of fish still wriggling with 
life onto the counters. 

The counters are a visual 
feast,too. Fish of every color- 
orange, silver, blue—arranged 
neatly in rows, still glistening 
with freshness. 

Even the huge red Hokkaido 
crabs are artfully arranged, 
their great hairy legs folded 
decorously beneath them.

Elbery pleads innocent to murder charge

Michael G. Elbery, 22, of 168 Fairfield 
Rd., Needham, pleaded innocent 
Friday, Dec. 6, to a charge of murdering 
Nino Apodemi and was released on $10,000 
bail until the probable cause hearinq Dec. 
20 . 

At the bail hearing Friday Elbery’s 
attorney Albert , L. Hutton said Elbery 
was in the Rt. 9 Getty gas station Nov. 29 
with his friend Richard P. Coughlin and his 
brother David Elbery who was also 
working at the station. 

According to Hutton, five men ,who had 
driven by the station previously, drove into 
the station shortly before the 9 p.m. closing 
time. 

Coughlin, 22, of 24 Summer St., Newton 
Upper Falls, was arrested on the scene 
and charged with possession of a 
dangerous weapon. 

The four other men charged with assault 
and battery with weapons were John S. 
D’Alessio, 30, of 15 Moody St., Chestnut 
Hill, arrested at the scene on one count of 
assault and battery with a dangerous 
weapon; Donald J. Maley, 29, of 40 Butts 
St .Upper Falls, arrested Nov. 30 at 9:10 
a.m. and charged with one count of assault 
and battery with'a dangerous weapon;

Life Care Center goes ahead 


The controversial Life Care Center got a 
7-1 vote of confidence from the Land Use 
Committee Tuesday night and prospects 
are good for action by the full Board by the 
end of the year. 

All the members of the committee who 
voted in favor of the 179-unit residence for 
the elderly may not vote for it when the 
petition reaches the floor of the Board. 

Aid. Alan Bar kin summed up what may 
be the feelings of many aldermen. 

If the aldermen want a Life Care Center, 
they must vote for essentially the building 
and plan presented by the developers and 
the nonprofit group that will manage the 
center, Barkin said. 

But he is troubled by the objections of 
the abutters. “How do we respond to the 
opposition of the abutters and their 
feelings that Life Care will lower the value 
of their houses and change the quality of 
their life?”

The plan has 264 parking spaces on the 
perimeter of the playing field in the shape 
of a backwards broken ‘L.’ 

According to the plan, there will be three 
separate lots, with one on Walnut St. 
holding 148 cars, and two on Elm Rd. cars, 
holding 48 and 62 . 


All three lots will have access and egress 
only on Elm Rd., and none of them will be 
connected. 

Regal noted that the original school 
specifications called for 300 spaces, and 
these were being considered to be added 
onto either of the three lots. 

Mandell suggested that space for 
another 36 cars could take up less space 
proportionately if there was a special 
section for subcompact cars. 

The plan was presented to the com¬ 
mittee only to keep it informed of what the 
is being considered by the Design Review 
Board, and was not voted on.

Mayor Theodore Mann, 
Conservation Commission 
chairman, Dennis Ditelberg 
and Alderman Alan Barkin 
made an effort to assuage 
angered neighbors on Keefe, 
River and Bernard Streets, 
Upper Falls, who feared 
preliminary plans for a 
proposed Charles River 
Pathway System would place 
their homes in danger of being 
taken by eminent domain. The 
three men spoke at the Con¬ 
servation Commission’s public 
presentation of the pathway 
system at City Hall, Tuesday, 
Dec. 10. 

Although many of the 
neighbors seemed mollified, at 
least one, Jean Anderson, 
stated publicly that “until this 
is guaranteed in writing, I 
won’t believe any of you.” Mrs. 
Anderson’s ferocity reflected 
the attitude of some thirty 
neighbors to whom the 
proposed pathway represented 
a flashpoint between them and 
the conservation commission. 

William Giezentanner, a 
planner who was hired by the 
commission to compile the 
inventory for the plan, ex¬ 
plained that 11 Vz miles of the 
pathway are in existence and 
the proposal would link up the 
remaining two miles. At a 
recent conservation com¬ 
mission meeting, he said, the 
plan is “long range” and “at no 
time has anyone recommended 
that we would try to forcibly 
acquire lots.” Ditelberg added 
at the Tuesday evening 
meeting that “the plan 
represents an ideal and there is 
room for flexibility.” 

However, Robert Young, 
who lives on River Street, 
spoke beffore the com¬ 
missioners on Dec. 5 arguing 
the plan put property owners in 
an unfavorable bargaining 
position for selling their houses 
at competitive prices. 

He charged that in 1959 when 
the back part of Keefe Avenue 
was a swamp with rats, 
mosquitoes and the out - 
pourings of a nearby factory, 
noone wanted the river bank. 
After the neighbors put in “15 
years of hard labor to restore 
the bank with their money and 
time, this was their reward.” 

Young also felt that the 


existence of a map defining the 
pathway system was 
threatening since future, less 
well-intfentioned officals might 
see fit to take the property of 
the homeowners. 

The maps have now been 
amended to show at least three 
alternatives such as re-routing 
the path ento Keefe Street 
instead of through backyards. 

Another concern of the 
neighbors was the depth of the 
river, which in that area varies 
from 14 to 22 feet. Louis Bielsky 
pointed out that in his yard, 
there was a six foot slope to the 
river and if someone fell in 
there was “no way youy can 
save yourself”, referring not 
only to the depth but also to the 
strong current in the area. 
Drownings which had taken 
place in the area were also 
cited’ and neighbors said they 
“didn’t want to have to stand 
guard.” 

They also asked the com¬ 
mission not to post signs on 
their streets directing people to 
the pathway, but simply let

Citizens hear school improvement plans 


The School Buildings 
Advisory Committee presented 
its $6.4 million capital im¬ 
provement plan based on the 
Nine School Study to citizens 
last Thursday at Emerson 
School and received general 
approval from those present. 

The aldermanic Public 
Buildings Committee will vote 
Thursday, Dec. 19, on the 
$209,250 capital improvement 
budget for 1975-76 approved by 
the School Committee July, 
1974. 

If these funds are approved 
by the Finance Committee and 
the Board of Aldermen, all of 
the schools in the Nine School 
Study will begin to have work 
done on them.

L. Larson led the objection to 
the proposedbudget 10-year 
because of the 0525,750 
allocation for Warren School in 
1976-77. 

This appropriation finished 
all the work at Warren school 
before Emerson and five other 
schools receiving any funds 
for!that year, health and 
safety improvements 

Director of Support Services 
John E. Gilleland explained 
Monday that Warren was 
planned to be completed before 
other schools because it is the 
largest school effecting the 
most etudents, and immediate 
part of completion enables the 
city to get reimbursement for 
$543,150 from the state School 
Buildings Assistance Bureau. 

Gilleland also pointed out 


that the funding schedule is 
illustrative only and can be 
adjusted for any years after 
1975-76. 

According to School Com¬ 
mitteeman Gerard Byrne, a 
member of the advisory 
committee, Newton is the first 
city in the state to present a ve 
10-year comprehensive im- 
proment plan to SBAB for 
reimbursement,and SBAB is 
studying the plan. 

Byrne said that although 
SBAB is currently refunding 65 
per cent of what municipalities 
spend, Governor-elect Michael 
Dukakis may see this as an 
area to cut spending , so that 
percentage could Jot be 
guaranteed. 

The improvements 
scheduled to be made in the 


nine schools are needed to 
bring these schools up to par 
with the other Newton schools 
in such areas as lighting, 
electrical, plumbing, and 
working space for the students. 

Gilleland explained that the 
buildings meet state and city 
safety requirements for 
building occupancy, but this 
does not necessarily mean they 
are safe and sanitary for school 
use. 

If the city decides to follow 
the 10 year schedule for 
finishing all the nine schools, 
the total cost will be $9 million 
with an eight per cent inflation 
factor spread over the 10 years. 

The capital improvements 
will cost $3.3 million in 1974 
figures, coming to $6.4 million 
spread over 10 years.

Mora increases 

Everyone has hopes that things will get 
better in 1975 on our own economic home 
fronts. 

But 

The most painful forces that shred our 
paychecks are not the predictable expec¬ 
table expenses that sometimes can be cut 
down or curtailed. It’s the sneaky items of 
necessity that leap up to chew our pocket- 
books without any tangible betterment that 
really hurt. 

Two items on the 1975 increase list, just 
as sure as our New Year’s resolutions, are 
the higher cost of mailing a letter and 
having your automobile inspected. 

The payout price to have your vehicle 
inspected — and it’s required by law twice 
a year — will be going up one hundred per 
cent each time you drive in for the sticker. 

Effective January 1 our benevolent 
legislature has seen to it that you will now 
pay two dollars each and every time you 
have your car inspected. 

The new law was passed because auto 
inspection points were saying that it was 
hardly worth their time to check out and 
inspect cars for one dollar. The irony of 
it is that not a single inspection station of 
the hundreds that are spread out all over 
Massachusetts was known to have turned 
in its license as a protest for the old one 
dollar charge. 

One knowing automotive official called 
the inspection — even as it was under the 
old $1.00 charge — the most profitable 
come on in the repair business. 

Of course, the increase is only up one 
dollar. But that’s twice the cost and you 
will probably never see twice the benefit. 

The auto inspection increase is already 
certain. 

But fast approaching the same certainty 
is the expected increase—from 2 to 3 cents, 
probably the latter—for mailing a first 
class letter. 

The word is already out in postal circles 
that it will cost 12 to 13 cents instead of 10 
cents to mail a letter sometime during 
1975. It was only back in March that the 
__ cost went from 8 to 10 cents and we’ve all 
seen how the service has improved since 
then. Or have we? 

Postmaster General Elmer T. Klassen 
has already laid the groundwork for the 
increase to cover what he claims is a $900 
million deficit. 

The anticipated request for the mail rate 
hike is expected in the spring.

Mills to be ousted as 
Ways and Means head 

Members of the Massachusetts delegation in Congress 
say that Wilbur Mills will be ousted next month from his 
hitherto exalted post as chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee. They report that the new members of 
Congress are very conscious of their public image and are 
angry that Wilbur’s indiscretions, whatever the reason, for 
them have muddied up that image. 

State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane, who has done a good job 
of doubling as both Treasurer and head of the 
Massachusetts Lottery, will shed his lottery duties during 
the coming year in order to concentrate on his respon¬ 
sibilities as Treasurer. Crane has not had to face the 
problems which recently confronted the public officials 
running the lottery in Ohio. 

Members of the Ohio Lottery Commission were just 
congratulating themselves on the relatively trouble-free 
start of that state’s lottery when Cleveland’s two daily 
newspapers were closed down by a strike. Then they 
discovered that federal restrictions forbid either the 
telecast or the radio broadcast of winning lottery numbers. 

The Ohio Lottery Commission met that crisis by hiring 
three “town criers” who walked through downtown streets 
with sandwich boards showing the winning numbers. A 
helicopter also was employed to fly over the city from 11 
a.m. to 3 p.m. with a trailing banner displaying the lucky 
lottery numbers. 

Alabama Governor George C. Wallace, who was gunned 
down while campaigning in the Maryland Presidential 
Primary in 1972, is planning to enter the 1976 Presidential 
Primaries in virtually all states which have them, including 
Massachusetts. He could finish first in states where the vote 
is split between a large number of candidates for the right 
to be the Democratic Presidential standard-bearer. 

Democratic leaders are showing more interest in their 
party’s nomination as a result of the growing conviction 
that President Ford will not be a strong candidate in ’76. 

Dirty tricks used 
against Be/iotti 

Back in the 1964 gubernatorial campaign, a little more 
than a decade ago, a group of Republican strategy-planners 
met and decided calmly, coldly and dispassionately that 
one way to cut down Francis X. Bellotti was to spread a 
rumor that he was accepting “dirty money” to finance his 
fight for the Governorship. 

Republican workers in Massachusetts were well 
organized in those days, and the completely fabricated 
rumor that Bellotti was accepting campaign contributions 
from the underworld and the Crime Syndicate was sent out 
to them to be passed along to the voters. 

This writer was not present at the meeting at which this 
campaign “dirty trick” was put on the table and approved, 
but in the years since then, we have heard the session 
discussed by GOP politicians who were there. 

As far as we have ever been able to ascertain, John A. 
Volpe, then the Republican candidate for Governor, was not 
at the conference and probably knew nothing about it. 

Volpe was always regarded by this writer as a clean, 
conscientious candidate although back in 1964 many 
politicians considered it routine campaign practice to 
spread false rumors about an opponent. If they caused his 
defeat, so much the better. 



As a young reporter, we read yellowed clippings in the 
files of the old Boston Post about a candidate standing for 
election in Roxbury’s old Tammany Ward who called his 
opponent “a milk bottle thief” so many times that his 
listeners finally believed him. 

The claim was that this unsavory chap would get up early 
in the morning, steal the bottlee the householders had 
placed 6n the doorstep for the milkman and turn them in at 
various stores for refunds. 

That allegation hurt the office seeker very badly. It was 
the kind of charge that voters could understand. It would 
have been beyond their comprehension if the candidate had 
been accused of looting the federal treasury and stealing a 
million dollars. 

After the election, a Post political writer investigated the 
matter and reported that the accusation had been in error. 
TTie unsuccessful candidate was a late sleeper and never 
got up in the morning before the milkman made his rounds. 
Besides, a checkup discloeed that no milk bottles had been 
stolen. 

That did the losing Tammany Ward candidate the same 
good that Bellotti’s exoneration did him after the 1964 
election. The votes had been counted, the returns posted. It 
was too late for recriminations. A candidate who com¬ 
plained after the election would have been accused of sour 
grapes. The saying was that everything was fair in love, 
war—and politics. (That didn’t apply to Richard Nixon and 
his co-conspirators.) 

Investigations made by competent, seasoned reporters 
have shown that Bellotti never had any ties with the un¬ 
derworld. He was simply a politician who had been able to 
build up a big organization of devoted followers and who 
occasionally annoyed the Establishment. 

But the “dirty money” charge haunted Bellotti down 
through the years of the past decade when he lost one 
election after another. People always read the allegations 
much more carefully and closely than the exonerations. 

We could name the Republican politician who led the 
“dirty money” discussion at the secret conference. But no 
purpose would be served by doing so. He’s now old and 
senile. 

-The point is that Frank Bellotti is now preparing to 
assume the Attorney Generalship. He has come under a 
sharp and strange fire of criticism since his election. 

Bellotti deserves a fair chance and should be judged on 
what he does as the next Attorney General and the record 
he makes in that capacity, not on any false, faded rumors of 
the past. 

House cut means many 
to face defeat in '76 

West Roxbury, Roslindale and Forest Hills residents 
are now served on Beacon Hill by seven diffemt State 
Representatives, two from Ward 20, two from Ward 19 who 
represent parts of Roslindaleand Jamaica Plain; and three 
from Ward 18 whose districts include sections of Roslindale 
and a sliver of West Roxbury. 

At least one and probably two of those se en law-makers 
will be squeezed out of office in the 1976 election. There will 
not be enough positions to go around as a result of the action 
of the voters in adopting an amendment to the 
Massachusetts Constitution which reduces the number of 
members of the House of Representatives from 146 to 160, 
effective in 1976. 

Representative George Keverian of Everett, chairman 
of the House Committee on Election Laws, will be assigned 
the tremendous and thankless task of mapping out the 160 
new House districts. 

Keverian is considered a master political architect at 


Voters should decide 
on electing judges 

Governor-elect Michael S. Dukakis will request the 
members of the incoming Legislature to approve a 
proposed amendment to the Massachusetts Constitution 
providing for the abolition of the Governor's Council. 

If that action is taken and if it is repeated by the 
Legislature which assumes office two years hence at the 
start of 1977, the question of whether the Governor’s Council 
should be wiped out will be placed on the ballot in 1978 when 
the next Governor of Massachusetts will be elected. 

A twin proposal which should be submitted to the 
Legislature early in the New Year so that it also would be on 
the 1978 ballot, would ask the people of Massachusetts 
whether they want to elect judges in the future instead of 
having them appointed by the Governor. 

That could be done by the members of the Governor’s 
Council or by some other group interested in increasing the 
power of the people. 

That suggestion will bring an outcry of protest from the 
reformers and the do-gooders who believe in chipping away 
at the power of the people, not in giving them any more 
authority. They really don’t trust the people to do the right 
thing even though they profess to believe in the policy of 
self-government. 

The reason for the proposal that the people of 
Massachusetts be given the right to decide whether they 
want to elect the judges who would preside over their courts 
and administer justice in their Commonwealth, is that 
Governor-elect Dukakis is advocating the abolition of the 
Governor’s Council but apparently is not proposing that the 
functions of the Executive Council be taken over by any 
other public body. 

The principal function presently performed by the 
Executive Council is to confirm or reject judicial ap¬ 
pointments by the Governor. 

Usually in the past it has approved the nominations made 
by Governors of persons to serve on the bench. But on oc¬ 
casions it has blocked such appointments and turned back 
persons its members felt should not sit in judgment of their 
fellow men. 

Whatever you may think of the Governor’s Council, it has 
been a body to which the average citizen—members of the 
general public—could go for a hearing to speak out against 
judicial nominees they felt were not qualified to sit on the 
bench. 

Back through the years, whenever there was talk about 
wiping out the Governor’s Council, discussion invariably 
arose as to what body would take over the Council’s func¬ 
tion of confirming or rejecting judicial nominations. 

The 40-member State Senate usually was named as the 
logical body to assume the duty of passing on judicial 
nominations, but that idea generally was deemed in- 
practical and drew sharp opposition, some of it coming 
from Senators. 

The question of who would perform this function if the 
Governor’s Council went out of existence never was really 
resolved, and the Council continued in business mostly for 
that reason, after most of its other powers had been 
stripped away. 

When the question of abolishing the Executive Council 
was raised during the recent gubernatorial campaign, 
Michael Dukakis recorded himself in favor of doing so 
immediately, and Governor Sargent said he was opposed to 
doing it “right away.” 

“Immediately” as expressed by Dukakis probably means 
four years from now because that’s how long it would take 
to push through a constitutional amendment abolishing the 
Council, and there’s no doubt it could be pushed through to 
take effect at the start of 1979. 

But Governor-elect Dukakis’ plan of abolishing the 
.Governor’s Council apparently does not provide for any 
other public body to pass on judicial appointments. 

When a Governor appointed a judge after the Council was 
wiped out, that would be the final action. All that would 
remain would be for the new judge to be sworn in and put on 
his black robes. 

That is why some political observers think it is time to ask 
the people if they want to elect judges instead of having 
them appointed by the Governor. 

It would be practical now because the judges must retire 
at the age of 70, and it would be known in advance what 
judicial posts would be open. 

A judge could be elected for a period of years and then 
stand for reelection on his record on the bench. A good 
judge, who was respected by the public, would have no 
trouble getting reelected. A poor judge not deserving of 
reelection, probably would be defeated at the polls. 

Contrary to the arguments which will be raised by the 
alleged reformers, there is nothing sacred about the ap¬ 
pointment of a judge. The political definition of a judge is a 
lawyer who knew a Governor. 

Some very competent attorneys, who aspire to become 
judges, never realize that ambition because they never get 
to know any Governors. 

Governor-elect Dukakis unquestionably would oppose the 
election of judges. No Governor ever would voluntarily 
surrender the power of appointing judges. 

Dukakis apparently would substitute a screening com¬ 
mittee, which the Governor would largely control, for th€ 
Governor’s Council. The screening committee would 
recommend several candidates for a judicial position to be 
filled, and the Governor would pick one from the list. It’s 
not beyond the realm of political possibility that a Governor 
would tell the committee whom to recommend. 

Michael Dukakis wouldn’t do that, of course, but his 
present term only runs through 1978 when the voters 
probably will vote the Governor’s Council out of existence. 

The criticism here is directed at his proposal that no 
public body would have the authority to pass on his ap¬ 
pointments or those of future Governors. 

Dukakis would replace the Governor’s Council with a 
nine-member screening committee, of which four members 
would be appointed by the Governor, one by the Attorney 
General, one by the president of the State Senate, one by the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives and two by the 
legal profession. 

At first the screening committee would function in¬ 
formally and in an advisory capacity. But Dukakis ap¬ 
parently will ask the Legislature to establish the committee 
on a legal basis so that a Governor could only make a 
judicial appointment from the list of recommendations 
submitted to him by the committee. 

It obviously would be a friendly committee. The Governor 
would have four of his appointees on it, and he wouldn’t be 
much of a politician if he couldn’t pick up one more ally 
from among the appointees of the Attorney General, the 
Senate President and the House Speaker. 

The voters certainly should have the right to pick between 
that plan and electing the judges themselves.

Some House members will retire from office at the 
close of the next term, but a larger number will find

After the people two years ago adopted a constitutional 
amendment falling for 240 single House districts, with all 
double and triple districts eliminated, Keverian carved out 
240 separate districts and tried to protect as many of his 
colleagues as possible.

Other seats do provide such 
protection. The cost of the seat, 
or whether it has been 
dynamically tested, gives no 
indication as to whether the 
seat provides crash protection.

Kennedy to address special 
employment commission 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
will be the lead-off witness at a 
hearing of the Special 
Legislative Commission on 
Employment to be held 
Monday, Dec. 16,1974, at 10:30 
a.m. in Gardner Auditorium of 
the State House. 

The Commission is co¬ 
chaired by Sen. Jack H. 
Backman and Rep. Richard 
Demers (D-Chicopee). 

Sen. Kennedy heads a list of 
witnesses jvho include William 
H. Kolberg, assistant secretary 
for manpower, Department of 
Labor; Dr. Thomas Barocci, 
director, Office of Economic 
Analysis for the Massachusetts 
Executive Office of Manpower 
Affairs; Dr. Gerald Bush, 
director, Office of Commerce 
and Manpower, representing 
Mayor Kevin H. White of 
Boston; and Charles F. Miller 
of the Newton Comprehensive 
Employment Training Act 


(CETA) subgrantee area, 
representing Mayor Theodore 
Mann of Newton. 

Sen. Backman skied, “We in 
Massachusetts must make 
every effort to cooperate with 
the federal government to 
insure that federal monies 
which may be available to the 
Commonwealth are actually 
distributed to us. We must also 
determine a course which will 
result in creative use of the 
funds received. 

“Our main task is the 
revitalization of 
Massachusetts’ economy. This 
can only be accomplished by 
eliminating unemployment - 
and this means creating new 
jobs. Also, new jobs would 
mean more spending power 
and further stimulate business 
growth. 

“The Commonwealth can 
expect an influx of federal 
money for public service 



employment programs. We 
have an extensive and 
diversified labor force - from 
highly trained technical and 
professional workers to large 
sections of unemployed, un¬ 
skilled labor. We also have the 
dual problem of large layoffs of 
regular employees in existing 
industries, aggravated by 
immigrants arriving in our 
state daily. If we are to spend 
less on social welfare 
programs, the best possible 
way is to reduce unem¬ 
ployment. 

“Our unemployment rate is 
the highest in the nation after 
Alaska and Hawaii. We must 
create new job opportunities, 
expand our social services and 
rebuild our cities on the basis 
of a healthy, growing state 
economy. While such a 
program will not solve our 
national economic problems, it 
will do much to alleviate the 
special decay of our own 
state,” said Sen. Backman. 

Backman noted that the 
commission is working in 
conjunction with Secretary of 
(Manpower Affairs Mary 
Newman, who is also a com¬ 
mission member, and the 
legislature's Committee on 
Commerce and Labor headed 
by Sen. Allan McKinnon (D- 
'Weymouth) and Rep. Anthony 
J. Scalli (D-Boston).

Giezentanner stated that two 
houses have been offered for 
sale to the city and are 
presently being appraised. On 
Keefe Street, there are 12 
houses involved. The pathway 
would need 15-20 feet of land 
depending on the type of 
planting screen used. Also, 
abutters would be paid for 
easements. The amount of 
money will depend on how 
many rights go with the 
easement, Giezentanner ex¬ 
plained.

A physical fitness testing 
clinic for women highlights the

Across the kitchen counter 


Rich fruitcakes with their jeweled bits of 
candied fruits and crunchy nutmeats may be 
out of the picture this Christmas because of 
foe high cost of the ingredients. 

For those of you who feel it >ist wouldn’t be 
foe same without a fruit cake aging in the 
back of your refrigerator waiting for unex¬ 
pected guests or for Christmas gift giving, 
we've tried to come up with some cakes that 
will be less expensive but hardly what one 
would term “economical” 

Here are some basic rules in substitutions if 
you're planning on baking a fruit cake that 
has become a tradition at your home. In 
substituting dried or candied fruits, do it by 
weight, not volume. If your recipe calls for 
soaking fruits in wine or brandy, use fruit 
juice in the same amount. You can use honey 
instead of sugar—% cup honey will substitute 


for 1 cup sugar (this will necessitate cutting 
down on the liquids by ¥4 cup and adding ¥4 
cup more flour). Walnuts are less expensive 
than pecans and Brazil nute, and peanuts are 
a 1 even better buy, but you’ve got to love 
peanuts to make this substitution. 

Store fruit cakes in a cool dry place; you 
can wrap them in heavy foil, plastic bags or 
plastic wrap. Decorate the cakes after aging. 
To glaze, simply heat corn syrup to boiling 
and brush it on and decorate with candied 
fruits and nuts (the syrup hardens and holds 
foe fruit in place). You may prefer to drizzle 
the cakes with warm honey while they are 
still warm from the oven. 

For gift giving, wrap your fruit cakes in 
dear plastic wrap and tie with colorful rib¬ 
bons and to make the gift complete, don’t 
forget to include a copy of the recipe.

Answer: Thank you for your kindness. The flavor of 
honey, soy sauce and a garnish of pineapple is excellent and 
I think you’ll enjoy it. 


HONEY GLAZED ROAST DUCKLING 
4¥2 to 5 pound duckling 
1 teaspoon salt 
Celery tops 
Quartered onion 
About ^4 cup water . 

¥4 cup honey 
1 tablespoon soy sauce 
4 slices fresh or canned pineapple 
Hot buttered rice 
1 lime, cut in wedges 

Rinse duckling inside and out and pat dry; strip off all 
extra fat. Season the inside with salt and insert celery tops 
and quartered onion into the cavity. Tie legs and tail 
together; skewer neck skin to the back and tuck the wing 
tips underneath. Prick the skin on the thighs, back and 
lower breast with a knife. Place, breast down, on a rack in 
an open roasting pan. Roast in 375 degree oven for 30 
minutes; turn breast up and continue roasting 1 hour 
longer. 

Pour off the fat in the roasting pan and add about 14 cup 
water to the pan to keep Die drippings from sticking. 
Reduce oven temperature to 325 degrees. Blend together 
honey and soy sauce and baste duckling. Repeat basting 
and roast 30 minutes longer or until tender. Arrange 
pineapple slices on a foil-lined baking pan and brush with 
honey-soy sauce glaze. Spoon hot steamed rice into a large 
platter and arrange duckling, cut into quarters, on top. 
Garnish with hot fruit. Serves 4.

IRISH SODA BREAD 

4 cups all purpose flour 

¥4 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

2 tablespoons caraway seeds 

¥4 cup margarine 

2 cups raisins 

1 and one-third cups buttermilk 

1 egg 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

1 egg yolk, beaten 

Sift flour, sugar, salt and baking powder into mixing 
bowl; stir in caraway seeds. Cut in butter until mixture 
looks like coarse meal; stir in raisins. Combine buttermilk, 

1 egg and baking soda; stir into flour mixture just enough to 
moisten dry ingredients. Turn onto floured board and knead 
lightly until dough is smooth. Shape in a ball and place in a 
greased 2-quart casserole. With a sharp knife cut a 4-inch 
cross about ^-inch deep in center of dough (this makes a 
decorative top). Brush with egg yolk. Bake in 375 degree 
oven about 1 hour or until a cake tester or wooden pick 
inserted in center of loaf comes out clean. Cool bread in 
casserole 10 minutes; remove. Cool on wire rack before 
cutting. Makes 1 loaf. 

What a delight it was receiving not one but two recipes 
from Mrs. Francis J. Sawyer, Waban. Her friends refer to 
her as “the greatest gourmet cook” and here are her 
recipes to prove it! 

LES CROQUEMITaINE 
(TINY HOT “SANDWICHES” 

OF HAM AND CHEESE) 

Sixteen large, neat slices of boiled ham, about ^-inch 
thick, 8 slices imported Swiss cheese the same size as the 
ham, at room temperature. Spread 8 pieces of the ham on a 
board, Cover each with a slice of cheese and then with a 
second piece of ham and press together thoroughly. Cut 
each into 4 squares to make “bouches” or little mouthfuls. 
To prepare for baking: 

1 teaspoon peanut oil 

1 egg 

Salt and black pepper freshly ground 

Dash of cayenne pepper 

5 tablespoons flour 

1 cup bread crumbs 

Lightly beat the egg with the oil and season it with salt, 
black pepper and cayenne pepper. Spread the flour on a 
plate. Roll each “bouchee” in flour, dip into beaten egg, and 
roll in bread crumbs, using a knife or spatula to spread the 
bread crumbs and put them down very neatly and evenly. 

To bake and serve: Butter a baking sheet with 4 
tablespcons melted butter. Preheat oven to 400 degrees. Put 
the “bouchees” pnto baking sheet, sprinkle them with 
melted butter and bake them in the preheated oven for 
about 5 minutes until they are nicely golden brown. Serving 
piping hot.

Way 
back in heathen times, Swedes 
used to celebrate the return to 
light with rites involving 
various fertility gods. When 
Christianity was iintroduced, 
Italian Saint Lucia, quite 
conveniently, was made to 
replace the discarded goods 
and an extremely beautiful 
tradition was \r *. 

This fitted in quite nicely 
with the heathen traditions 
since, according to legend, 
Lucia gave her eyes the symbol 
of light to a blind beggar. 
Present day tradition naturally 
has been modified but lights 
and candles are still the 
dominating part of it. 

Every school, office, in- 
stitution, city and the country 
itself elects a Lucia. She has to 
be blond and tall. 

Lucia, with a wreath of 
evergreens holding tall white 
candles and wearing a long, 
flowing white robe will appear 
followed by her attendants. 
They will also be blond girls 


dressed in white with tinsel in 
their hair and around their 
waists and carrying white 
candles. Someimtes there are 
so-called star boys, too, 
dressed in white and with 
pointed caps strewn with stars 
symbolizing the advent of the 
star of Bethlehem. In front of 
their audience they will take up 
their positions with Lucia at 
the center and give their 
performance of the Festival of 
Lights. 

Having finished their songs, 
they will disappear leaving an 
atmosphere of rennewed hope 
for the return of light and 
joyful anticipation of the 
holidays ahead. 

This year will mark the 
second appearance of a group 
of Swedish exchange students 
in this exciting Festival of 
IJghts performed in different 
locations in the Greater Boston 
area. 

They are all here on the SISE 
full year exchange program 
and are presently going to high 
school and living with 
American host families. As a 
token of their gratitude for the 
generous hospitality shown 
them in this country, they want 
to share one of their favorite 


traditions.

NEWTON—Last year the Newton South Lions compiled 
a 12-5 record and qualified for the state tournament, a first 
in Newton South history. With seven returning lettermen

that uses it, that team is the Boston Celtics. Like the Celtics, 
the I Jons will rely on speed and stamina to wear down their 
taller opponents. 

Walker not only has speedy guards with great stamina 
to employ the vigorous press, he has tremendous depth at 
the position. The Lions have more guards than Buckingham 
Palace. Leading the list of fine guards are co-captains Mark 
Aronson and Howie Pinderhughes. Starters last year, they 
have had three years of varsity experience. At 5’10”, 
Aronson is perhaps the team’s best player. If his twenty 
point performance in the states last year against touted 
Dedham is any indication of his ability, and I think it is, 
then Aronson is one of the finest guards in the State. A 
clutch performer, Aronson is the team’s best shooter. He 
has matured into an excellent defensive player and has the 
rebounding ability to swing to a forward position. Pin¬ 
derhughes is a fast, slick ballhandler. Like Aronson, he is a 
strong defensive player and has an improved shot. Pen- 
derhughes had trouble against the press last year, but game 
experience should solve that problem. 

Behind the co-captains, Walker has four talented and 
capable guards in Saul Rubin, Mickey Atkins, Kevin Hoban 
and Jeff Cylkowski. Returning letterman Rubin has a 
deadeye shot, while Atkins has great quickness and is a 
superb athlete. Like Atkins, Hoban is quick and is the ideal 
man for the press and Cylkowski is an excellent shooter. 

Forecourt’Strong 

In the forecourt, 6’3” senior Bob Harris is a standout. A 
good shooter and outstanding rebounder with amazing 
desire. He has the ability to dominate a game (as a 23 point, 
27 rebound performance last year versus East Bridgewater 
indicates). Refined shot selection and controlled aggression 
would help Harris’ game greatly. 

Joining Harris up front Ls center Bob Lent. The burly 
6’4” senior returns for his third, varsity season. Lent is an 
excellent center but has a habit of getting into foul trouble. 
Backing up Lent at center is six and a half foot Mark 
Spector, Rich’s “little” brother. 

At the remaining forward position, George Thomas, 
Jim Sherman, Chandler Bosworth, and Jerry Antonellis 
will all see action. If 6’3” forwards Thomas and Sherman 
can incorporate their outstanding talent into team play, 
South has two excellent forwards. Returning letterman 
Bosworth and Antonellis are tough competitors. Bosworth 
is a strong shooter while Antonellis is a solid rebounder and 
middle range shooter. 

The Lions have only one noticeable weakness, but it is a 
glaring one. Lent’s aggressive play underneath often puts 
him in foul trouble. If he misses a substantial portion of a 
game due to foul trouble, South’s rebounding ability will be 
greatly hampered. With him out of the lineup the opposition 
may be able to exploit the team’s smaller size and more 
limited strength. 

Tough Schedule 

The Lions have a difficult schedule this year. The Dual 
County has extended its competition to an eighteen game 
schedule. That means the Lions will play each team three 
times instead of twice. The once ridiculed Dual County is 
now a very tough league to play in. Although Weston and 
Wayland are rather weak, playing a ttal of twelve games 
versus Bedford, Concord-Carlisle, Acton-Boxborough, and 
Lincoln-Sudbury will provide rugged competition for the 
Lions. Bedford and Concord retain much of the personnel of 
their squads which made the States last year. Acton is 
perennially tough and virtually everyone is back at Lincoln- 
Sudbury. 

Newton South has the talent, depth and desire to sur¬ 
vive their stem schedule. Walker can put his reserves in a 
game with confidence, something he could not do with last 
year’s tourney-bound team. The Celtic style of play is 
proving the perfect solution for the team’s small size. In a 
scrimmage last weekend against a Holliston team touted as 
one of the best teams in the State, the Lions looked very 
impressive. Playing an opponent that was as big as many 
college teams, the Lions beat Holliston in every quarter. 
Reacting to the tenacious Lion press, an exhausted 
Holliston team collapsed near the end of the game. 

The Lions open tlieir long awaited campaign, against 
Belmont on December 18 at Belmont High. An educated 
guess says they will be more than ready.

Nelson was good investment indeed

Arnold "Red” Auerbach has never known 
to have been shortchanged. But it Ls doubtful 
if he ever received more value for his dollar 
then he did for the $50 he invested to acquire 
the rights 10 years ago to Don Nelson. 

The NBA season was five games along 
when Los Angeles coach, Fred Schaus, told 
Nelson to pack his bag, that the takers had 
put him on waivers. 

A crest-fallen Nelson, a two-year veteran 
with the takers, went back home to Rock 
Island, Ill. The bottom had fallen out of his 
world. Los Angeles had chosen to keep John 
Fairchild on the squad over him. 

“Yes, I thought I was through with pro 
basketball,” the blond six-footrsix Celtics’ 
forward recalled the other day. “I didn’t think 
it was the end of the world but I was sure 
disappointed. I thought I might look around 
and go into college coaching when I got a call 
from Red Auerbach. 

“He invited me to come to Boston for a 
tryout. The Celtics had a few days layoff at 
the time.” 

The rest, of course, is history. 

Nelson quickly proved during the tryout 
that there was a place for him on the Celtics 
just as the Boston players believed there was 
when they recommended to Auerbach that 
Don be given a chance because of the way he 


used to battle them as a member of the 
takers. 

Here it is 10 years later and four world's 
championships in which he played a vital role 
and the player the Lakers “washed out” is 
going better than ever. 

In fact, the last two weeks’ NBA scoring 
statistics showed the leader in field goal 
conversion percentage to be none other than 
Nelson. At that juncture he was hitting at a 
.557 percentage with 112 field goals in 201 
attempts. 

Not bad for an “old man” of 34 whom some 
people thought was too old a couple of years 
ago. 

Says Don, “You’re only as old as you feel 
and while sometimes when my back kicks up, 
I get that old feeling, most of the time I feel as 
spry as ever on the court.” 

Around the Celtics’ room they call him “Big 
Bird” and that name stems from an off-court 
activity, last year’s Christmas party. It was a 
private affair for the players, club officials 
and their families and Vice-President Mary 
Whalen had obtained a costume of a yellow 
bird. A volunteer was needed to fill it. 

“You’re it,” she said to Nelson so he 
"volin teered.” 

“My own kids didn’t know it was me for the 
longest time,” he recalled. 

The 10 years with the Celtics have been the 


most gratifying of his life. As he looks back 
the two highlights, he says, occurred in 1969 
when the Celtics finished fourth in their 
division under Bill Russell and won the 
playoffs championship. 

“We beat Los Angeles in the finals,” he 
said, “and I made the basket which iced the 
title.” 

A native of Rock Island, Nellie Ls now fir¬ 
mly entrenched in Natick with his wife and 
family and intends to stay here when his 
playing career is over. 

And don’t worry about what he’ll do when 
he’s finished jumping for balls off the 
backboards and driving for layups. First off, 
he has proved to be a smart promoter as his 
pre-season exhibition game between Bill 
Walton and the Portland TrailWazers against 
Jabbar and his Milwaukee Bucks in Dayton, 
Ohio last faU proved. 

He operates a summer basketball camp 
with his former teammate and buddy Tom 
“Satch” Sanders. He has a piece of the New 
England Rehabilitation Hospital in Woburn 
and the Letterman Magazine. He owns the 
Don Nelson Loan Co., the Don Nelson Sales 
Company and also operates a rental company 
leasing heavy construction equipment. 

By the way, does anybody known where 
John Fairchild is?

Dedham's dance master 
fosters social grace

DEDHAM - It could be a scene out of the 
forties. 

A roomful of young people — girls in 
ckesses, boys in shirts, ties and jackets — 
revolve slowly around the dance floor, 
carefully tracing the steps of a fox trot. 
The music stops, the couples separate, 
then a waltz begins and the boys seek out 
new partners. 

The forties? Well, not exactly. 

This is the seventies — the “let it all 
hang out”, “do your own thing” seventies 
— and the young people are students in 
Russell Curry’s Saturday evening dance 
classes at Dedham’s Oakdale School. 

"Good manners never go out of stYkf^ 
the veteran dance teacher said, loqlufljPout 
over the room where not a su^rpair of 
dungarees was in sight^n? still im¬ 
portant for young peo^TTo learn the so- 
called “social graMl^Decause, after all, 
it’s really only of showing respect 
for other peo^C” 

Russell/who inherited his school of 
dancing^rom his mother, has spent his 
entire life in the field of the dance where he 
has become a well-known teacher, lecturer 
and performer. 

“For a while, when I was younger, I was 
into the theatre and did a several season of 
eummer stock,” he continued. “But I 
always taught dancing and lectured about 
it during the winter months.” 

"One of the first things I did when I 
joined my mother as a partner in the 
school,” he said, “was abolish the white 
gloves for boys. W e kept them for the girls 
for a number of years but I fell they for 
were out-cf-date for boys at that time.” 

Keeping pace with the enormous social 
changes which look pace during the six¬ 
ties, Russell offered discotheque in ad¬ 
dition to his beloved baDroom dancing and 
the while gloves went the way of the 
dinosaur. 

But not the receiving line. 

“We start each class with a receiving 
line and we rotate the host and hostess 
each week,” he went on. “That way, the 


youngsters learn how to introduce people 
to each other and how to handle them¬ 
selves in social situations which still exist 
today, even with all the informality.” 

That informality, he firmly believes, has 
“gone about as far as it can go.” 

“We can only start swinging back the 
other way,” he laughed. 

A noted authority on the dance^h* is a 
member of ihe board of djjwdfrrs'bf the 
Boston Ballet Compa^^fadl the Boston 
Ballet Society as'jfwlis a past chairman 
of the Natifl^tfTouncil of Dance Teacher 
Orgamjif^ns. 

^i^flsllast week he was a guest on the 
j^sonya Hamlin TV show, along with actor 
Van Johnson who was once a dancer, 
himself. 

“My former dancing partner was on 
with me and we demonstrate ballroom 
dancing while Sonya danced with Van.” 
Russell said, “sonya is a very Fine dancer, 
you know.” 

Russell is quick to admit that the rise of 
discotheque dancing made the “bottom 
fall out” of ballroom instruction and his 
school, which once boasted as many as 
nine faculty members, now has only 
himself and his assistant as teachers. 

In “theold days” he commuted as far as 
Duluth, Minneapolis, St. Paul and Chicago 
every other week while continuing his 
dasses in the Boston area on the off- 
weeks. 

“I still do a lot of travelling even now,” 
he said cheerfully. “We have always 
rented facilities in which to teach but my 
classes are only held as far away as 
Manchester, New Hampshire in addition 
to cities and towns in the Greater Boston 
area.” 

A man who thorough^ enjoys his work, 
Russell likes teaching adults and children 
equally — although he sees diildren as 
much the more challenging. 

“Butyou’d be surprised how little 
argument you get about dressing for our 
classes once they get used to it,” he con- 
duded. “I think they actually enjoy get¬ 
ting out of dungarees for a change!”

HARPER’S: “In the past 
decade, literally dozens of 
private intelligence agencies 
have been created, Joining over 
232,000 registered private eyes 
and 4,000-odd security firms.” 
Author Jim Hougan writes that 
these are staffed almost entire¬ 
ly by ex-government gum¬ 
shoes. He calls them “mer¬ 
cenary apparats (who) place 
their nkilLs at the disposal of 
the rich and paranoid,” and 
zeroes in on one rent-a-apy 
outfit known as Intertel. 

MCCALL’S tries to cheer 
readers with “surprising 


ways” life got better in 1974. 
Among them is the decrease in 
skyjacking, more women in 
politics and at better Jobs, the 
reclaiming of garbage, a drop 
in death rates from such 
diseases as pneumonia, em¬ 
physema and auto accidents, 
and also the comeback being 
made by the endangered 
walrus. 

Shutdowns rocking the au¬ 
tomobile business are forcing a 
serious re-examination of the 
industry’s prospects. BUSI¬

Mortgage

While many banks may no longer he in the conventional 
mortgage market, as it used to exist, they can be ap¬ 
proached with new mortgage financing formulas, ac¬ 
cording to Shepard Brown, President of the Greater Boston 
Real Estate Board. 

"Proof of this," says Brown, "is the fact that 357 single 
family homes were sold in the Greater Boston area by 
Realtors in October 1974. This is 29 percent more than in 
October 1973. How was this done in the current tight money 
market? The Greater Bqgton Real Estate Board offers 
these suggestions to prospective sellers-buyers. 

"First, contact a realtor,” says Brown. "They have the 
necessary skill and expertise needed in the use of viable 
mortgage alternatives.” y 

Some of the alternative methods use<J by realtors are: 
second mortgages; take over mortgages; the current 
owner as a mortgage source; private individuals with 
money for a first mortgage; and local businesses with 
money to invest. 

SECOND MORTGAGES. When the bank ig not willing or 
able to finance the full mortgage, the owntor can be ap¬ 
proached to take a second mortgage on the property. For 
example, on a $35,000 mortgage the bank may take $30,000, 
leaving the owner to cover the remaining $5,<|Q0. 

"Second mortgages,” according to Brown, "nolinally run 
a maximum of five years, at which time re-financing may 
be available.”

Christmas 
lights get 

official 

sanction 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
administration has given its 
blessings to homeowners who 
wish to put up Christmas 
lighting this year—as long as 
it’s not overdone. 

Interior Secretary Rogers 
C.B. Morton, who heads Presi¬ 
dent Ford’s newly established 
Energy Resources Council, 
said today the administration 
has softened its stand of last 
Christmas when the seasonal 
lighting was discouraged. 

Morton said a recent study in 
Bristol, Term., showed that 
Christmas lighting amounted 
to about one-tenth of 1 per cent 
of the energy load. 

"We would certainly hope 
that everybody would conserve 
energy and conserve it across 
the board,” Morton said. "But 
actually we've got to put these 
things into perspective. 


w 


However, Brown points out that paying two mortg 
at the same time could be difficult for the buyer. 

"To eliminate this situation an amortization plan 
be implemented,” says Brown. "This plan would allow 
buyer to only pay off the interest on the second mortgage 
during the loan period. At the end of this period the buyrf?. 
would then pay the seller the full dollar amount of the loan.^ 

CURRENT OWNER. If the house is totally or almost % 
purchased, the owner should be considered as a mortgage 
source, according to the Real Estate Board. For example, 
the seller accepts a large down payment (paying off any 
remianing mortgage obligation) and through a contractual 
agreement mortgages the house to the buyer. "This can be 
particularly attractive to sellers who are retired couples 
who desire a steady monthly income/’ said Brown. "If the 
seller is hesitant to take a 28-30 year payment plan then 
refinancing should be considered in 2-3 years. 

TAKE OVER MORTGAGES. The buyer pays the seller’s 
equity off and then merely continues the mortgage 
payments to the seller’s bank. According to Brown, this can 
only be done if there is no alienation clause in the mortgage 
agreement. This clause gives the bank with the mortgage 
the right to call in the mortgage and approve the buyer 
whenever the property title changes. 

"When this is done," said Brown, "the bank usually will 
raise the old interest rate to a more competitive rate." 

"The mortgage market is not dead," according to the 
Real Estate Board leader. "There are sources for mor¬ 
tgages and houses are being sold. The thing to remember is 
that a REALTOR is best qualified to help both parties in¬ 
volved in the transaction.” 

Brown pointed out that not every real estate practitioner 
is a REALTOR. Only those who are members of the 
National Association of REALTORS through a local real 
estate board are allowed to use the term REALTOR. 
(S8pelled with all capital letters, this service mark is 
registered with the U.S. Patent Office.) Membership is 
based upon good business character and demonstration of 
capability in real estate matters. Once admitted to mem¬ 
bership, a REALTOR pledges to observe the National 
Association’s Code of Ethics. The Code of Ethics is a three 
part document dealing with REALTOR’S relations with the 
public, the client, and fellow REALTORS.

Citizens voice 
hopes for city

Concerns of northside resident- 
s dominated the second public hearing in a 
series on plans for the use of Newton’s 
share in federal money coming from the 
Housing and Community Development Act 
of 197i 

Newton will receive $4.5 million over the 
next six years. 

Planning Director Charles Thomas 
presented suggested programs derived 
from opinions and suggestions of residents 
and from the Planning Department’s own 
assessment of community needs based on 
analysis of census data. 

Speaking in response to the plan to use 
the old Steams School site for construction 
of housing for low- and moderate-income 
family and elderly housing, John Webber 
said Nonantum residents had entirely 
different wishes. 


Webber asked the Planning Board, 
which was holding the hearing, to consider 
converting the site to community use. 

Webber proposed that the Nonantum 
Cooperative Nursery School, now located 
in the Nonantum branch library, be 
located at Steams, so that all who wish to 
attend may do so. 

The Newton Girls’ Club, just getting 
under way, has 150 members who need 
more than the one evening available at the 
Boys’ Club; senior citizens need a drop-in 
center; the Silver Lake Family Health 
Nursing Center needs larger quarters; 
there is a need for day-care facilities; and 
the community in general needs a large 
meeting room, Webber said. 

In regard to the housing proposed, 
Webber said, "The citizens of Nonantum 
resent having things thrust upon them.” 

"Creating a ghetto would be hard on the 
Nonantum kids, who have a hard time

Last chance tonight 
for condominium bill 


Reconsideration motions filed by Aid. 
David Jackson and Robert Tennant have 
delayed final action on the acceptance of 
state legislation giving Newton the right to 
enact condominium-control legislation. 

A special meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen to vote on reconsideration has 
been scheduled for tonight (Thursday). 

A bill filed by Aid. David Cohen and 
Edward Richmond and passed by the state 
legislature earlier this year gave Newton 
the power to pass an ordinance controlling 
the conversion of apartment buildings to 
condominiums, provided Newton accepted 
the state enabling act before the end of 
1974. 

In the meantime, Mayor Theodore Mann 
set up a committee to look into the effects 
of condominium controls and whether rent 
control is needed in the city. 

That committee has reported that it is 
opposed to Newton’s acceptance of the 
state law. It felt that condominium control 
should be by state legislation, and to that 
end Board of Aldermen President Eliot 
Cohen filed such a bill. 

Other legislation pertaining to con¬ 
dominium control has been filed by State 
Rep. Lois Pines of Newton and by State 
Sen. Jack Backman. 

The sentiment of the Board, as indicated 
by the vote at its meeting Monday night, 
seems to be split just about even. 

The vote was 13 in favor of acceptance, 8 
opposed, 3 absent, but two of the favorable 
votes were cast so that the two aldermen 
who so voted would be on the prevailing 
side of the vote and would be able to call 
for a reconsideration (according to Board 
rules). 

Two of the three absentees are sure to 
vote against acceptance, so a 1Z-12 vote 
appears possible unless an alderman 
changes his or her position. 


A tie vote does not pass a measure. 

Even if the measure passes, speculation 
has it that Mayor Mann is opposed to 
corwlominiuirvconversion control, at least 
for NeWton on a purely local basis. 

The delaying tactics, which have 
already included a charter objection 
(postponement of acfronjto the next 
meeting) at an earlier aldermanic 
meeting, are supposedly to allow the Dec. 
31 deadline to come during the 10 days 
given the mayor to act on a measure after 
receiving it. 

He cannot receive it until at least 24 
hours after its passage by the Board. 

If the Board passes the measure 
Thursday night, the mayor would not 
receive it for action probably until Mon¬ 
day, Dec. 23. He would not have to veto it 
but could simply let the 10 days run out. 

Even if he were to veto it, a move to 
override cannot be made until seven days 
have elapsedfl. The deadline would have 
been passed. 

Opponents of accepting the enabling act 
have maintained that the accompanying 
proposed ordinance for the city is 
discriminatory and probably un¬ 
constitutional. 

The ordinance would set up an elaborate 
procedure for conversion of apartments 
for which the Board had granted per¬ 
missive use (a special permit) at the time 
of construction. 

Other apartment houses would not fall 
within provisions of the ordinance. 

The number of apartments that would be 
affected has been estimated at around 700. 

Proponents claim that the control power 
is not excessive, and that tenants need the 
protection offered by the ordinance, 
despite the fact that the three buildings at 
which the legislation was directed have 
escaped the intent of the ordinance.

The School Committee was boggled by 
its own paper shuffling procedures 
Monday night and was not able to 
recommend or approve a capital outlay 
budget for the next fiscal year.

justified in January. 

School Committeeman Gerard F. Byrne 
is the School Committee’s member on the 
School Buildings Advisory (SBAC), which 
was set up two years ago to review needs 
and set priorities for school buildings. 

Ml SBAC has been reviewing the nine- 
school study and the c;»p!ta! Improvement 

needed for these schools. 

Director of Support Services John E. 
Gilleland said after the meeting that he 
told SBAC in July that the entire list of 
school building improvement* was 
complete, and he sent it to the Building 
Department to make cost estimates on 
each of the requests.

currently taught at the F.A. Day Junior 
High School by John Hildebidle, social 
studies teacher and eighth grade football 
coach. 

Hildebidle, who enjoys doing needlepoint 
him. self, has created a needlepoint craze 
in the school and the bhobby has reached 


Elderly housing 
down 14 units 


Because of a heavy amoundt of ledge, 
which is costly to excavate, the Newton 
Housing Authority has voted to reduce by 
14 the number of units for the elderly on 
the Thurston Road site. Originally the plan 
called for building 50 uniis for the elderly 
and four family d6wellings. Now the 
authority intends to build 36 elderly units. 

According to Michael Miller, architect 
for Architect’s Collbaborative, Cam¬ 
bridge, who presented the newly revised 
plans to the authority, the problems on the 
land are such it would be "a diabolical site 
if choeen for an architect’s exam.” 

Not only is the land plagued with rock, 
but it also slopes, a situation which needs 
special consideration because of the 
elderly. Dave Sheffield, another arOchitect 
said "we know we can design an attractive 
project, but we must also make sure it 
works for the elderly.” 

Although the architects have been 
before the housing authority innumerable 
times their fee is paid on a "total fee” 
ba sis. HowVever, Sheffield commented 
"we have opened the door to talk with the 


state to consider an additional fee.” 

The new plans call for builRdilng the c 
around the mommunity center to 
maximize the use of the building. The 
architects said they discovered that in 
other developments, the center was 
remote and thus unused. In this project, it 
is in the center of activity. 

Because apartments will be over the 
community center, the building will be 
larger than originally proposed. It 
designed has been into the existing rock. 
The utnits will be build on the flattest 
portion of the land which will hopefully 
reduce their per unit cost.

"epidemic proportions.” 

Needlepoint fit into the social studies 
program by teaching the kids crafts to 
give them a sense of the hand work now a 
lost art and alien to today’s students.

They are asked to make decisions and face 
"problems” which faced people living 
during that time. 

How about the reaction of seeing a man 
doing needlepoint? Well, Hildebidle 
remarks that Rosie Grier was asked "how 
many times people asked him if he were 
queer.” Grier, who towers over most of the 
population in the world and was defensive 
lineman for the Los Angeles ams, 
replied...’’they only ask me once.” 

Hildebidle said although "fag jokes are 
popular with students in junior high,” he 
has been the butt of almost none. He found 
that the boys who have taken up W the 
hobby, and there have been many, enjoy 
the needlepoint. He . said "the sex role 
think never came up.” 

However, Hildebidle expected two 
reactions from parents...”wbat are you 
doing to my son,” or”what are you doing to 
social studdies!” Neither reaction oc¬ 
curred. Instead, parents were delighted 
their children were coming home en¬ 
thusiastic about social studies. 

Hildebidle also found it interesting that 
needlepoint calls for a variety of skills 
most of which, he says, are notably absent 
in eighth graders. Yet students exhibited 
great patience and were willing to take out 
incorrect stitches innumerable times and 
be gin their projects over and over to get. 
them done right.

And the association found 
itself approximately $400 short 
of funds. They estimate 
heating costs at $300 a month 
for January, February, and 
March.

Two employees hired with 
federal funds claim they have 
been discriminated against by 
the School Department in 
methods of hiring and 
payment. 

Sylvia Rosario and Leslie 
Christian, hired under Title 7 of 
the Emergency School Aid Act 
(ESAA), reported to a Health, 
Education and Welfare in¬ 
spector that the personal 
service contracts they signed 
disqualify them from 
becoming eligible for tenure. 

The complaint will be filed 
against the city with the 
federal Office of Civil Rights 
automatically in about two 
months through HEW . 

Both women also complained 
that they did not receive their 
paychecks for the first two 
weeks in October or any of 
November until the first week 
of December. 

Ms. Christian works full time 
and Ms. Rosario works part 
time to plan and supervise a 
human relations program with 
black and white students in 
schools with Me too students. 

Harry Vienneau, director of 
accounting for the School 
Committee, said he received 
HEW funds for the three 
months Monday, Dec. 2’ and he 
sent the check immediately to 
city comptroller Lawrence 
Marino so the womencould be 
paid. 

Regarding the contracts, 
school personnel director 
James Laurits said there are 
psychiatrists and consultants 
hired by the School Committee 
under personal service con¬ 
tracts. 

Laurits said said the school 
department uses personal 
Wervice contracts when s 
someone is hired and will 
receive more than $1000 in a 
year. 

He said the School Com¬ 
mittee decided to hire the two 
women with the special con¬ 
tracts because the ESAA funds 
are only for one year. 

Part-time psychiatrists for 
the school department are paid 
under personal service con¬ 
tracts because they do not want 
to pay for the retirement and 
other benifits of other teachers, 
Laurits said. 

Ms. Rosario worked in the 
same program for Newton last 
year, but was paid by the 
Lincoln School Department 
which served as a base for 
ESAA programs. 

She feels that since this is her 
second year working in 
Newton, she should be con¬ 
sidered a regular employee 
and receive the same benefits 
as anyone working for the 
school department. 

According to Ms. Rosario, 
Jeanette Sisco was hired this 
year for the Metoo program 
and also was on a personal 
service contract, but resigned 
Oct. 1 because she had not been 
paid on time. 

Ms. Roario said she and her 
co-worker were paid Nov. 10 
for working the last two weeks 


of October, and paid Nov. 23 for 
Sept 9-23. Ms. histian was also 
paid Nov. 5 for working the last 
two weeks In August. 

For the women to get paid 
under these contracts, they 
must submit vouchers to their 
supervisor Mrs. Katherl.ie 
Jones, who must then send 
them to school department 
budget director Harry Vien¬ 
neau. 


the original contract they were 
first offered by the School 
Committee on Sept. 30 because 
it allowed them to be “ter¬ 
minated for any reason at any 
time,” according to Ms. 
Rosrio. 

The contract was revised to 
spell out the reasons for ter¬ 
mination, and received by the 
comptroller Oct. 22. 

Marino said there had to be 



When he approves them, he 
sends them to Marino who 
certifies payment if there are 
funds in the ESAA account. 
After his approval, checks 
have to made out by the 
treasurer. 

The delay in payment seems 
to stem from four areas. 

First, the women protested 


contracts before he would 
authorize payments over $1000. 

But previously there was no 
money in the account for them 
to be paid. 

Ms. Rosario completed the 
HEW forms for quarterly 
payments and hand delivers 
them to the JFK Federal 
Building e on the due date Oct

Louis Slminonl, program 
officer at the education 
department, received the 
request then and admitted they 
sat on his desk for about 10 
days while he was on vacation. 

Siminoni said there is usually 
a 15 to 20 day delay before the 
city gets the check. 

Because of this unusual 
problem, Siminoni responded 
to a request by Rosario and 
sent a letter to School 
Superintendent Aaron Fink 
requesting advance payment. 

Siminoni told Fink that the 
money was already budgeted 
by HEW, and that the city 
could be assured of payment as 
soon as the check was 
processed. 

Despite the assurance of 
payment, comptroller Marino 
refuse8 to pay anyone in ad¬ 
vance of receiving federal 
funds because of his past ex¬ 
perience with funds suddenly 
being cut off. 

Although he could not cite 
any past examples, he said he 
had just received notice that 
federal revenue sharin! funds 
may be discontinued next year. 

In one other comment, 
Siminoni said other workers 
often request more funds than 
needed for each quarter in 
anticipation of the delay in 
processing and late receiving 
of the check by the dty. 

Federal Project Coordinator 
Joseph M. Utka supervises 
HEW funds for Title one of the 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act of 1965, and said 
he has learned to apply for 
quarterly federal payments 
one month in advance of the 
fiscal period to allow for the 
delay in processing.

Deceptive auto repair 
practices are the target of 
legislation sponsored by State 
Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton). Mofenson’s bill 
requires auto repair shops to 
provide an itemized estimate 
of repair costs in advance of 
performing any work over $50 
to any customer who requests 
it. Mofenson’s legislation also 
prohibits the submission cf a 
final auto repair bill that ex¬ 
ceeds the estimate by more 
than 10 percent, except with 
the customer’s consent. 

Rep. Mofenson said, ‘‘There 
seems to be no end to the rising 
cost of automobile main¬ 
tenance and repair, and the

unscrupulous practices of 
some repair shops makes a bad 
situation intolerable.” 

‘‘Today the consumer is a 
captive of any dishonest 
mechanic,” Mofenson said. 
“Once a car’s motor is 
disassembled and the trouble 
located, there is usually little; 
if any, opportunity to shop 
around.” 

"It is in the interest of both 
consumers and the vast 
majority of repair shops that 
are run honestly and com¬ 
petently to weed out the 
establishments that engage in 
crooked and unprofessional 
practices,” Rep. Mofenson 
said. 

The bill is part of Mofenson’s 
1975 consumer protection 
package, which includes bills 
to limit the cancellation of 
homeowner’s insurance and to 
require publication of unsafe 
consumer products.

Agreements between Newton 
and Waltham have reached the 
point of fruition, and if 
Newton’s aldermanic Public 
Works Committee ac 8 ts 
favorably tonight (Thursday) 
there will be a joint solution to 
the problem of disposal of the 
two cities’ solid waste for the 
next five years at least. 

Material was presented to 
the Board last week by Mayor 
Theodore Mann for its action 
tonight. 

In the package are a request 
for $ 100,000 for the cost of solid 
waste transfer-haul, the 
revised ordinances required to 
implement the agreement, and 
copies of the agreement betr 
ween Newton and Waltham 
and between Newton and SCA 
> Services, the disposal con- 
1 tractor. 

Newton and Waltham have 
• \ been working together for 

h< more than two years to try to 


develop a two-city region for 
refuse disposal. 

Waltham’s incinerator has 
been closed since June, and 
Newton’s was due to be shut 
down at the end of this year 
because neither can meet 
federal and state air-quality 
standards. 

SCA will construct transfer- 
haul facilities at the Newton 
incinerator building. The 
rubbish will be compacted 
there and loaded into large 
trailers for removal from the 
city for disposal at SCA-owned 
landfill sites. 

SCA’s contract is for five 
years and is extendable. 

Because of the delay in 
arriving at a disposal alter¬ 
native, the Newton incinerator 
has just this month been given 
an extension by the state until 
May 31, 1975, by the state 
Department of Public Health. 

The contractor, SCA, has 
extended its bid price until 
Dec. 20, so the Newton city 
administration needs the 


speedy approval of the $ 100,000 
to cover costs of transfer-haul 
for next May and June so that it 
may sign the contract with SCA 
at the original cost 

The transfer-haul station 
must be completed and in 
operation no later than June 30, 
1975, under terms of the con¬ 
tract between Newton and 
SCA. 

Newton will be acting as the 
contractor to Waltham, and as 
such will have to en 8 ter into an 
agreement with that city. 

The Newton-Waltham 
contract has not been signed 
but has been reviewed by 
Waltham city officials. 

Edward Delaney, Waltham’s 
director of public works, said 
this week that he has several 
questions about the terms of 
Newton-Waltham agreement, 
such as ambiguities in 
language calling for 50 percent 
reimbursement to Newton of 
the cost of some street 
maintenance and the

Winning may be 
losing for NCDF

The Zoning Board of Appeals 
denied an appeal granted by 
the building contending that 
foundation permits’, depart¬ 
ment to the Newton Com¬ 
munity Development Foun¬ 
dation, were in violation since 
the land was allegedly in a 
flood plain and therefore 
should have been subject to an 
aldermanic hearing for a 
permissive use permit The 
appeal was brought against 
NCDF by Lewis Manfredi, 
whose attorney is Robert 
Cohen. NCDF wants to build 50 
attached townhouses on 
Hamlet Street for ‘ low- 
moderate income rentWal. 

The appeal was denied when 
Harold Meizler, an attorney 
pointed out “the presumption 
of regularity of duties” saying 
that the aldermen, the city 
planner and the engineer had 
considered all aspects of 
developing the Hamlet Street 
site. Not one of them had ever 
raised the issues Cohen did. 
Meizeler said there “was not 
sufficient evidence to say the 
property was in a flood plain. 
This would have to be proven 
by determining whether or not 
the headwaters of Thomp- 
sonvil61e Brook were on the 
site. 

The evidence presented by 
Cohen were mops and 
atlasatlases, many of which 
differed as to where the 
headwaters are. Casper 
Ferguson summarized by 
saying that “Cohen had made 
an excellent presentation of a 
very weak case.” 


Not only did NCDF win that 
round with the Board of 
Apeals, but they also won a 
case before the Department of 
Community Affairs which was 
heard in Newton three weeks 
ago. The DCA’s decision 
granted NCDF limited part¬ 
nership consideration which 
will allow the developer to 
negotiate a fixed tax rate with 
the city, one which will last S 
for 40 years and not be subject 
to the changes in govem 6 ment 
more ) 

However, these decisions do 
not end the trials and 
tribulations for NCDF. Its 
opponent, Robert Cohen, in¬ 
tends to tie it up in litigation for 
a sufficient amount of time 
hoping it will not be able to 
build the proposed attached 
townhouses. He will decide on 
which court to appeal the k 
case when he determines 
“which one will take the 
longest time.” 

During litigation, it is 
doubtful that the developer will 
get money for construction 
because of the element of risk. 

Marc Slotnick, on the NCDF 
board of directors, said “we 
are preparked to slug this out.” 
In the hearing held before the 
appeals board last week, one of 
NCDF’s attorney’s Melvin 
Newman, the motives for 
appealing this case were 
suspect and said “NCDF has 
brought out the racial big 08 try 
existing in Newton...NCDF will 
survive...we will fight our 
battles in court.” 


The 16 member Citizens 
Advisory Committee on 
Declining Enrollment will try 
to vote on a consensus 
definition on closing criteria of 
elementary schools tonight 
(Thursday), at 8 p.m. in City 
Hall. 

At the meeting last Thursday 
the committee reviewed four 
proposals submitted by 
members Joyce Picard, 
Rochelle Alexander, Marc 
Rector, and Ron Nuttall. 

Mrs. Picard, who was 
elected to the committee from 
by the Newton Citizens for 
Education, presented a 
breakdown of classroom sizes 
in the 23 elementary schools, 
from which she concluded that 
underpopulated schools do not 
have a lower average of pupils 
per homeroom classroom. 
Newton, Dec. 19, take 2 
clsosing criterai, willliams . 

Therefore, she said, no one 
can claim that lower populated 
schools have better 
educational opportunities 
merely because of fewer 2 
pupils in a classroom. 

When considering closing, 


Mrs. Picard urged that 
distribution schools’ of a 
schools population not infringe 
on the 15 per cent extra 
classroom space allowed for 
each school under the defintion 
of excess space as defined 
earlier by the committee. 

Mrs. Picard’s proposed that 
to close a school there must be 
a demonstrated savings based 
on the consideration of ad¬ 
ditional police costs, and 
busing to other schools, 
savings in reduced overall 
staff, and phasing out of high 
maintenance and substandard 
schools. 

Marc Rector’s proposal 
called for closing one school in 
the city when the total number 
of non-homeroom classrooms 
exceeds 25 per cent, or 10 per 
cent above the standard of 
excess. 

Rector said this number was 
chosen because it was easy to 
work withand , 10 per cent of 
the city’selementary 
classrooms is 41, a number 
greater than the number of 
classrooms in any one school.

municipal “and other” 
vehicles use prescribed routes 
in Newton. 

Although the net result of the 
collaboration between Newton 
and Waltham is not exactly a 
regional district for refuse 
disposal, there are benefits to 
both cities. 

Not only is the cost per ton of 
rubbish lower for each city 
than either could have obtained 
disposing of its own rubbish 
individually, but also the 
district committee with its 
executive director, Philip 
Fattison 8 has made significant 
progress toward interesting 
neighboring cities and towns in 
a regional resource recovery 
plant. 

On the state level, the 
Bureau of Solid Waste 
Management is looking toward 
such regions as the statewide 
answer to the ever-increasing 
problem of disposal of solid 
waste. The state has en¬ 
couraged the district com¬ 
mittee to continue its existence 
to pursue the .goal of 
establishing a group of com¬ 
munities willing to join in a 
resource recovery plant. 

For the five or more years of 
the duration of the Newton-SCA 
contract, the cost per ton will 
be $12.83 at the current volume 
of tonnage for the two cities 
combined. 

The total annual tonnage is 
roughly 125,000 tons, with 
Newton generating 70,000 and 


Waltham 55,000 tons. 

Newton’s cost would then be 
about $900,000 per year 8 for use 
of the transfer-haul station. 
Newton would still make its 
own collection of rubbish, but 
would be free of the cost of 
operating the incinerator and 
landfill. 

In a 1972 study made by the 
consulting firm of Arthur D. 
Little, the cost of incineration 
was estimated at $/93,348, 
including operation of the 
adjacent landfill site. 

The revised ordinances 
made necessary by the change 
to transfer-haul are all 
relatively minor and have to do 
with Street Department 
regulations on permits and the 
like. 

The ordinances and the 
agreement with Waltham can 
be worked on at a later date, up 
to a point, but the ap¬ 
propriation for payment of SCA 
until the end of the fiscal year 
and the SCA contract must be 
acted on very quickly. 

There are still some aider- 
men in Newton who say they 
want the incinerator upgraded 
and put back into use. 

But the A. D. Little report 
and a report from the district 
committee’s consultant, Camp 
Dresser & McKee, both ad¬ 
vised against spending the $5-7 
million required for bringing 
the incinerator up to a level 
that would meet present and 
future air-quality standards. 


At a presentation of the 
Newton-Waltham proposed 
joint venture early this fall, 
neighbors of the incinerator 
were happy to see the in¬ 
cinerator scheduled for 
closing. For years residents 
have complained about the 
inefficient burning, resulting in 
smoke and fly ash. 

Then they expressed ap¬ 
prehension about the increased 
truck traffic through the 
neighborhood but were assured 
that the traffic would not 
present an uncontrollable 
problem. 

The news, a short while 
afterward, that Newton was 
considering the inclusion of 
Belmont and possibly other 
communities in the Newton- 
Waltham agreement for use of 
the transfer-haul station 
caused concern among 
residents of northern Newton 
and southern Waltham, until 
Mayor Mann said the plan was 
“on the back burner” for the 
time being. 

No more has been heard 
about other communities, but 
the proposed agreement 
between Newton and Waltham 
says that Waltham shall have 
“the privilege of notification 
and discussion” with Newton if 
participation “by other 
governmental units in the said 
transfer haul station on the 
same or similar basis as 
Waltham be contemplated by 
Newton.”

It takes all of us to make a merry 
Christmas.

Sarge Gets Vacation, 
Dukakis Wins Problems 

At noon on Thursday, Jan. 2, will occur the ceremonial 
changing of the high political guard at the State House on 
the crest of Boston’s Beacon Hill. 

As the cannon boom their, salute on nearby Boston 
Common, the new incoming Governor will assume the oath 
of office in an inaugural program in the high-ceilinged 
chamber of the House of Representatives. 

At about the same time, the outgoing Governor, 
defeated Nov. 5 for reelection to another term in office, will 
walk down the high State House steps in an exercise born of 
long and mellowed tradition. 

Spectators watching one Governor come in and another 
leave will not know which noe to feel sorrier for - Michael 
Dukakis, the winner, or Francis Sargent, the loser. 

Mike Dukakis will take over the awesome power, the 
tremendous responsibility and the difficult problems of the 
Government with high motives, great hopes and a seeming 
lack of understanding of the enormity of the job he is 
assuming. 

In his successful gubernatorial campaign, Dukakis 
made the flat promise that no new taxes would be enacted 
in Massachusetts next year if he were eiocted Governor. 

At this point it seems highly improbable he will be able 
to keep that pledge. In all fairness, Dukakis didn’t know 
then that he would face a whopping state deficit for the 
fiscal year ending next June 30 and, in truth, nobody knows 
now exactly how big that deficit will be. Dukakis will be 
Governor for six months of that fiscal year. 

Dukakis, incidentally, did not need to voice his no-tax- 
increase pledge in order to win election to the Gover- 
norship. So strong was the Democratic tide which was 
rolling that he probably would have had a more difficult 
time losing than he did winning. 

What is surprising many seasoned Beacon Hill ob¬ 
servers is the “Alice in Wonderland” attitude Dukakis 
seems to be adopting in duscussing the things he will do and 
the way he will conduct himself as Governor for the next 
four years. 

He will ride on the MBTA when travelling between the 
State House and his Brookline home. That seems a little 
unrealistic to those who know how a Governor is badgered 
by job-hunters and favor-seekers. He will have no big sleek 
limousine. 

Dukakis will not be guarded by State Troopers either on 
the highway, in his office or on the MBTA. Apparently he 
does not presently intend to make any personal use of the 
troopers who have been a traditional part of a Governor's 
retinue in the past. 

The incoming Governor plans to abolish the patronage 
bureau in the Governor’s office and evidently intends to 
discontinue the use of patronage as a means of getting 
things done in the Legislature and elsewhere. 

He intends to reduce the number of aides in the 
Governor’s office and request those he does appoint to 
accept smaller salaries than are being paid to their coun¬ 
terparts in the Sargent administration. 

Despite his smaller staff and the rigid austeity program 
he has in mind, Dukakis is convinced he will be able to give 
the people of Massachusetts the best state administration 
they have ever had. 

That is a noble objective, indeed. We hope Governor- 
elect Dukakis will achieve it and that he will be able to 
surpass the accomplishments of such Governors as 
Christian A. Herter and Paul A. Dever. 

But he will assume office at a difficult time - in a period 
of inflation and unemployment, during a recession which 
seems to be getting worse rather than better. Dukakis 
criticized Governor Sargent for not doing more to improve 
the state’s economy, and the people will be looking to him to 
bring new business and industry into the Commonwealth 
and create new jobs • to do the things he blasted Sargent for 
not doing. 

Don’t feel too sorry for Francis Sargent. His public 
career probably will be behind him when he walks down the 
State House stairs on the second day of 1975. He may well 
prove to be the last Republican ever to serve as Governor of 
Massachusetts. 

He has been Governor for six years, and while he is 
naturally disappointed that the voters of Massachusetts 
refused to retain him in office, he is facing a much more 
comfortable life than the average Massachusetts citizen. 

Sarge has no financial worries. After a vacation, he 
presumably will sort through the job offers he has received, 
including one to serve in the Ford administration and others 
to lecture at leading institutions of higher education. 

He would be an outstanding choice to serve as 
Republican State Chairman and spokesman for the Bay 
State GOP. But the selection for that post will be made by 
Senator Edward W. Brooke, and he is more likely to pick 
someone such as former State Represenatative Mary 
Newman of Cambridge than Governor Sargent or 
lieutenant Governor Donald Dwight. 


A committee will screen all the applications for the 
position of Republican State Chairman and then recom¬ 
mend someone to succeed William Barnstead as chairman 
of the Republican State Committee. 

Brooke named the committee so it is highly improbable 
it will pick either Barnstead or anyone not acceptable to 
Brooke. Barnstead embarrassed Governor Sargent at the 
height of Sarge’s losing fight with Dukakis. 

Democrats Held Wake, 
Not Real Convention 

Whatever it was the Democratic Party held in Kansas 
City, it wasn't really a political convention, not even a Mini- 
Convention as the columnists and commentators have been 
calling it. Nobody was nominated for ant-H anything, and 
that’s all that really matters at political conventions. 

Democratic leaders came back from the conference, 
reunion or whatever it was, talking about how the party’s 
wounds were bound, how the Democrats united and made 
ready for the 1976 Presidential election and about the great 
accomplishments which were made. 

If anything worthwhile was accomplished in the Old 
Kansas City Municipal Auditorium, bedecked as it was with 
red, white and blue bunting, we actually don’t know what it 
was 

Senator Henry M (Scoop) Jackson of the State of 
Washington and Senator Lloyd Bentsen, Jr., of Texas 
somehow managed to lose a little ground in their bids for 
the 1976 Presidential nomination, difficutl as that many 
have been at a political wake at which nothing of con¬ 
sequence happened. 

Jackson obviously has made the mistake of placing 
himself out front as a Presidential candidate thus making 
himself the target for the barbs and broadsides of the 
political sharp-shooters. 

He obviously started too soon, has been running too long 
and is likely to be a casualty on the political scrap heap long 
before the first-in-the-nation Presidential Primary is held 
in New Hampshire a year from next March. 

The opinion of this observer is that Senator Bentsen didn’t 
lose much ground because he didn’t have much to lose. 

The gathering of the Democratic party faithful in Kansas 
City proved two things to this onlooker. 

1. The Democratic party docs not have an outstanding 
candidate for President. 'Pie stage is set for a darkhorse 
contender who can capture the imagination of the voters if 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy holds to his present intention 
of standing for reelection in 1976. 

All the familiar faces were in attendance in Kansas City, 
but the likelihood that a George McGovern or a Hubert 
Humphrey or even an Edmund Muskie will be nominated in 
’76 is pretty remote. There was no candidate who fired up 
the delegates as John F. Kennedy did in 1060. 

2. The liberals still control the Democratic p^rty, not the 
moderates or old-line leaders. The influence of the labor 
bosses has waned. That’s why Senator Jackson has little 

• chance of winning the Presidential nomination in 1976 
unless he is able to run so strongly in the Presidential 
Primaries that be shows the people want him. 

Some of the Presidential hopefuls in Kansas City con¬ 
ducted themselves in such low-key fashion that it wasn’t 
possible to pick up their vibrations. 

As political assemblies go, this was an unusually dull one. 
Former Governor Terry Sandford of North Carolina, who 
himself would like to be the next Democratic nominee for 
President, provided one of the few touches of humor as the 
delegates were yawning their way through the early 
amendments to the Democratic Party Charter they finally 
adopted. 

Sanford, presiding over the tedious proceedings, ap¬ 
parently was striving for some way to inject a little life into 
them. “The chair recognizes John Connally,” Sanford in¬ 
toned and then paused as a huge groan swelled from the 
floor at the memory of the former Texas Governor who quit 
the Democratic party in 1972. 

“Of New York,” added Sanford, and the delegates or 
mourners or pall-bearers, as you wish to describe them, 
howled in laughter. It really wasn’t all that great a joke, but 
at least it was a departure from the monotony. 

Notes from the backs of envelopes! 

Members of the Massachusetts delegation in Congress 
report that the word on Capitol Hill is that Congressman 
Wilbur Mills, who stepped down from his post as chairman 
of the House Ways and Means Committee, has an extremely 
serious physical ailment. 

Congressman James A. Burke now becomes the No. 2 
man on the committee. 

The Wall Street Journal reports that former New York 
City Mayor John Lindsay probably will oppose con¬ 


servative Republican U.S. Senator James Buckley in the 
1976 election-if Lindsay, a former Republican, can win the 
Democratic nomination. Senator Buckley is a brother of 
columnist William F. Buckley, Jr. 

Some Massachusetts Democratic leaders, who attended 
the so-called Mini-Convention in Kansas City, believe that 
Senator Birch Bayh of Indiana may be a potent darkhorse 
contender for the Democratic nomination for the President 
in ’76. 

Despatches from California report that retiring Governor 
Ronald Reagon plans to keep his name before the publieby 
syndicating a radio commentary and that more than 125 
radio stations already have signed up for it. From where we 
sit it isn’t clear exactly why Reagan wants to keep himself 
in the news. The Republican party unquestionably will be 
obliged to sink or swim with President Gerald Ford in the 
1976 election. At this point the guessing is it will sink. 

Sarge Was Not Candid 
About State's Deficit 

It seems that Governor Francis W. Sargent was not 
completely candid with us in the gubernatorial campaign 
last October. 

Either that, or Mr. Sargent was inexcusably out of 
touch with the amount of money his administration has 
been spending since last July 1. 

When Michael S. Dukakis talked about the financial 
deficit on which the Sargent administration was operating, 
Sarge would put on the hurt look of a man doing the very 
best he could and being unjustly accused. 

We’re not saying that Sarge deliberately misled us, but 
he certainly did a pretty good job of confusing the situation. 

Even Michael Dukakis, who at times seemed to be 
attacking the Sargent administration unfairly, didn’t paint 
the state’s financial picture as bleak and grim as it really is. 

So bad is the financial mess Dukakis is inheriting from 
Sargent that it will be actually impossible for Dukakis to 
keep all his campaign promises. 

He pledged in the campaign that he would not raise 
state taxes and that as Governor he would adopt a no-hire, 
no-fire policy. 

Even though Dukakis intends to abolish one state 
department entirely, reorganize several state boards and 
agencies, reduce the number of gubernatorial aides and the 
size of the staffs of assistants serving under his Cabinet 
members, and do without the big, shiny limousine in which 
Governors traditionally ride around the state, the incoming 
Governor eventually will probably be obliged to choose 
between higher taxes and large-scale firings. 

The economics Dukakis has in mind, the pruning and 
paring, the elimination of duplicating and overlapping 
functions, the dropping of consultants, will not add up to 
$300 Million a year, and that is the estimated deficit 
Dukakis will inherit from Sargent. 

The guessing here is that Dukakis eventually will come 
to the hard realization that he has no alternative but to raise 
state taxes, an action he obviously is desperately anxious to 
avoid. 

A Democratic Governor can only fire so many state 
employees and still survive politically. 

Dukakis will be able to trim down a board here and a 
commission there, but he will run into difficult problems 
when and if he tries to avoid higher taxes by wholesale 
firings of state employees. 

Civil service protection and the muscle wielded by 
unions of state workers make large-scale layoffs of state 
employees highly improbable. 

It also would hardly be the politically expedient thing to 
do during a recession. Dukakis criticized Sargent during 
the recent campaign for the high unemployment rate in 
Massachusetts. 

Now the incoming Governor must find means of forcing 
that rate down, not sending it higher. Members of the 
Legislature also could hardly stand still for any wide-scale 
out-of-the-ordinary dismissals. 

Representative John Buckley of Abington, who is to be 
the No. 2 man and “Deputy Governor” in the Dukakis 
administration, has indicated that if Dukakis does find it 
necessary to increase state taxes, he will raise the state 
income taxes. 

That prompted one political columnist to omment that 
Dukakis would be going against public opinion as expressed 
in the polling places if he boosted income taxes rather than 
hiking the sales tax. 

He pointed out that the people have voted strongly 
against a graduated state Income tax whenever that issue 
has been submitted to them but that they favored the sales 
tax concept when it was placed on the ballot for their ap¬ 
proval or rejection.

Boston Edison comments on rates 


To the Editor: 

There has been a great deal 
of public discussion recently 
about the cost of electricity. 
Our concern no less than 
others. We have an obligation 
to serve two million people 
reliably at the lowest 
reasonable cost. We are 
dedicated to fulfilling this 
responsibility. 

First, however, let me put 
things in perspective by 
pointouting out that from 1959 
until 1973, Boston Edison did 
not once increase its retail 
rates. On the contrary we 
reduced rates twice. For the 
year 1973, the average unit cost 
(including fuel) per kilowatt 
hour for residential customers 
was 5 per cent lower than 10 
years ago (1963). This did not 
happen by accident. Elec¬ 
tricity has been the shinning 
exception during an era of 
constantly escalating prices. 
Even so, we cannot work 
miracles and that is what 
would be needed to prevent a 
rise in the cost of electricity in 
the face of the present in¬ 
flation. 

Bad as is the price squeeze 
on all fronts, the real culprit is 
the price of oil This situation is 
inflationary and damaging to 
the standard of living of people 
in this area. In just four years 
- 1970 to 1974 - Boston 
Edison’s oil bill leaped from 
$25 million to $190 million. 

We haven’t taken this lying 
down. We beat a path to 
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Washington to put our case 
before the Federal Energy 
Administration. Last winter, in 
the darkest days of the Arab oil 
embargo, Boston Edison 
refused point blank to let the 
FEA force on us a cargo of 
outrageously overpriced oil. 
We led the fight in other ways 
— petitioning the FEA for 
hearings on what we consider 
their unfair treatment of the 
New England people, urging 
our Congressmen to use their 
influence. We have challenged 
the price we are being charged 
by our suppliers. 

The energy picture Is ex¬ 
tremely complex but stated in 
its simplest terms, it is an 
economic war being waged 
against the United States by 
the OPEC nations. Un¬ 
fortunately, the people of the 
Northeast are a kind of lost 
battalion our government 
seems ready to sacrifice to the 
benefit of other regions. 

Until last week, the Federal 
Energy Administration has 
been unresponsive. I am please 
that they have now proposed a 
system of entitlements which 
will save Edison customers $12 


communities. It’s our Job to 
serve these places In good 
times and bad. 

One small example 
illustrates our plight. In three 
months — from May to August 
— the price of solder for cable 
splicing went up 57 per cent — 
from $1.17 a pound to $1.94. And 
we use 45 tons of it a year. That 
one increase added over $60,000 
f6r something that goes un¬ 
derground — that nobody sees. 

More than 70 per cent of our 
costs are built-in and are in¬ 
creasing — interest on 
borrowed money used for plant 
construction, employee wages 
and benefits, local property 
taxes in 40 communities, in¬ 
surance, telephone, postage — 
that kind of thing. 

Our operating expenses went 
up 44 per cent just last year — 
the biggest jump in,memory. 
In 10 years our expenses have 
more than doubled. In the last 
year the price of our product 
has risen but most of that in¬ 
crease was for fuel — 
something we have little 
control over. 

Where we can control costs 
we have done so. As one 


million annually in reduced example we have 200 fewer 
fuel adjustment charges. This employees today than we had 
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is a breakthrough but it is only 
the beginning. To provide 
equity for New England this 
relief should be at least three to 
five times greater. 

The biggest item in the cost 
of electricity is oil. In our long 
struggle to bring down the cost 
of oil, we might have fared 
better if groups who are 
complaining about electric 
bills had pitched in and sup¬ 
ported us. But not one of these 
groups lifted its voice or lent us 
a hand in this battle. Neither 
did they exhibit concern over 
the unnecessary shutdown of 
Pilgrim Station which cost our 
customers $9 million a month 
in fuel replacement costs. We 
would still welcome their help 
because we have no intention of 
giving up our fight to equalize 
fuel prices. 

It must be bom in mind that 
Boston Edison is not like other 
businesses. When their costs go 
up, they simply raise prices. 
Not Edison. We must prove our 
need before the Department of 
Public Utilities. We must 
prepare elaborate exhibits, 
endless testimony, plead our 
case — then wait as long as a 
year for a decision which may 
be based on facts a year or two 
years old. 

Meanwhile, our expenses go 
on. It costs $41,355 an hour to 
keep Boston Edison going — 
that’s $41,355 every hour, day 
and night, Saturdays, Sundays, 
and holidays’ winter and 
summer. To put it another 
way, it costs $11 every time the 
clock ticks off one second. 

When business gets bad, we 
can’t shut down the way GM, 
Ford, or Chrysler can. We 
can’t “close the store” and 
move to another location. 

We have to “stay put” in a 
specific territory — in our 
case, Boston and 39 other 


10 years ago’ and yet our 
output of electricity has 
doubled in that time and we 
have added and now man 
around the dock one large 
nuclear plant and two large 
fossil units. Furthermore, we 
now have eliminated outside 
contractor work, unfortunately 
cutting off employment to 
about 400 more workers. 

In the period 1974 to 1979, we 


have cut back our construction 
budget by $437 million — or 
better than one-third. This 
means a loss of thousands of 
jobs in related industries. That 
hurts everybody — the already 
hard-hit building trades, the 
teamsters, electrical con¬ 
tractors, architects, engineers, 
yes, and the supermarket and 
corner gas station where these 
workers spend a good part of 
their earnings. 

We have tried to be candid 
about our financial situation 
and the need to improve ear¬ 
nings so that we can function as 
a healthy enterprise and 
provide the reliable service 
customers have a right to 
expect from their electric 
company. Our record for 
reliable service is one we are 
proud of and will strive to 
continue. 

We have now put our case 
before the DPU. They know our 
situation and how important it 
is that we earn a reasonable 
return on the money tens of 
thousands of everyday people 
have entrusted to us. Just as 
they entrust their hard-earned 
money to a savings bank. 

Otherwise, we may have to 
think about the “unthinkable” 
and find ourselves rationing 
electricity as has been done in 
other countries faced with 
similar circumstances. Then 
the brownout and the blackout 
may be the rule rather than the 
exception. I hope that this is a 
choice we won’t have to make.

when they enter Junior and senior high 
schools. The North side does not have 
declining enrollment in the schools.” 

"The housing would be controlled by 
outsiders,” Webber said. 

Anton Pruckner, chairman of the 
Newton Corner Citizens’ Committee, 
agreed with the proposal to rehabilitate 
housing, but pointed out that traffic is a 
major problem in his area. 

"Maximum funding should be used for 
rehabilitation of housing,” Pruckner said. 
"Otherwise, rehabilitation of the person 
and the family will take over, where 
rehabilitation of housing could have 
prevented the need for some of the social 
services.” 

Pruckner deplored the trend toward 
Institutional acquisition of large houses on 
large pieces of land, and the consequent 
loss of taxes. "Fair-play land acquisition 


by the city could open this land up for more 
general use,” he said. 

The need for a different sort of housing 
was brought up by representatives of 
Freeport, a temporary residence for 
teenagers and the Newton-Wellesley- 
Weston Council for Children. 

Thomas Holte of the N-W-W Council 
called his plea "a corollary” to Pruckncr's 
previous comments. "Buildings can’t do It 
alone,” Holte said, asking in addition to 
housing that the city improve the funding 
for counseling and day care for children. 

Improving the quality of life, one of the 
mandates of the law, was regarded by 
several speakers as being closely related 
to the preservation of open space. 

One speaker, Sally Barnett, represen¬ 
ting the Newton Conservators, reminded 
the Planning Board and the audience that 
Newton residents had ranked disap¬ 
pearance of open space as the second most 


important problem facing the city (taxes 
were first) in a Planning Department 
questionnaire a couple of years ago. 

Brian Yates, representing the Upper 
Falls Improvement Association, asked 
that the city continue to pay attention to 
code enforcement by making loans 
available for rehabilitation of houses. 

He termed the federal code enforcement 
program that ended two years ago a 
success in upgrading some of the property, 
and thinks more should be done, pointing 
out that the houses in Upper Falls for the 
most part are quite old. 

Attendance at this second hearing was 
considerably better than at the in¬ 
troductory session. Tuesday night’s 
meeting drew more than 75 people. 

Another hearing is scheduled for 
January, but no date has been set 

The hearings are required as part of the 
preparation of the application for funds.

collective bargaining, and pointed out that 
there had recently been discussion of 
cutting back on the budget. 

"If you give this much to labor,” 
Jackson said, "you can’t even hold the 
budget. This is the moment of truth for 
next year’s budget.” 

In other action at the comparatively 
short meeting, the Board set Jan. 9 as the 
date for a public hearing on the Newton 
South High School automotive center, 
approved the Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
plan for a 403-car parking garage and a 
medical office building on the hospital 
grounds, and granted Cramer Electronics 
an extension of time for construction at its 
property on Wells Avenue. 

The aldermen refused to suspend the 
rules to discuss the resubmission of a 


petition from Joseph McMullin, owner of a 
gasoline service station on Route 9, 
Newton Highlands. 

McMullin needs permissive use from the 
Board to continue operating the truck-and- 
trailer rental portion of his business, but 
would not comply with all conditions 
imposed by the Board in July when the 
permissive use was granted.

Edgar Brown in a mathematical world 


The blackboard In Edgar 
Brown’s office is clean when 
you visit him one afternoon in 
the Goldsmith Mafrematics 
Building at Brandeis 
University. 

An hour later it isn’t Now it’s 
a hash of mathematical 
graffiti: odd shapes, triangles 
and spheres, erasures, num¬ 
bers, and one neatly!printed 
algebraic formula pushed off to 
the side. 

Between the spoiled and the 
unspoiled, you wander into the 
world of mathematics. 
Timidly. It is a world once 
described by Bertrand Russell 


as filled with "supreme 
beauty....like that of sculp¬ 
ture.” 


Watch and listen to Edgar H 
Brown. Jr., and you sense that 
beauty. The excitement for

mathematics builds within this 
friendly 47-year-old scholar 
while he talks about Brandeis 


math students, “new math,” 
and what surely must be one of 
his all-time favorite subjects, 
algebraic topology. For good 
measure, he throws in a 
glimpse of his private life, too. 

Edgar Brown came to 
Brandeis in 1958. 

He has over a 16-year span 
logged one of the University’s 
most respected records as 
scholar and scientist. 

You get your mathematical 
feet wet quickly with Prof. 
Brown. But he admits that 
explaining his profession isn’t 
easy. 

“Obviously, it's hard to do 
this for someone who hasn’t 
studied math,” he says. “A 
particular problem might 
come when a mathematician 
gets married and his new wife 
wants to know all about what 
he’s doing. Well, it’s not easy to 
make her understand.” 

Does Mrs. Brown un¬ 
derstand? He pauses while a 
smile brightens his face. ‘Tm 
afraid not..not really. Oh, we 
went through a period when we 
talked about it, but as with 
most mathematicians, that 
didn’t last too long.” 

You ask him about “new 
math,” hoping it isn’t like 
asking Julia Child how to boil 
an egg. Not at all, he assures 
you. 

“But I’ve never been too 
enthusiastic about ‘new math’ 
and I think it’s peaking right 
now.” While his prediction 
may comfort those who help 
their children with homework, 
Brown isn’t promising a return 
to what you remember as a 
youngster. 

Today, more publicity is 
going to the critics of ‘‘new 
math,” he says. "There’s a 
feeling now to change it. To do 
less formal things, less ‘set’ 
theory, less algebra and do 
more geometry, more intuitive 
things.” 

And although “new math” 
remains widespread in 
American high schools, Brown 
suspects “the pendulum” is 
swinging the other way. 


•Tve talked with many 
people who are thinking about 
these changes, and I wouldn’t 
be surprised to see some fairly 
ckastic ones soon.” 

Whatever happens, we won’t 
get a “traditional” look again 
but rather a new emphasis, a 
different emphasis, he hints. 

If it has lost some of its 
virtue, “new math’’ was 
responsible for a certain 
vitality in American math 
classrooms. 

“Teachers were learning 
new things at the same time 
new techniques were 
developing. If some people 
were in a rut, and I’m not sure 
they were, it helped get them 
out.” In turn, this ushered a 
healthy enthusiasm into math 
classrooms all over the 
country, he says. 

Whatever its merits (or lack 
of them), “new math” may 
have taken a back seat to 
Sputnik for the kinds of math 
preparation students bring to 
Brandeis. 

“I believe the math training 
of students has steadily gone 
ip since then (1957). Part of the 
Sputnik-age thing was the 
special interest it brought to 
mathematics education in high 
schools, and the substantial 
revision that math curriculums 
inderwent” 

Because he arrived on the 
Brandeis campus in the wake 
of Sputnik, Edgar Brown 
watched that climb. “The 
preparation levels we see here 
have been pretty constant, 
too.” He suggests only one 
difficulty. 

“Many students have taken 
calculus in high school and it’s 
hard to give a freshman course 
in it here. Some know it quite 
well and others have only brief 
exposure.” The result of such a 
variation, he indicates, is that 
students are sometimes more 
confident than is warranted. 

“You’re giving the course, 
and students are moving along 
thinking they know the 
material. Suddenly we get to 
the middle of the year and we 
all discover there’s still 
something to learn about 
calculus. 

“But Brandeis gets good 
students and, on the whole, 
they’re well prepared for 
math.” He also finds un¬ 
dergraduates paying more 
attention to math, especially in 
the last three years and 
"mainly for professional 
reasons, I think.” 

"Undergraduates today 
seem more career-oriented 
and it’s reflected in the math 
department, too, mostly in 
freshman and sophomore math 
courses.” 

The overall growing interest 
in math since Sputnik was 
launched, however, may be 
taking a toll elsewhere. “The 
country is producing too many 
Fh.D.’s in mathematics,” he 


warns. Projections over a one- 
>ear period show a national 
production rate of “about 1200 
Ph.D.’s in math, with 
something like 800 jobs 
available. 

You don’t ask if the 
mathematics department is 
good. Since the American 
Council on Education counted 
the graduate program at 
Brandeis among the 10 best in 
the country, there’s no need to. 

“Perhaps the most unusual 
feature of our department is 
that we are young and we grew 
with a young university.” 
Many universities tried to 
strengthen their math 
departments 15 years ago, but 
Brown doesn’t think they were 
as successful as Brandeis. 
“Brandeis math started from 
scratch while other schools had 
to change well-established 
departments. This wasn’t easy 
for them, either,” he says. 

Brown was bom and raised 
in Chicago but he traveled only 
from Providence to his new job 
in Waltham. He had been an 
Office of Naval Research 
Fellow at Brown University for 
the year prior to his Brandeis 
appointment 

“In fact, I was in the Navy 
towards the end of World War 
II and I was first able to go to 
college under the GI Bill.” 

While Edgar Brown can’t 
pinpoint the moment he 
realized mathematics would be 
the center of his professional 
life, he says he was “good at 
math in high school.” 

“But then, I didn’t even know 
there was such a thing as a 
‘mathematician’ or that a 
person could be one.” He 
dscovered that fact in college 
when he began as a physics 
major at the University of 
Wisconsin in 1946. He switched 
to mathematicsW — quickly — 
when he found “lab work in 
physics was too hard.” 

After earning his bachelor’s 
degree, he attended 
Washington State University 
for his master’s and later his 
Ph.D. at MIT, awarded in 1954. 
All three degrees are in 
mathematics. 

From 1954 until 1957, he was 
an instructor in mathematics 
at Washington University and 
at the University of Chicago. 
Then came his journey to 
Brandeis with the side trip to 
Brown. 

Like many of his colleagues, 
Edgar Brown first came to the 
Boston area in search of more 
education. In his case, Ph.D. 
work at MIT. 

“For years though, we’ve 
considered ourselves 
Bostonians,” he explains. He 
and his wife Gail are parents of 
two children and since 1963, 
when they moved from 
Belmont, the Browns have 
made their home in Newton 
Highlands.

Nature's 
Ways I

December already has 
provided its first seabird 
spectacular as the northeast 
storm that launched the month 
drove landward several 
species that normally remain 
well out at sea. 

Judging from early reports 
along the Massachusetts 
C8oast, the storm undoubtedly 
provided spectacular displays 
all the way from Block Island 
to Eastport, Maine. 

The largest number of birds 
blown toward the coast was 
among the black-legged kit- 
tiwakes. Observers at 
Rockport saw 2000 to 3000 of the 
birds in one afternoon. Kit- 
tiwakes are small gulls which 
breed as far south as the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence and in winter 
drift down to the Grand Banks 
for milder weather and what|. 
subsidies they may gain from | 
fishing activities. Kittiwakes [ 
remain at sea through the | 
winter, drinking salt water and | 
sleeping on the ocean. 

The late E. H. Forbush was |i 
carried away by the rugged 6 
lives of these small gulls. He 
wrote: 

"Out on the heaving sea of [, 
the Grand Banks, where 
dripping bowsprits rise and }> 
fall; where plunging bows of j. 
fishing-craft throw off the r; 
foaming waves and dash aloft I 
sheets of blinding spray which, f 
tom by the wind, descend upon ! 
the icy planks in freezing r 
showers; where roaring, [ 
foaming crests overleap the & 
bulwarks and flood the rocking 
decks; there the kittiwake 
rides the wind.” 

Not a bad description even l\ 
today, although one would have . 
to adjust the size and nature of ? 
the boats to conform with the [... 
mammoth Russian fishing 
fleet. 

Other seabirds which rode 
the gale to Rockport included 
275 dovekies, four thick-billed 
murres and four razorbills. 

These birds all are alcids, a 
group of birds which live 
through the winter far east of 
Massachusetts on the open 
ocean. 

The dovekies are little 
"auks” whose white fronts and 
black backs remind one of 
penguins. Despite the rarity of 
their being seen from land, 
they are among the more 
numerous of the world’s 
seabirds. Often in a northeast 
- storm hundreds of dovekies are 
blown as far inland as the 
Berkshires and stranded. Due 
to a rather complete adap¬ 
tation to sea life, dovekies have | 
webbed feet that are placed so 
far back on the body that they & 
serve almost as propellers, k 
U nfortunately, the leg 
arrangement makes it difficult v 
for them to walk on land. 

Unless they can launch i _ 
themselves from a sea cliff, L 
where they nest, or run across f : 
a water surface, dovekies are K 
unable to become airborne on 
their small wings. 

The rather frequent ob- fc* 
servations of common.puffins k 
off Sandy Neck, Barnstable, by 
Wayne Peterson, Richard 
Forster and other8s may in- f 
dicate that these birds may not i 
be as rare along the r . 
Massachusetts coast in winter jjj^ \ J 
as supposed. Peterson has 
reported one and sometimes 
two puffins off Sandy Neck, in 
Cape Cod, for a period now 
approaching two months.

Frangrance, Santa's favorite gift 


At Christmas Santas the world over 
select gifts of fragrance as tokens of love 
and rememberance, aware that scents 
create a mood, stir emotions and evoke 
pleasant memories. 

One of the unexplained mysteries of 
nature is the strange power perfume has 
had over the sensitivities of all 
peoples from the very dawn of civilization. 
Just why a particular fragrance is 
pleasurable to some and disagreeable to 
others defies solution. 

The origins and uses of perfumes 
through the ages runs almost parallel to 
the development of civilization. The 
earliest gods were described as 
“spreading a cloud of sweet perfume about 
them.” Ancient worshippers burned 
fragrant woods and Incense as offerings to 
their gods and to ward off evil spirits. 

How does one select periume for one’s 
self or for another? First of all, one should 
know the difference between perfume, 
toilet water, and cologne. 

Perfume is a highly concentrated 
mixture of essences, usually suspended in 
alcohol. In contrast to toilet water and 
cologne, perfume is applied to specific 
body areas while cologne should be applied 
to the entire body. Perfume is applied 
after toilet water or cologne as a climax of 
the scent. Colognes are often used to 
renew freshness of previously applied 
perfume. Because of the more con¬ 
centrated nature of ingredients that go into 
the making of perfume,' it is more ex¬ 
pensive than toilet waters or colognes. 

Toilet water and cologne are terms 
that are used almost interchangeably 
today. They contain the same fragrance 
notes of the perfume in a diluted form 
which makes them lighter in character; 
toilet water is usually somewhat more 
concentrated in character than cologne. 

There are basic perfume types. Aside 
from the single florals, most perfumes are 
a combination of many ingredients; some 
fragrances fall into more than one 
category. 

Single florals achieve their fragrance 
by a single flower. Within the group there 
is a great variety of fragrances, from the 


most delicate to the very sophisticated. 
Mixed florals are a combination of a few to 
a great many flower fragrances with other 
notes added for balance. 

Fruity and citrus blends are often 
combined with other types of fragrances 
yet have a distinctive note all their own. 
These fragrances owe their fruit notes to 
citrus oils, verbena, herbs and certain 
aromatics that contribute a rich mellow 
note. There are also the leafy-woody- 
mossy perfumes, spicy blends as well as 
Orientals which are a group of heavier 
woody types containing sandalwood and 
amber. 

Recently, the most talked about 
fragrance was musk oil. Known for cen¬ 
turies as an aphrodisiac, the musk oil 
perfume, though as old as Cleopatra, has 
found great appeal with young people. 
Most users enjoy the scent’s lasting 
powers because the scent sometimes lasts 
for days. However, after applying the 
product, within a half hour the wearer 
cannot smell it - those in the vicinity claim 
the scent lingers on and on, sometimes 
annoyingly so. 

It’s a disappointing fact that perfume 
does not have long lasting effects. One 
solution might be to carry around a bottle 
of perfume wherever you go, but it’s im¬ 
practical and expensive. Another idea that 
has been offered, is, mix your perfume 
with a few drops of baby oil and shake well 
- then dab it on or smooth a generous 
amount all over your body after a bath. 
You’ll find it greatly extends the life of 
your perfume and a special bonus is that 
the baby oil will soften your skin every 
time you apply it 

Here are special points to know about 
the wear and care of perfume: Effective 
application spots are where the pulse can 
be fell and where the greater warmth of 
the body will quickly develop the 
fragrance. Start at the ankles, then the 
back of the knees, the triangle of the 
bosom, the wrists, the hollow of the chin 
and in front and in back of the ear lobes. A 
favored spot often is in the hair, where a 
few drops surround you in a halo of 


fragrance. Never apply perfume directly 
to clothes or fur. 

The most famous of all perfumes is 
Chanel No. 5. In the early nineteen 
twenties, Mile. Gabrielle Chanel, one of 
the most famous Franch designers, 
recognizing the vital part that perfume 
plays in the total success of a woman, 
helped create the scent. A modem blend, 
neither too sweet nor too dry, but why the 
name “No. 5”? Mile. Chanel was once 
told by an astrologer that it was her lucky 


number and so when couture collections 
were shown she always presented hers on 
the fifth of May, the fifth month. She also 
usually called her favorite design number 
5. Five must have been lucky because 
Chanel No. 5 remains one of the bestr 
selling perfumes in the world. 

Perfume is the highest form of 
pleasure that our sense of smell affords us. 
As surely as you can tell a rose is present 
before you see it, perfume should herald 
the arrival of a woman and prolong her 
departure.

Plans for Christmas dinner are usually 
those that have become traditional whether 


it’s to be turkey, ham, duck or 
goose...perhaps for some it’s the splurge of a 
magnificent roast beef. Variations in 
preparation are always welcomed as well as 
changes in the accompaniments. 

If you’re planning on baked ham, most 
hams today have directions for baking and 
serving right on the label. If the ham is ready- 
to-eat, just heat it through. If not, bake at 325

degrees for 20-22 minutes to the pound or until 
the thermometer registers 160 degrees. Fully 
cooked (readj^a-eat) hams take only 15 
minutes per pound and are heated through at 
a reading of 130 degrees. 

Serving Duck or Goose? Ducklings 
weighing 4 to 5 pounds should be roasted in a 
325 degree oven for about 3 hours, or until leg 
moves easily when moved uptad down with 
the fingers and the skin is cn$ty dry and 
golden brown. Geese, which average 10 to 12 
pounds, should have their skins pnHftd well 
with a two-tined fork (to release exofegs fat 
during roasting. Then place in a 400 
oven for 20 minutes per pound, 
frequently with a little water and pour' 
most of the fat as it accumulates in the pa 
On timing Roast Beef: A chunky roast wilfl 
take longer to cook than a flatter one and J 
quality of the beef, plus proportion of fat to 
meat will cause variances. It’s a good idea to 
use a meat thermometer. Rare roast beef will 
register HO degrees, medium 160 and well 
done 170 degrees. Oven temperatures for all 
sizes of roasts should be 325 degrees. 

Served with a flourish, a meat loaf can be 
both festive as well as enjoyable—after all, 
it’s not the cost of the main dish that’s im¬ 
portant but rather the love and spirit in which 
is offered. Have a Merry Christmas! 

HOLIDAY MEAT LOAF 
2 pounds ground beef 
one-third cup rice, cooked according to 
directions on package 
1 teaspoon salt 
teaspoon pepper 

1 can (10-% oz.) condensed cream of 
mushroom soup 

1 jar, (4 (4 oz.) ptmientos, drained and 
coarsely chopped 
Milk 

1 teaspoon parsley flakes 
Combine beef, rice, onion, eggs, salt, 
pepper, % cup of the mushroom soup and V 4 
cup chopped pimiento. Mix until well blended. 
Line the bottom and sides of a 9x5-inch loaf 
pan with waxed paper. Press meat mixture 
evenly into pan. Turn onto a rack in a shallow 
roasting pan. Remove waxed paper and bake 
in a 350 degree oven for 1 hour and 15 minutes. 

Let stand for 10 minutes before transferring 
to a serving plate-1-platter. Add enough milk 
to the remaining mushroom soup to make 1 
cup. Cook over low heat until mixture sim¬ 
mers. Stir in remaining diced pimientos and 
parsley flakes and serve with meat loaf. 
Serves 8.

1 quart cranberry-apple juice, divided

Answer: Really easy to make, these Fig Bars are, I think, 
what you are looking for. However, if one of our generous 
readere has a better recipe for you, I’m sure it will come 
our way. In the meantime, enjoy: (We are including the 
filling for those who do not have same). 


FIG BARS 

1 cup shortening 
% cup granulated sugar 
% cup brown sugar 

1 egg 

V 4 cup milk 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
3 cups sifted all purpose flour 
% teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon baking soda 
Fig filling 

Cream shortening and sugars. Add egg, milk, and 
vanilla; beat well. Sift together dry ingredients. Stir into 
creamed mixture and chill for at least 1 hour. On a well- . 
floured surface roll l 4 of the dough at a time into an 8 x 12 - 
inch rectangle. Cut crosswise in 6 2-lnch strips. Spread 
about 2 tablespoons Fig Filling down center of three strips. 
Moisten edges and top with remaining strips. Press length¬ 
wise edges together with floured fork. Cut in 2-lnch lengths. 

Bake on ungreased cookie sheet at 375 degrees about 10 
minutes. Makes 4 dozen. 

FIG FILLING 

Combine 2 cups finely chopped dried figs, % cup 
granulated sugar, i cup orange juice and dash of salt. Cook, 
stirring occasionally, till mixture is thick, about 5 minutes. 

Cool. 

Question: Years ago, a friend of mine gave me a recipe 
for a delicious cheese dip. I would like to make some for the 
coming holidays but have lost the recipe, and I was won¬ 
dering if you might be able to come up with it. The recipe 
includes the following ingredients: Coon cheese, sharp 
Cheddar cheese, hard-boiled egg, pimiento, dry mustard 
and milk. Thank you. — Ms. L. McLeon, Dedham 

Answer: Sorry, I cannot find the recipe you’re looking 
for, however, our wonderful readers have come to the 
rescue of “recipe-seekers” like yourself and hopefully, 
we’ll have your cheese dip soon. Hang on! 

Question: A few weeks ago, I served a bobke (coffee 
cake) at a brunch and though it was tasty it was very 
crumbly and lacked the pull-apart texture the bobkes at 
Eagerman’s Bakery have. I would like to make a streusel 
topped bobke similar to the ones found in Jewish bakeries. I 
hope you have a good recipe. — Nancy Alimansky, Newton 
Answer: This is a short-cut sweet dough with a streusel 
topping you’re sure to enjoy: 

PULL APART STREUSEL COFFEE CAKE 
4% to 5 cups all purpose flour 

2 pkgs. active dry yeast 
% cup milk 

Vz cup water 

Vz cup shortening (part butter) 

Vz cup sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 eggs 1 

1 tablespoon grated orange or lemon rind 

1 tablespoon orange or lemon juice 

Measure 1% cups flour into large mixer bowl. Add yeast 
and blend. Measure milk, water, shortening, sugar and salt 
•into saucepan. Blend. Heat until warm (120 to 130 degrees). 

Pour into flour-yeast mixture. Add grated rind and juice. 

Add eggs and beat for 30 seconds with electric mixer at low 
speed, scraping bowl constantly. Beat for 3 additional 
minutes at high speed, scraping bowl occasionally. By 
hand, gradually stir in more flour to make a soft dough. 
Knead on lightly floured board until smooth, 5 to 10 minutes. 

Place dough in lightly oiled bowl—cover and let rise in 
warm place for 1 hour. 

FILLING 

One-half cup sugar, 2 teaspoons cinnamon, Vz cup raisins, 
ingredients together to make small crumbs. Set aside. 
Grease 3 loaf pans. 

STREUSEL MIXTURE 

One-half cup butter or margarine, Vz cup all purpose 
flour, 1 cup sugar and 2 teaspoons cinnamon. Mix all 
ingredients together to make small crumbs; sprinkle over 
dough in pans. 

Divide raised dough into 3 equal parts. Roll out and 
spread with melted margarine or butter. Sprinkle with one- 
third of FILLING. Roll up like jelly roll and cut into 2-inch 
slices. Place in well greased loaf pan with cut sides facing 
each other. Sprinkle with one-third streusel mixture. 
Repeat with remaining dough, filling and streusel mixture. 
Allow to rise in a warm place for 1 hour. Bake in 350 degree 
oven 30-35 minutes or until coffee cakes are golden brown. 
(These cakes freeze well.) Yield: 3 coffee cakes. 

Question: I would like to know how to prepare the Italian . 
Gnocchi, please.—Mrs. D.M., W. Roxbury. 

Answer: Your recipe comes from a brand new out-of-the- 
ordinary book, “The Best of Italian Cooking” by Waverley 
Root (Grosset & Dunlop) $14.95. You’ll find easy to follow 
mouth -watering recipes and the best color photographs 
we’ve seen in a long time.

BASIC POTATO GNOCCHI 
2 pounds potatoes 
2% cups all purpose flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 egg 
Nutmeg 

Cook potatoes in lightly salted boiling water. Drain and 
peel when tender and put them through a food mill or potato 
ricer while they are still hot. Place potatoes in a bowl, cool, 
then stir in flour, salt and egg. Knead dough on a floured 
surface until smooth and elastic and does not stick to the 
fingers. If necessary add more flour (the amount of flour 
varies with the moisture content of the potatoes). Add 
nutmeg, if desired. Shape gnocchi into long rolls {Vz inch 
thick). 

Cut each roll into one and a quarter inch lengths and with 
a finger press each gnocchi against a fork or cheese grater 
to roughen the surface on one side and to make a dent in the 
other where the finger presses. Cook gnocchi half the 
amount at a time in rapidly boiling salted water. As each 
comes to the surface, remove it with a slotted spoon. Serve 
as desired. (Delicious served with meat and gravy.) Serves

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Winter driving calls 
for some common sense 


WAKEFIELD—Get your 
winter driving common sense 
out of storage, because most of 
the job of road sav ety is up to 
you. 

According to the Institute for 
Safer Living of the American 
Mutual Insurance Companies, 
Wakefield, Mass., the main 
thing to do when driving in 
slippery weather is just exactly 
what you do walking in such 
weather. And we’re all pretty 
careful about that! 

Simple and obvious? 
Apparently not, because three 
out of 10 of the fatal accidents 
for the year 1972 involved 
vehicles which were either 
being driven too fast or too fast 
for conditions. 

If you must stop suddenly on 
bad roads, don’t slam on the 
brakes. It only increases your 
chances of skidding. Instead, 
pump the brakes by stepping 
on them and releasing in quick 
succession until the car has 
stopped. 

On highways, avoid lanes 


that are only partially cleared 
if possible, try to follow in the 
tracks of the car in front of you 
on wet, slushy roads, because 
slush is almost as slippery as 
ice. 

Keep well behind the car in 
front of you. If he runs into 
trouble, you’ll still have enough 
distance to stop or slow down 
with ease, even if traction is 
poor. Don’t forget that it takes 
almost twice the distance to 
stop on icy roads as it takes on 
clean, dry pavements. 

If you do feel the car going 
into a skid, take your foot off 
the accelerator immediately, if 
you operateO a standard 
transmission, do not use the 
clutch. Steer into the skid, 
turning the wheels in the 
direction the car is moving 
until you regain control. Never 
jam on the brakes in a skid; 
although this is the natural 
impulse, it actually locks the 
wheels and makes it nearly 
impossible for you to regain 
control of the car. 


Temporary homes are needed 
for girls in age from 12-17 


New England Home for 
Little Wanders needs tem¬ 
porary homes for teenage girls 
ranging in age from 12-17. The 
girls are part of an ex¬ 
perimental program funded by 
the Department of Youth 
Services. Thirty girls have 
been placed in homes since the 
beqinning of the program, 
August, 1974. Some of the girls 
stay overnight, some six weeks 
or even longer depending on 
their life situation. At this time, 
their lives are in a state of 
crises. Their crises are usually 
a result of family situations 
and-or difficulty with their 
adolescence which force them 
either just to run away or to act 
out in more angry ways which 


These girls need temporary 
foster homes that will provide 
them, for an interim period, 
with room and board, and a 
warm, accepting but firm limit 
setting environment. The 
foster families that presently 
participate in the program 
present a variety of different 
kinds of homes. There are 
married couples with children 
as well as single parents. There 
are single people who are 
holding down part-time jobs. 
There is no ".ideal” foster 
family or home. We are looking 
for people who can be strong 
role models who also have a 
desire to learn and grow as a 
foster parent and a desire to 
understand the girls who enter 


bring them into court. their home. All foster parents 


receive $75.00 a week for their 
services and efforts. 

The New England Home for 
Little Wanderers has a five 
member team of workers who 
visit, support and train the 
foster families while they are 
in the program. This team 
works both with the girls and 
the families. Ms. Jackie Dotten 
is the director of the program.

STERILIZING POTS: If 
you’re goinglo repot your H 
house planft, don’t worry about 
selectil^ a brand new clay or 
plastic pot. Old pots can be 
used if you sterilize them. All 
i’Pts can be soaked and 
scrubbed in hot soap and 
water. Commercial growers 
use steam at 180 degs. for 30 
minutes for clay pots. Steam 
melts the plastic pots. Or you 
can soak pots (both clay and 
plastic) for 30 minutes in a 
solution of house hold bleach 
diluted at a rate of 1 to 9 parts 
of water. The bleach is rapidly 
inactivated, so the solution 
should be reconstituted often. 
One of our readers scrubs her 
clay pots (old ones) and puts 
them in the dishwasher, along 
with the dishes. They come out 
clean, sterilized and spanking 
brand new. 

While on the subject of house 
plants, does it pay to save 


rainwater for your plants? 
Yes, if you can collect it easily, 
rainwater is good for house 
plants. It can also improve 
insecticide efficiency. Why? 
Because municipal water 
supplies are generally alkaline 
and reduce the effectiveness of 
many pesticides, according to 
a Texas Agricultural 
Entomologist, 

Did you know that rainfall 
contributes an average of 6.47 
pounds of nitrogen per acre per 
year in an area where annual 
precipitation is about 30”? 

CARROTS AGAIN: A reader 
tells us he leaves his carrots in 
the ground over winter, 
covering them with leaves, 
straw and wire. When he wants 
a few carrots he goes out and 
digs them up. This works fine, 
but is a nusiance in bad 
weather. We like the idea of 
storing carrots in a plastic bag 
in a large garbage can. A layer 


of carrots is placed on a layer 
of leaves, then more leaves, 
and more carrots, until the 
container is full. The leaves 
should surround the carrote so 
that each does not touch one 
another. The top of the bis is 
left loose. The container is left 
in a cold garage and the 
carrots keep beautifully. Home 
gardeners who have poor luck 
storing carrots in dry sand (the 
worst material there is for 
carrots) should try the plastic 
bag idea. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: 
"Does any one ever use latex 
paint for covering the glass on 
greenhouse? I’ve tried it and it 
works fine.’, 

Ans: Yes, some commercial 
growers use latex paint, 1 
gallon to 8 gallons of water. It's 
the least expensive paint that 
can be purchased for your 
greenhouse. Spray it on, or use 
a paint roller attached to a long 
handle.

Sox broadcasters 
glad to be back home

BOSTON-Sitting in a 
banquet room of a plush Boston 
restaurant last week, I was 
struck by the real sincerity of 
the man sitting across the 
table. Ken Harrelson, the 
colorful, controversial former 
outfielder of the Boston Red 
Sox was discussing his feelings 
after being introduced as the 
new color man for Red Sox 
telecasts on WSBK-TV, 
Channel 38. 

“I’ve always been looking for 
a way to get back home to New 
England,” Harrelson was 
saying. “Being a part of the 
pennant team of 1967 and 
having a good season in 1968 
were very rewarding. But 
things clianged in Cleveland, so 
I decided to take up 
professional golf. I enjoyed 
baseball, I had a good career 
as a player. But I’m very 
happy to be back, particularly 
with the Red Sox.” 

Harrelson’s professional golf 
career was not financially 
rewarding, but he obviously 
enjoyed it. “I’m giving up the 
pro golf tour,” he said, “but I 
hope to take in a few tour¬ 
naments, especially over the 
four months of winter.” 

If Harrelson left Boston in 
1969 with any good memories 
besides those on the playing 
field, they were of the fans. 'The 
Boston baseball audience took 
Harrelson into their hearts and 
made him a sort of idol. He had 
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Dick Stockton

that certain way about him, a 
flair, that quickly won him a 
large following. And Harrelson 
hasn’t forgotten his audience. 

“I’ve said it before and I’ll 
say it again and again. The 
fans In New England are the 
greatest baseball fans 
anywhere.” 

Now that sounds like the kind 
of thing anyone who has just 
been given a lucrative job that 
involved dealing with the 
public might say, just to be 
sure it got in the papers so that 
his new audience might start 
off with a favorable im¬ 
pression. But Harrelson meant 
it. You could see it every time a 
familiar face walked up to him. 
His eyes lit up, his hand was 
quickly extended for a firm 
sliake, and a smile flashed 
across his face. Ken Harrelson 
was glad to be back home, 
regardless of what had oc¬ 
curred in the past. 

STOCKTON A PRO 

Unlike Harrelson, the other 
half of the new broadcasting 
team did not leave Boston 
involuntarily. Dick Stockton, a 
former TV sportscaster with 
WBZ, departed in 1973 to seek 
fame and fortune in New York 
as a freelance television an¬ 
nouncer. He returns after two 
years of doing football on CBS, 
as well as some basketball and 
other sports. 

Stockton is a professional, in 
every sense of the word. He is, 
as he describes himself, an 
"enthusiastic sportscaster, but 
not a cheerleader.”

SOUTH BEND, IND. (UPI) 
— The new and the old regimes 
of Notre Dame football shared 
the speakers’ platform, and 
departing coach Ara Parseghi- 
an said newcomer Dan Devine 
would find just what he wanted 
at South Bend —a challenge. 

Parseghian, 51, quit the job 
after 11 years because he was 
“physically exhausted and 
emotionally drained,” and he 
conceded Tuesday he imposed 
a lot of his pressures on him¬ 
self. 

Regardless of where the 
pressures came from, he was 
taking two blood pressure pills 
daily, tranquilizers and 
sleeping pills when he began to 
see that he must quit his job. 

“The doctor did not order me 
to quit,” he said. “But I was 
always a practical joker. I 
always had a lot of fun. Last 
year it was harder to laugh, to 
see the funny things I should be 
seeing. 

“Much of the pressure I 
brought on myself. Did I have 
the team well prepared? Had I 
taken care of every detail? Did 
I do all that should hare been 
done? If I wasn’t so intense, 
maybe I would not have en¬ 
joyed success.” 

Parseghian said he would 
wait at least six months before 
attempting “to evaluate how 
much I miss” coaching. 

Should he decide to return to 
that career, he said, he would 
“consider going into pro coa¬ 
ching. If it is my intention, very 
likely I’ll go in that direction.” 

Parseghian said he had not 
talked to the iootbail squad, 


which he will coach for the last 
time against Alabama in the 
Orange Bowl Jan. 1, of his 
decision, but would do so at a 
squad meeting Sunday. Most of 
the players were either taking 
examinations or at home on a 
holiday break. 

He said he had told his 
assistants Sunday and “they 
came to console me. I got 
choked up about it. Any foot¬ 
ball coach is fired or resigns or 
they come to your funeral. You 
can count on one hand the 
coaches who hare been able to 
bow out gracefully. There’s 
very few of them.” 

Devine, who will be 51 Dec. 
23, takes over at Notre Dame 11 
years after he first was con¬ 
sidered for the job, at the time 
Parseghian was named. He 
emphasized the job was not 
offered to him then. 

“If I said that,” he said, “I 
was talking when I should have 
been listening.” 

The Rev. Edmund P. Joyce, 
Notre Dame vice president and 
chairman of the faculty board 
in charge of athletics, said 
Tuesday that “if Ara had not 
taken the job when he did, Dan 
would have been our first 
choice.” 

Devine, resigning as coach 
and general manager of the 
Green Bay Packers with one 
year left on his five year 
contract, said “the Green Bay 
chapter is finished. I’m glad to 
be coming here. I”m not glad 
to be leaving Green Bay. But I 
left a potential championship 
team there, which is not what I 
inherited. 


“I like a hitter. I like a guy 
that plays. Give me 30 or 35 
people that play all out, and I’ll 
give them 100 per cent. If they 
give me 100 per cent, they’re 
going to win. You’ve got to 
have talent. But if you don’t 
sacrifice, you’re going to have 
a tough time winning.” 

Succeeding a coach whose 
last team had a 9-2 record, 
Devine said, “makes the job 
more of a challenge. If I had 
wanted an easier job, I could 
have had it.” 

Devine said his basic system 
was similar to Parseghian’s 
and that he liked to “run my 
quarterback.” 

He was uncertain whether he 
would "sit in the stands or 
watch on tv” when the Irish 
meet Alabama in the Orange 
Bowl. 


“It’s my gut feeling that this 
is Ara’s club,” he said “When 
the game is over, it’s mine.” 

Joyce, after an initial tele¬ 
phone conversation to feel out 
Devine’s interest met with him 
last Dec. 11. He said there was 
a “meeting of the minds” and 
it was clear Devine would take 
the job if he could obtain a 
release from Green Bay. 

Devine said he told the 
Packers Sunday night, after 
losing the last regular season 
game to Atlanta, that he 
wanted to leave. 

He anticipated playing the 
1975 season with the talent 
available this year plus 
whatever freshmen can be 
recruited The first priority, he 
said, is to win the Orange bowl, 
and then to start recruiting.

Change date of filing 
veteran's questionnaire 


State Commissioner of 
Veterans’ Services, Charles N. 
Collatos, advised all veterans 
and their dependents who are

date that the annual Income 
questionnaire is to be returned

Possible method of harnessing 
solar energy at Science Museum

As scientists search for 
solutions to the energy crisis, 
one source of limitless energy 
that has generated much 
speculation and research is the 
sun.

At Boston’s Museum of 
Science, a temporary exhibit 
on loan from Raytheon Cor¬ 
poration through mid-January 
presents a possible method of 
harnessing solar energy and 
converting it to usable DC 
power. The Satellite Solar 
Power Station, a concept 
pioneered by Dr. Peter Glaser 
of Arthur D. Little, Inc. 
Cambridge, is described in the 
exhibit in pictures and an 
operating scale model. 

Each satellite, capable of 
supplying 2 to 3 percent of the 
electrical power now being 
generated in the United States, 
would be placed in syn¬ 
chronous orbit around the 
earth. Circling 22,300 miles 
above the earth, the power 
stations would be exposed to 
almost continuous sunlight 

The satellites, carrying large 
solar collector arrays, would 
beam microwave energy to. a 
20-square mile receiving an¬ 
tenna, called a rectenna, on the 
ground. 


Two major advantages to 
this proposed system are its 
lack of undesirable en¬ 
vironmental effects and its use 
of an endless energy supply 
rather than one of our dwin¬ 
dling natural resources. 

Bradford 
Director of the MtfSeum of 
Science, pointy.dif that "the- 
exhibit provides an opportunity 
for our young visitors to learn 
about a technology which may 
well result in a major new 
energy source during their 
lifetime. 

"The Museum of Science,” 
he continues, "provides an 
ideal forum where various 
ideas and suggested solutions 
to our energy shortages can be 
presented to the public. When 
people ask what can be done to 
alleviate energy problems, 
they can see for themselves 
what scientists are working on 
for the future. In addition to the 
Space Power exhibit, we have 
an exhibit on electrolysis, 
another avenue that may 
provide usable energy.”

When the nurse Is ready to 
relay Information to Atlanta, 
he or she picks up the telephone 
and dictates the results of the 
hospital surveillance for the 
day.

If a particular infection 
occurs throughout all the 
hospitals, with greater than 
expected frequency, the center 
launces an investigation. 

The hotline, which is 
maintained by the center and 
loaned to the hospital, can also 
be used to acquire information 
from the disease control 
center.

The Renoirs 
of the greeting 

card industry 


"From Rust Craft...with love”, the stand¬ 
ing philosophy of the largest one-story 
greeting card manufacturing plant in the 
world, belongs in every sense to the creators, 
writers, artists, and all other personnel 
responsible for the production of a very old 
form of communication. 

That small card which is chosen from a 
drugstore shelf with either words of love, or 
friendship, or good wishes, has blossomed 
from a writer’s mind, through an artist’s 
brush, to a lettering craftsman, and dozens 
more professionals before the final product is 
available. 

Very often a card is chosen for its written or 
pictoral message, signed and sent through the 
mail to a friend or relative. And with the 
purchase, the only thoughts in mind have 
been the message, the appeal, the occasion, 
and the cast 

After two days and over three hours of 
walking through Rust Craft’s one-half million 
square feet of production area, this editor has 
acquired a long overdue appreciation of the 
work involved in creating cards. 

And this is what was found in following a 
greeting card from beginning tp^nd: the 
primary step belongs to \m£ Planning, 
“where the concept of a cap#originates. Here 
it ceases to exist as andfbstract of the mer¬ 
chandiser, and creative specifications are 
developed.” 

"Size, stock, printing process, trims, and 
subject matter are all details which must be 
weighed and considered before the card is 
released to the writers and artists. Cost, 


freedom...and once ideas are set, everything 
becomes organized. We design to the needs of 
the public, and in so doing, our creative effort 
stays apart (from other departments) to 
make sure we come up with ideas.” 

"We match a creative card with a verse, 
and design a rough comprehensive’” Mr. 
Plesh added. "And in reviewing 50 or 60 a day, 
we probably kill 2 out of 3 roughs.” 

The average travel of one product through 
the Creative Department takes three months. 

In that time, "any aspect of it is subject to 
change or adjustment.... this involves an 
ongoing exchanges of ideas, the testing of 
various sensibilities, (between artists and 
writers) with a thorough and systematic V:* 
reviewing process.” 

After a general design and verseflBVg been 
united, the next step involy^iMtKe Color-Art 
Department, where exqctHhg brush strokes 
and lines are forairtimted so they may be 
reproduced. JDihrog this process, the design 
may ch^pj^T significantly...a face may 
chajQgeftiothing may be altered, features 
elongated, or something may be 

Having passed these departments, the card 
then goes on to the Reproduction Art 
Department, where embossing, trimming, 
overlays, hand-separation of repro-art, and 
the reproduction of all black and white 
drawings takes place. 

From there, it heads to the Lettering 
Department, where verses and captions are 
either hand lettered or machine lettered. 

"(Lettering) is a highly specialized art, and 
the success or failure of many cards has been 
sealed at just this crucial point.”

research information, and product trends all 
figure into these considerations as part of the 
formula for the success or failure of a product 
or card.” 

Next come the writers and editors’ who 
create solely from within. They must be fully 
knowledgeable about the emotions of a 
mother at her son’s wedding, be able to ex¬ 
press words of wisdom by a grandmother to a 
grandchild, feel the sentiments of lovers, the 
strength of fathers, the latest fads and 
anecdotes... 

"Each editor is responsible for specific 
categories — such as sweethearts, masculine 
relatives, or religious occasions — and 
maintains a balance of feelings, expressions, 
and circumstances within that category.” 

After the verse or sentiment is written, it is 
then augmented by a design from the 
numerous artists. Each artist receives a 
handful of reports, explaining in short order 
the kind of design needed to go with a verse. 

One sheet may state: "Young girl in early 
teens, dressed in old-fashioned clothes, face 
not totally visible, romantic scene.” 

With that request, and brush in hand, the 
artist will create his own interpretation of the 
order to be filled. "Rusties”, an on-going 
group of cards familiar to many, were 
created by one artist and are today compiled 
by two artists. The popularity and success of 
the Rusties line recently won Rust Craft the 
1974 award from Printing Industries of 
America. 

Stated Creative Director, Jim Plesh: "Our 
creative Department works with complete 


"After lettering the card goes to Creative 
Control, where a final check is made to insure 
that the total package is without error. This is 
the police station....before the card goes to its 
final and most telling review of all...the eye of 
the buyer.” 

Finally, the card is sent to Artographic, 

"where all reproduction and film work is 
done. The card is photographed and 
seperated into separate reproduction colors. 

After the separation, plates are made for the 
press and run off with the inks specified. 

When the proof is printed, it is reviewed with 
one of the art directors...the film is then 
shipped to a supplier fqf iinal printing.” 

Once the printing is completed, the cards 
are returned in large sheets to Rust Craft for 
cutting, folding, packaging and distribution. 

It is here that Stan White, Plant Manager, is 
responsible for all the manufacturing and 
engineering. V

Printing”, where embossing takes Pla\ 

There are huge die cutters, guillotine cutters, 

folding machines which “butterfly fold, V. Richard Carbottl, one of the 
French fold, single fold or Z fold”, machines 

which stuff envelopes in cards (the only ^fcrtists in General Design, 


machine which was developed specifically for 
the greeting card industry), and some hand 
folding which exists on special cards. 

Occasionally a card will need hand atr 
tachments, although the industry is moving 
away from this specialty. 

The end result, which is sold by the millions 
each year, is a card from Rust Craft....with 
love.

HOPKINTON, Mass. (UPI) 

— A piece of American history 

— an old grist and saw cmill 
believed constructed in the 
early 1650s —is in danger of 
crumbling in ruins and Joseph 
A. Coyle wants to prevent it. 

But Coyle, who devoted 
much of his time in the pas£- 
year trying to save the old 
structure, has found himdelf 
stymied by the nation’s $Uing 
economy and a lack of en¬ 
thusiasm by the public. 

Inflation, coupled with the 
economic recession, dealt a 
double blow to Coyle’s plans 
this year, increasing costs and 
decreasing donations. 

Although Coyle had known 
about the old mill for years and 
had thought about restoring it 
several times, the project did 
not began in earnest until last 
spring. He managed to scrape 
together some cash donations, 
convinced several New 
England firms to donate 
materials and found millwright 
Donald W. Perham of Bolton, 
who agreed to tackle - the job. 

Thus far, $18,000 worth of 
labor and materials has been 
put into the structure, but 
Coyle figures about $100,000 is 
necessary to do the job right. 

“I want to restore the mill as 
a working mill and to duplicate 
the sawmill and restore the 
sawmill shop,” said Coyle, 51. 
‘‘We also want to put in an 
administration building down 
there. 

“It will be self-supporting. It 
will be used to grind com and 
saw special cut timbers for 
other projects which need 
authentic materials for 
restoration. We want to 
preserve it for future 
generations. It’s an important 
part of our history.” 

Coyle said he has talked with 
several foundations, historical 
groups and various corpora¬ 
tions in an effort to raise funds 
to continue the project, but “I 
ran into a dead end.” 

During the initial efforts by 
Perham, Coyle did get assist¬ 
ance from the Great Northern 
Paper Co.’s Pmkham Yards in 
Ashland, Maine, which donated 
much of the lumber used. 

“But now the economy is 
gone,” said Coyle, “and labor I 
can’t get for nothing. Right 
now I’ve got this place stable. 
I’ve got the roof on —or.e-half 
of it. But we’re out of cash. I’m 
at the point where we’ve gotta 
let (Perham) go. If I let him go, 
we’re gone.” 

Also deeply involved in the 
project is Chester Ranlett, a 
Hopkinton fireman, who has 
been helping Perham on 
weekends and during daylight 
hours when he works the night 
shift at the fire station. He also 
is chairman of the Mill 
Restoration Committee, 
liaving assumed that position

earlier this year; when Coyle 
was hospitaliMdfTor an illness. 

“It’s slowjr said Ranlett. 
“It’s all hahd work and we’re 
trying to^uplicate the original. 
With most of the time only two 
of u^^orklng, it’s awfully slow. 
W6 did get quite a bit of help 
-early in the project, but they 
r dropped off. 

“When we first started, the 
second story leaned out about 
three feet over the road and 
was in danger of falling. That’s 
been corrected and a lot of 
other things done. But if you 
hand't seen it before and went 
down now and looked at it, you 
would think it‘s still pretty 


poor. But we’ve got it where it 
won’t deteriorate any more.” 

Coyle believes the structure, 
last used In the mid 1940s, is 
more valuable than most 
people realize. 

While there are no records 
indicating when the mill was 
constructed, Perham, in a 
letter to Ye Olde Hopkinton 
Village Corp., Inc., a non-profit 
organization which Coyle or¬ 
ganized, said the kingposts 
used in the structure are of the 
mid 1600s. 

“This is their period,” he 
said. “They were up about 50 
years after the Pilgrims sett¬ 
led. Don’t forget the original 


ones, Miles Standish etc., were 
up and down the whole New 
England coast and it wasn’t 
much after that, that the inland 
towns started up. People had to 
have flour so this was the first 
thing set up.” 

In his outline of materials 
and costs Perham narrowed 
the date further, saying he 
believed the first portion of the 
mill was built in about 1650. If 
so, it would have been among 
the nation’s earliest mills 
probably the oldest remaining 
in the nation. 

Perham said he believes the 
sawmill section was added 
about 100 years later, while 
other construction, which in¬ 
cludes a blacksmith shop, was 
done in the 1800s. 

In addition to the mill, the 


property also has a home, 
which Perham said was proba¬ 
bly the miller’s house in which 
bread was made and sold. 
“Millers were the town ba¬ 
kers,” he said. “Also they were 
the bankers, and probably the 
mayor for that matter. They 
were the most important 
person in town.” 

The mill is located in an area 
first known as the Glen of 
Wenunkeynnj Brook and re¬ 
cords show that two parcels of 
meadow property containing 
the pond used to power the 
turbine were granted in 1659 to 
a Capt. Eleazer Lusher. The 
following year, Lusher sold the 
two meadows to Henry Adams 
of Medfield, forbear of the 
nation’s second and sixth 
presidents.

HOPKINTON, Mass. (UPI) 

— A piece of American history 

— an old grist and saw cmill 
believed constructed in the 
early 1650s —is in danger of 
crumbling in ruins and Joseph 
A. Coyle wants to prevent it. 

But Coyle, who devoted 
much of his time in the past 
year trying to save the old 
structure, has found himself 
stymied by the nation’s ailing 
economy and a lack of en¬ 
thusiasm by the public. 

Inflation, coupled with the 
economic recession, dealt a 
double blow to Coyle’s plans 
this year, increasing costs and 
decreasing donations. 

Although Coyle had known 
about the old mill for years and 
had thought about restoring it 
several times, the project did 
not began in earnest until last 
spring. He managed to scrape 
together some cash donations, 
convinced several New 
England firms to donate 
materials and found millwright 
Donald W. Perham of Bolton, 
who agreed to tackle the job. 

Thus far, $18,000 worth of 
labor and materials has been 
put into the structure, but 
Coyle figures about $100,000 is 
necessary to do the job right. 

“I want to restore the mill as 
a working mill and to duplicate 
the sawmill and restore the 
sawmill shop,” said Coyle, 51. 
“We also want to put in an 
administration building down 
there. 

“It will be self-supporting. It 
will be used to grind com and 
saw special cut timbers for 
other projects which need 
authentic materials for 
restoration. We want to 
preserve it for future 
generations. It’s an important 
part of our history.” 

Coyle said he has talked with 
several foundations, historical 
groups and various corpora¬ 
tions in an effort to raise funds 
to continue the project, but “I 
ran into a dead end.” 

During the initial efforts by 
Perham, Coyle did get assist¬ 
ance from the Great Northern 
Paper Co.’s Pinkham Yards in 
Ashland, Maine, which donated 
much of the lumber used. 

“But now the economy is 
gone,” said Coyle, “and labor I 
can’t get for nothing. Right 
now I’ve got this place stable. 
I’ve got the roof on -one-half 
of it. But we’re out of cash. I’m 
at the point where we’ve gotta 
let (Perham) go. If I let him go, 
we’re gone.” 

Also deeply involved in the 
project is Chester Ranlett, a 
Hopkinton fireman, who has 
been helping Perham on 
weekends and during daylight 
hours when he works the night 
shift at the fire station. He also 
is chairman of the Mill 
Restoration Committee, 
having assumed that position

earlier this yea&’when Coyle 
was hospitalizqdrfor an illness. 

“It’s slow,* said Ranlett. 
“It’s all haftd work and we’re 
trying to duplicate the original. 
With most of the time only two 
of usWorking, it’s awfully slow. 
W£ did get quite a bit of help 
early in the project, but they 
dropped off. 

“When we first started, the 
second story leaned out about 
three feet over the road and 
was in danger of falling. That’s 
been corrected and a lot of 
other things done. But if you 
hand’t seen it before and went 
down now and looked at it, you 
would think it's still pretty

poor. But we’ve got it where it 
won’t deteriorate any more.” 

Coyle believes the structure, 
last used In the mid 1940s, is 
more valuable than most 
people realize. 

While there are no records 
indicating when the mill was 
constructed, Perham, in a 
letter to Ye Olde Hopkinton 
Village Corp., Inc., a non-profit 
organization which Coyle or¬ 
ganized, said the kingposts 
used in the structure are of the 
mid 1600s. 

“This is their period,” he 
said. “They were up about 50 
years after the Pilgrims settr 
led. Don’t forget the original 


ones, Miles Standish etc., were 
up and down the whole New 
England coast and it wasn’t 
much after that, that the inland 
towns started up. People had to 
have flour so this was the first 
thing set up.” 

In his outline of materials 
and costs Perham narrowed 
the date further, saying he 
believed the first portion of the 
mill was built in about 1650. If 
so, it would have been among 
the nation’s earliest mills 
probably the oldest remaiidng 
in the nation. 

Perham said he believes the 
sawmill section was added 
about 100 years later, while 
other construction, which in¬ 
cludes a blacksmith shop, was 
done in the 1800s. 

In addition to the mill, the 


property also has a home, 
which Perham said was proba¬ 
bly the miller’s house in which 
bread was made and sold. 
“Millers were the town ba¬ 
kers,” he said. “Also they were 
the bankers, and probably the 
mayor for that matter. They 
were the most important 
person in town.” 

The mill is located in an area 
first known as the Glen of 
Wenunkeynnj Brook and re¬ 
cords show that two parcels of 
meadow property containing 
the pond used to power the 
turbine were granted in 1659 to 
a Capt. Eleazer Lusher. The 
following year, Lusher sold the 
two meadows to Henry Adams 
of Medfield, forbear of the 
nation’s second and sixth 
presidents.

Prospects for a better "supply of mortgage money are 
improving. At leastSdfine of the local and Boston banks feel 
that disinternxpmation is coming to an end. Disin- 
termediatiffl^m common language, is the withdrawal of 
savingsjWmi banks for investment in U. S. Treasury notes, 
bondfe^tc. offering a greater return than the banks are 
$ed to pay. This gap is slowly narrowing and should 
ntinue to do so. Banks are also building funds from 
r amortization of their present mortgages.

The pottery in the show in¬ 
cludes several unusual pieces, 
such as a vanity jar, with a 
mirror and female figure on 
the cover; a “Bird pot,” a solid 
looking cylinder that has a 
bird-head cover, inspired, 
according to Ms. Pucci, by a 
picture of an African House; 
and a round voluptuous vase 
simple and primitive, done in 
subtle shades of brown. 

Ms. Pucci is often inspired by 
works in the museum such as 
the Chang and Chou bronzes 
and Japanese joman pottery. 
Though she admits her first 
love is primitive art, a baroque 


- decorative but not decadent - 
tendency is evident in several 
of her pieces such as the blue 
and green desk set and the 
decorative scrolls and spirals 
on many of her works. 

At the Museum School 
sculpture was her main in¬ 
terest. She began to work with 
clay in order to create sculp¬ 
tures that were also functional. 

A graduate of Simmons 
College, and the Museum 
School, Ms. Pucci also studied 
at the Haystack Mt. School in 
Maine and at the Institute 
Allende in Mexico. 

Currently she lives in 
Arlington where she also 
teaches students. Her first 
book “Pottery” was Just 
published by Little Brown. It is 
a basic manual which gives the 
reader a feeling for the clay as 


well as practical information 
on technique. 

A selection of craft books 
available for borrowing 


complements the exhibit. Main 
library hours are Monday- 
Friday 9-9, Saturday 9-5:30;

Judge reduces murder charge

Judge James J. Nixon 
reduced the charge from first - 
degree murder to man¬ 
slaughter against Michael G. 
Elbery, 22, of 168 Fairfield Rd„ 
Needham, and sent the case to 
the Middlesex Grand Jury 
that will convene Jan. 6. 
Elbery is charged shooting in 
connection with the death of 
Nino Apodemi at the Rt. 9 
Getty gas station Nov. 29. 

At the probable cause 
hearing Dec. 20 and 21, in 
Newton District Court, Judge 
Nixon said, ”1 believe there Ls a 
very, very defense” for 
homicide in self-<iefense, “but 
this decision “goes beyond the 
level of this proceeding.” 

District Attorney Robert 
Barker reviewed the incidents 
of Nov. 29 and said Michael 
Elbery and his brother David 
were working at the Getty gas 
station when Richard P. 


Coughlin, 22, of 24 Summer St., 
Upper Falls, visited them at 
about 8 p.m. 


Coughlin, a city employee for 
one year, told the court that 
when . he left the Trade 


Winds Restaurant, 24 Elli ot 
St., about 200 yards from the 
gas at about 8:15 p.m. that 
evening, he met and said hello 
to John D’Alessio in the 
parking lot. 

D’Alessio, 30, of 15 Moody 
St., Chestnut Hill, said on the 
witness stand he told 
Coughlin,0 “I gotta have a fight 
with someone tonight. Coughlin 
asked, 'Who?' I told him, ‘You 
know.”' 

later D’Alessio testified that 
he borrowed $25 from Elbery 
that he promised to pay back 
on Tuesday, Nov. 26. D’Alessio 
said he paid Elbery $10 on that 
night, but Elbery “ranted and 
raved.” 

Albert L. Hutton, attorney 
for Elbery, asked D'Alessio if 
other people in the Dunkin 
Donuts parking lot, where the 
payment was madecould hear 
the discussion. D’Alessio said 
yes. 

When Hutton asked if this 
embaassed him, D’Alessio 
answered, “Why should it?” 

Previously D’Alessio said.W 
“The way he (Elbery) acted 
did bother me.”

Christmas Eve murder 


An apparent murder-suicide 
at midnight Christmas Eve 
brought tragedy to an 
Auburndale family. 

Details were sketchy 
Wednesdpy night. Chief 
William Quinn issued the 
following statement: 

“ At about 12 o’clock mid¬ 
nights man dressed as Santa 
Claus entered an apartment 
building at 181 Lexington St. in 
the Auburndale section of 
Newton and went to the 
apartment of Brenda Callan, 
21, who was there with two 
sisters and her mother. 

"One of the sisters admitted 
the man to the apartment, 
thinking it was one of the other 
tenants of the building playing 
Santa Claus. 

Shortly after entering this 


apartment, the man was 
recognized as a former 
boyfriend of Brenda's, Donald 
Teterian, 24, of Franklin , N.H. 

“He displayed a gun and then 
shot Brenda twice in the chest. 
He then put the gun to his head 
and shot himself. 

“Both Brenda Callan and 
Donald Teterian were taken by 
Newton police to Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, where they 
were pronounced dead on 
arrival. 

“No motive was im¬ 
mediately given for the 
crime.” 

The murder is under in¬ 
vestigation by Newton police 
Sgts. Robert MacDonald and 
Gerald Marchand and State 
Police Lt. Det. John Burns.

The year in review 

Major news of 1974

Although much was settled 
during the past 12 months, 
some of the important issues 
facing Newton at the end of last 
year have persisted unresolved 
over the whole year of 1974. 

There still is no8housing 
ready for occupancy for low- 
income elderly or families. 

The Towers at Chestnut Hill 
is still stalled because of a lack 
of financing. 

The mayor’s reorganization 
plan has not been made final. 

The automotive center at 
Newton South is just en tering 
the public-hearing phase. 

The solution the to the 
problem of solid-waste disposal 
appears to be at hand, in 
transfer-haul, but has yet to be 
acted on by the Board of 
Aldermen, and an extension 
has been granted by the state 
for continued use of the sub¬ 
standard incinerator. 

The executive-department 
portion of Mayor Theodore 
Mann’s reorganization of city 
government was approved by 
the Board of Aldermen. 

School-budget increase is cut 
to $1.8 million, for a total of 
, $29.1 million. 

The decision was made to 
close the Newton incinerator 
rather than upgrade it. 

The Newton South 
automotive center became an 
issue at the school as students 
threatened to strike because of 
delay in the project, which had 


been in the planning stage for a 
number of years. 

A total city budget of $63 
million was submitted to the 
Board of Aldermen for fiscal 
1974-75. 

The Land Use Committee 
approved in principle the 
controversial Life Care Center. 

MARCH 

Newton South automotive 
center approval was recon¬ 
firmed by the School Com¬ 
mittee. 

Morris Kobrick was ap¬ 
pointed to the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority. 

Boston College announced 
that it would absorb the 
Newton College of the Sacied 
Heart. 

Following a*-e highlights of 
news events in Newton during 
1974. 

JANUARY 

Gasoline shortages hit all 
over Newton, and lines at gas 
stations caused traffic tieups. 

Dr. Norman Bernstein was 
dismissed as head of the 
Newton Guidance Clinic. He 
announced intentions to fight 
the dismissal, but later 
resigned. 

The proposed school budget 
increased by more than $2 
million over the previous year, 
despite declining enrollment. 

The Newton Community 
Development Foundation 
(NCDF) announced that it 
would not seek to build low- and 
moderate-income housing on 


any site except its Hamlet 
Street property. 

Mrs. Jane Hanify Pitt was 
appointed director of the 
Department of Human 
Resources. 

FEBRUARY 

An agreement between the 
Towers and NCDF was ap¬ 
proved by the Board of 
Aldermen by which the Towers 
would pay NCDF $162,000 
toward construction of 50 units 
of housing on a site adjacent to 
the Towers. 

Two prominent West Newton 
men were arrested in con¬ 
nection with an incident arising 
from their attempts to prevent 
the felling of a tree on Chestnut 
Street. The tree became a 
cause celebre in Newton. 

John Mclsaac appealed to 
the Zoning Board of Appeals 
committee for a com¬ 
prehensive permit to build 140 
housing units on Stamford 
Street, Auburndale. The ZBA 
later denied the petition, and 
the developer appealed to the 
state, which has not decided 
the case. 

Mayor Theodore Mann and 
State Sen. Jack Backman filed 
legislation to have the state 
assume 50 percent of the cost of 
operating Newton Junior 
College, now paid for by the 
city of Newton. 

Heating and ventilation at 
the new $20-million-plus 
Newton North High School 
became a major issue with the 


School Committee. The mayor 
said the City Solicitor’s office 
would be involved “if there is 
legal liability on the part of 
anyone.” 

APRIL 

A $61.3 million budget passed 
the Board of Aldermen, 
representing an increase of 
about 11 per cent 

The licensing Board held an 
invalid meeting when it voted 
to issue a common victualler’s 
license to McDonald’s 
Restaurants for a fast-food 
establishment at 330 Walnut 
St., Newtonville, the City 
Solicitor ruled. At a subsequent 
meeting great public op¬ 
position was voiced, but a 
license was issued. 

The controversial Life Care 
Center, a 179-unit residence for 
the elderly, was turned down 
by the Board of Aldermen. 

Smoking was banned by law 
in supermarkets. 

The state Department of 
Community Affairs rejected 
the cost (more than $56,000 per 
unit) of the proposed Housing 
Authority low-income faniily 
housing on Beacon wood Road, 
Newton Highlands, and 
required the city to contribute 
up to $150,000 toward site 
development. 

The School Committee cut 
31.3 positions from the teaching 
staff of the school system for 
the 1974-75 school year.

complain of vandalism Blood

An irate group of Oak Hill 
area neighbors confronted 
Newton Police Chief William 
Quinn and Legislation & Rules 
Committee members Monday 
night with their complaints of 
official inaction following 
repeated acts of vandalism. 

Neighborhood residents 
recited a litany of car-roof 
slashings, garage fires, broken 
windows and tire punctures in 
the past two weeks, and called 
for increased police protection. 

Board of Alderman 
President Eliot Cohen said the 
situation had worsened from a 
series of “isolated incidents” 
to one "where not onl> 
property but life might be in 
danger.” 

The vandalism victims, the 
aldermen, and police officers 
present at the meeting all 
pointed to two youth 
“hangouts” — Newton South 
High School parking lot and 
Meadowbrook Junior High 
School — as possible gathering 
points for the vandals. 

The two weekend youth 
recreation areas close at 10:30 
and 11 p.m. respectively. Most 
of the vandalism was reported 
to have occurred shortly 
following the youth area 
closings. 

"It.s unacceptable, 
deplorable — it was ap¬ 
palling,” Quinn responded to 
citizens” complaints. 

Officer James I. Norcross, 
also present at the meeting, 
echoed Quinn’s remarks, 
saying, “We ourselves have a 


pretty good idea of who the 
group (of vandals) is.’ 

Quinn added, however, that 
he was “not at liberty to say all 
the steps that will be taken” to 
curb property destruction in 
the roughly one-square-mile 
area. 

Suggestions that the Newton 
South High School parking lot 
be closed on weekends along 
with the junior high school met 
oppositin from Aid. Mark 
White and Police Youth Officer 
Robert V. Braceland. 

Calling it a “problem of 
oversimplification,” White 
said, “to pin this on the South 
parking lot is WTong.” 

"If we close the lot, we’ll 
have a lot more problems,” 
Braceland said. 


Alderman Susan Schur 
asked, “Where are the kids 
going to go if we close the lot? 
Who are they going to take out 
their anger on?” 

Quinn answered they would 
go to Oak Hill Park, but one 
citizen present siad, “I would 
suggest, number one, that we 
stop being afraid of the kids.” 

Several aldermen suggested 
to Quinn that his department 
enforce more stringently the 
public drinking ordinace to rid 
the area of “troublemakers.” 

“We think you’ve got the 
tools, and you can use them,” 
Schur told Quinn. 

Other aldermen shared the 
hard-line approach to the

More grounds for divorce 
proposed in Pines' bill

Slate Rep. I/ois Pines (D- 
Newton) and the Family I^aw 
Committee of the Boston Bar 
Association have jointly filed 
legislation which would create 
an additional ground for 
divorce. 

Under the bill, divorce would 
be granted when the husband 
and wife have lived entirely 
apart for one year and there is 
a breakdown of the marriage 
relationship to the extent that 
there appears no reasonable 
likelihood that the marriage 
can be preserved. 

Rep. Pines also filed 
legislation along with Rep. 
Barbara Gray (R- 
Framingham) to allow 
“irreconcilable differences” as 
grounds for divorce. 

“Under this bill,” stated 
Rep. Pines, “if the husband 
and wife have lived apart for at 
least six months and have 
executed a written agreement 
of separation, then a divorce 
would be authorized. The 
couple needs to execute a 
written agreement of 
separation, mutually 
acknowledging ‘irreconcilable 
differences’ in their marriage, 
and the agreement must 
contain fair and equitable 
provisions for them and their 
children of the marriage. 
Divorce on this ground was 
first used in California, and it is 
still the sole ground for divorce 
there as well as in Oregon. 
North Dakota, New Hamp¬ 
shire, Maine, Montana and 
Idaho have all added 
irreconcilable differences to 
their traditional divorce 
grounds.” 

Rep. Pines also said, 
"Massachusetts laws now 
allow six grounds for divorce: 
adultery, impotency, utter 
desertion for one year, gross 
intoxication from liquor or 
drugs, cruel and abusive 
treatment, and failure of the 
husband to support a wife when 
of sufficient means. The ad¬ 
dition of two more grounds, 
separation for one year and 
irreconcilable differences, 
would bring Massachusetts 
divorce laws into the 20th 
century.” 

The comprehensive divorce 
package calls for a family

Massachusetts law provides no 
guidelines for the award of 
alimony or the division of 
property. 

The proposed legislation 
provides that in the absence of 
misconduct child custody is to 
be determined according to the 
happiness and the welfare of 
the child, and the rights of the 


sheriffs, would be allowed to 
serve contempt citations 
issued in proceedings for 
support and maintenance of 
wife and children. 

Rep. Pines sponsored a 1973 
law which eliminated the 
judicial doctrine of 
recrimination, the first major 
change in divorce laws in many 
years. 


City Hall intern project 
attracts many students 


A half-year program has 
given 16 Weeks Junior High 
School students the opportunity 
to learn about the mechanics of 
city government and to con¬ 
tribute to their city at the same 
time. 

The City Hall internship 
program involves a total of 24 
students, ranging from junior 
high school age to the 
postgraduate college level, 
under the direction of the 
Human Resources Depart¬ 
ment. 

Their duties run the scale 
from bHsic clerical assign¬ 
ments to designing and staffing 
projects for senior citizens, 
depending on the age and in¬ 
terests of the students. 

The Weeks program is open 
to ninth-grade students in 
Operation Upstart, an ex¬ 
ploration of possible future 
careers, and as an “interest 
activity.” The students in 
Operation Upstart are paid for 
the time they spend on the job. 

High school interns, one each 
from Newton North and 
Newton South, and college 
student interns receive credit 
toward their graduation 
requirements. 

All devote 10 hours a week to 
their job. 

At Newton South, Social 
Studies teacher Robert 
Stegeman has placed one in¬ 
tern and wishes there were 
openings for more. He had 
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about ten students interested in 
joining the program. 

Newton North’s intern works 
with the Board of Aldermen. 

There are four college in¬ 
terns, one each from Newton 
College, La sell Junior College, 
Bentley College, and Boston 
College. 

Two registered nurses from 
Boston College Graduate 
School of Nursing, who are 
serving as interns, have 
designed a special project for 
the elderly and will staff the 
senior citizen health care 
monitoring program.

caused one of the biggest 
neighborhood outcries in the 
The Newton

. Newton South High students 
picketed at City Hall to get 
action on the promised auto 
center for the school. Mayor 
Mann told the students he sent 
a $100,000 appropriation to the 
Board of Aldermen, and the 
garage could be in use by 
September, 1975. Vincent 
Sllluzio, director of research 
and planning for the School 
Department, presented the 
, School Committee with up- 
’dated enrollment statistics that 
met with intense questioning 
from the audience. The 
Buildings Laws Board of 
Appeals denied McDonald’s 
appeal for reinstatement of its 
building permit on Walnut St. 
in Newtonville. McDonald’s 
will file an appeal in Newton 
District Court by the end 
December of for its permit.

D’Alessio said he left Trade 
Winds with Nino Apodemi, the 
victim in the shootout, Walter 
Mastaj, Donald Maley and 
William Gallagher, all charged 
with assault and battery in 
connection with the incident. 

D’Alessio said they had 
planned to go to a party in 
Somerville until they all got 
into his car and went to the gas 
station. 

Coughlin said after he spoke 
with D’Alessio in the Trade 
Winds parking lot, he went to 
the gas station and told Elbery 
_he saw D’Alessio at the 
restaurant. 

Coughlin said,"Elbery said, 
said, “Elbery said 'They 
wouldn’t come over here, 
would they? ” 

During this conversation at 
about 8:30 p.m., Coughlin said 
Elbery asked about Coughlin’s 
pistol, and he showed Elbery 
his permit. Accroding to 
Coughlin, Elbery said the 
Needham chief of police told 
him it was only a matter of 
paper work before Elbery 
would receive the pistol permit 
he had applied for. 

Answering questi from the 
district attorney, Coughlin 
said, he went home "to bring 
the gun back ... to see if I 
could sell it.’’ 

Coughlin said he returned to 
the gas station at about 8:45 
p.m., showed to Elbery’ and 
told him he needs a pistol 
permit to buy or sell a gun’ 
and put the gun back in the 
holster in his back pants 
pocket. 

When Elbery started to close 
up the gas station, Coughlin 
said, D’Alessio drove his car up 
to the front of the station’s 
garage doors and five men got 
out and entered the office of the 
station. 

Coughlin said Nino Apodemi 
was the first to enter the office, 
and "Nino had a baseball bat 
. . . down at his side . . . and 
was coming toward me. I said 
‘Nin8o, this is stupid .’” 

Coughlin then testified that 
Elbery, who was also in the 
front office, said ‘"Gimme the 


gun,”’ and took the pistol from 
him. 

According to Coughlin, 
Elbery pointed the gun at 
Apodemi with his arms 
shaking and said,"'Leave me 
alone,"’ and backed up into the 
garage bays. Newton, Dec. 26,

Coughlin said he then went 
over to the pay phone on the 
wall and tried to call the police, 
but Walter Mastaj came in 
front of him, displayed brass 
knuckles on his left hand, and 
said ‘"Don’t."’ 

Coughlin said Apodemi, 
D’Alessio, and another man 
entered the bay that Elbery 
had backed into. After "8a lot 
of yelling, I heard three gun¬ 
shots, about a second apart,” 
Coughlin said. 

D’Alessio, who was the only 
other person to testify at the 
hearing, said Elbery was five 
feet from the comer of the bay 
when Apodemi "flicked” the 
baseball bat at the gun Elbery 
was holding. 

"Elbery swerved to avoid the 
flick, and I jumped on him. I 
felt myself going off his side 
. . . and I heard the first shot’ 
“ D’Alesssio said. 


D’Alessio said he heard other 
shots when he was on the floor, 
then Elbery pointed the gun at 
him and said, "‘Now I’m gonna 
kill you.’’’ 

D’Alessio fled the garage and 
police arrived later after 
receiving an anonymous call, 
they reported . 

According to the hospital 
autopsy report read from at the 
hearing, Apodemi died from a 
gunshot wound in his lower 
right chest area and was also 
shot in the lower left abdomen 
and lower left leg.

SCA has extended its bid 
price at least twice since bids 
were submitted in August.

Board President Eliot Cohen 
joined McGrath in objecting to 
the manner in which the 
agreements were presented 
last week. 

"The procedure is wrongful 
in certain respects. I believe 
the contract with Waltham 
must be signed first, and the 
ordinances should be done 
first. I believe the Board has a 
right to greater input," Cohen 
said. 

City Councilman Jack 
Koutoujian of Waltham, a 
member of the Newton- 
Waltham district committee 
which put the two-city 
agreement together, pointed 
out that everything is "not 
settled in Waltham.” 

Cohen responded, 
"Obviously, we must have an 
agreement with Waltham 
before signing the contract." 

James Salter, Mayor 
Theodore Mann’s chief ad¬

Distaff defense 

The male of the species has long been 
taught the art of self defense. Many of the 
fair sex are now going the same route in 
view of the increase in crime against 
women. 


It may not be considered ladylike for a 
woman to be schooled in the ways of 
violence but in these times it s just a case 
of common sense for the “weaker sex" to 
know some of the basic means of avoiding 
assault and of fighting off assailants if 
attacked. 


The need for women to learn how to 
protect themselves has already been 
recognized at the national level. Boston 
police are also active in this respect. Local 
police departments have had frequent 
words of advice on the subject. Now 
courses of instruction are being given 
locally. 

The first word of advice is to take 
every precaution to avoid situations which 
might result in conditions conducive to 
assault. Secure windows and doors when at 
home, or if driving, make sure windows are 
up and doors are locked. Use common 
sense in going to unfamiliar places alone, 
and don't flirt with obvious danger by 
entering subways alone at night or accep¬ 
ting rides with strangers 


So serious has the situation of female 
assault become that the Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare launched a 
pilot project in Washington in which some 
of the women employees were permitted to 
attend class during working hours in order 
to learn basic self defense. The classes 
were taught by white-haried. five foot two 
Mary Ann McCarthy. 

She happens to have a blue belt in 
karate, but that's not necessary for the 
average woman. She says her techniques 
for self defense are “a little bit of 
everything, including common sense and 
the arsenal of weapons every woman has in 
her kitchen or sewing basket if she’ll just 
look around.'' 

Ms. McCarthy notes that people are 
beginning to become aware of the growing 
incidence of assault on women, but few 
people are paying much attention to the 
woman before she becomes a victim and 
teaching her how to protect herself. 


Anyone who might become upset by 
the vicious retaliation recommended by 
the instructor would prompt the response 
that “this isn't fun and games." 

The Boston Police Department has an 
effective presentation called “Stop Rape 
Program" designed to instill confidence 
and concern for safety among the ladies, 
rather than fear. A self-defense demonstra¬ 
tion team, armed with a 15 -minute movie 
and a wealth of investigative experience, 
visits on request such places as colleges 
and universities, large companies, and 
other organizations made up largely of 
women. 

Preventive courses go a long way 
toward reducing the number of attacks 
upon women. Any community that doesn't 
offer such a program might do well to 
explore this as an area of vital service to 
the distaff side

O 'Neill Seen Winning 
Speaker Post in 1979 

Word from our man on Washington’s Capitol Hill is that 
Carl Albert is likely to step down four years from now from 
the Speakership of the national House of Representatives 
and that Congressional Majority Leader Thomas P. (Tip) 
O’Neill, Jr., of Cambridge in all probability will succeed 
Albert as Speaker 

Published reports that Congressman Philip Burton of 
California, with the help of newly elected liberal 
Democratic Congressmen, might snatch the Speakership 
away from O’Neill when Albert retires are not taken 
seriously by veteran observers of the Washington political 
scene. 

O’Neill is an extremely capable Congressman and a 
highly skilled politician who is close to almost every 
member of the national House. 

When President Ford was in Japan recently and wanted 
to get the latest head count on the vote in the House on his 
appointment of Nelson Rockefeller to be Vice President, the 
man he telephone for the information was Tip O’Neill. 

When some of the Democratic Congressmen felt they 
might be in trouble in last November’s election, the man 
they requested to go into their district to give them a 
helping hand was Majority Leader O’Neill. 

O’Neill will be guiding and shepherding the newly elected 
liberal Democrats in the House during the next two years, 
teaching them the ropes and in the process presumably 
winning their friendships. 

He also will be working closely with Carl Albert who will 
be making appointments to the House committees and, in 
the words of long-time observers, will be the most powerful 
Speaker since Joe Cannon. 

There is scant likelihood that Majority Leader O’Neill 
will be shunted aside for Congressman Burton or anyone 
else. 

Boone Offers Advice 
On Revolt by Convicts 

John 0. Boone’s poor performance as State Correction 
Commissioner was one of the reasons Governor Sargent 
was defeated for reelection. Boone was among Sarge’s out- 
of-state imports who proved to be flops on their jobs. 

Yet, when a group of eight convicts were holding hostages 
recently at the Walpole State Prison, Boone spoke on a 
Boston television station, giving his advice on how to handle 
the situation. 

Lieutenant Governor Donald Dw ight, who followed Boone 
on the channel, recalled that State Police had to be rushed 
to the Walpole prison on 10 successive weekends before 
Boone was fired from his post as head of the state’s 
corrections system. 

Prison reform activists have been voicing their concern 
about the eight rebellious prisoners, charging that the eight 
have been “dehumanized.” 

This prompted one newspaper columnist to observe that 
five of the eight were convicted of murder, “the ultimate in 
dehumanization.’’ 

GOP Has No Money, 
in Debt, Not "Broke'' 

Republican State Committee Chairman William Barn- 
stead insists that his organization is not “broke.” 

It isn’t dear from where we sit how much worse the 
finandal woes of the GOP State Committee would have to 
get before Barnetead would consider it “broke.” 

The committee has no money and owes $20,000, $17,000 on 
a note and $3000 in bills. If thatisn’t being “broke,” it will do 
until something worse comes along. 

Senator Edward W. Brooke, who is striving to rebuild the 
fallen fortunes of the Republican party in Massachusetts, 
offered to dig down into his own pocket for money to bail out 
the GOP State Committee and pay a new chairman. 

However, it seems the campaign finance laws limit 
Brooke to a contribution of $1000. What Brooke presumably 
could do would be to get other Republicans to contribute 
some money to the hard-pressed GOP committee. 

Barnstead has been planning a fund-raising dinner at 
which Senator Barry Goldwaler would be the principal 
speaker. However, there is no assurance Barnstead will 
still be the Republican State Chairman at the time of the 
dinner. 

If he is, it will be interesting to see whether Governor 
Sargent will be invited to be a head table guest at the event. 


Can the army prevent another My Lai?

WASHINGTON (UPI) - On the movie 
screen in an Army base theater, the figure 
of an officer trods slowly among the enemy 
wounded, their moans breaking the silence 
of a scarred battlefield. 

“War brings out the best in men,” a 
narrator tells the audience of Army 
recruits. “Charity, compassion, self- 
sacrifice.” 

The officer halts, lifts his pistol and 
methodically shoots the wounded men one 
by one. 

“Too often it brings out the worst,” the 
narrator says. “Cruelty, brutality, 
sadism.” 

The pistol barks again, and the head of 
one wounded youth explodes. 

What the recruits are seeing is Training 
Film 21-4228, “The Geneva Conventions 
and the Soldier,” produced as a direct 
result of the My Lai massacre to explain in 
graphic terms a soldier’s legal respon¬ 
sibilities in warfare. 

The half-hour film is shown throughout 
the Army, primarily for new enlisted men 
and officer candidates, as part of ex¬ 
panded indoctrination on the international 


rules of warfare regarding treatment of 
civilians, prisoners and the wounded. 

Army Secretary Howard H. Callaway 
said recently he did not believe any one 
thing could prevent a recurrence of My 
Lai, the 1968 massacre of Vietnamese 
civilians by American troops. 

“I do not guess any one thing is going to 
prevent it, but I do feel sure that it won’t 
really happen again,” Callaway said. 
“Our training takes into account what 
happened (at My Lai) and takes into ac¬ 
count the seriousness of it” 

In the past, the Geneva Conventions 
were outlined for recruits in brief, dull, 
easily forgotten lectures. Former Lt. 
William L. Calley Jr., free on bail after 
serving three years and four months’ 
imprisonment for killing at least 22 
villagers at My Lai, apparently never 
remembered the lecture. 

At his court martial, Calley testified he 
did not realize his captain’s order to kill 
civilians was illegal and, under military 
law, must be disobeyed. 

The training film carries this stiff 
warning: 

“The American government and most 
other nations take the law of war very 


seriously,” the narrator says. “After 
World War II many members of the 
German and Japanese forces were 
brought to trial on charges of having 
committed war crimes. The accused often 
claimed that he was ‘just following or¬ 
ders.’ But this was ruled no defense. 

“Those who had committed acts they 
knew, or should have known, were wrong 
were held responsible for their acts. 
Convicted, they were jailed and, in some 
cases, executed.” 

The same fate awaits American military 
men who violate international law, the 
audience is reminded. 

Officer trainees such as Calley were told 
the best way to counter an illegal order, 
and avoid a nasty confrontation with a 
superior officer, was to ask questions. The 
same point is made more emphatically in 
the film, for enlisted men as well as of¬ 
ficers. 

The film depicts an enlisted man 
refusing to obey an illegal order to use 
prisoners to clear a path through a mine 
field, and the officer refusing to retract his 
order under questioning. 

“No sir, I refuse,” the sergeant finally 
tells his lieutenant. “We’ll take it up with 


the CO (commanding officer) when we get 
back.” 

Says the narrator: “It takes guts to 
stand up in this kind of situation.” 

The film also makes clear that sergeants 
do not always have the final word over the 
infantrymen. 

“Out here in the field, the sergeant is the 
guy who decides what’s right and wrong,” 
says the sergeant on the screen. 

But the narrator breaks in: “If you buy 
this, you’re in deep trouble.” 

In another scene, the narrator ad¬ 
monishes troops to “treat each captured 
person the way you would wish to be 
treated if you were captured.” And the 
lesson is illustrated with repeated scenes 
of an American captor who suddenly takes 
the place of his bound prisoner. 

The Army has doubled, from one to two 
hours, the prescribed training time for 
indoctrination in rules of warfare for of¬ 
ficers and enlisted men. The basic training 
course must be taught by a two-man team, 
a lawyer to describe the law and a combat- 
experienced commander to make prac¬ 
tical illustrations. Use of the film and two 
similar ones is discretionary.

I was sorry to 9ee Germano’s 
editorial cartoon in your Dec. 
12 issue. Its portrayal of the 
proposed Life Care Center as 
an octopus demonstrates a 
failure to grasp the con¬ 
structive use to which we plan 
to put the Stanton Avenue site. 

The nonprofit board of the 
Life Care Center was not 
formed to gobble up land, but 
rather to transform an unused 
site into a facility designed to 
serve the needs of older per¬ 
sons and couples who wish to 
live in Newton with dignity, 
privacy, and the confidence 
which comes from knowing 
that their needs will be met for 
the rest of their lives. 

We hope you will agree that 
this is a commendable 
motivation and a worthwhile 
goal. 


While I write, may I suggest 
that this effort to serve our 
elders needs also to be viewed 
in the context of our future as a 
community. For the fact is that 
Newton is fast becoming a one- 
generation city. Our young 
marrieds cannot find an af¬ 
fordable place in our midst and 
neither can our older people of 
retirement age. 
Psychologically and 
socioeconomically this is a new 
form of self-ghettoization 
which we must change if we 
are to achieve a healthy sense 
of extended family in Newton. 

So try to think of the Life 
Care Center as our interfaith 
nonprofit board does; not as an 
effort to grab, but as an op¬ 
portunity to grow.

Because some incorrect 
facts and figures about the 
expansion of the Metco 
program in the Newton schools 
have been circulated, I should 
like to emphasize briefly the 
following points: 

—Expansion of the Metco 
enrollment in the Newton 
Public Schools was authorized 
by a 7-2 vote at the Newton 
School Committee meeting on 
Nov. 25 at Bigelow Jr. High 
School. Like all School Com¬ 
mittee meetings, except those 
which necessitate executive 
sessions, this was open to the 
public and attended by a 
capacity audience which 


participated in the discussion 
and which also received all the 
material that was available to 
the School Committee. 

—There is no connection 
between the expanded Metco 
enrollment and the declining 
enrollment in the schools ex¬ 
cept that the latter makes 
possible placement of a larger 
number of Metco children in 
elementary schoool classes of 
less than 25. 

—The cost of the program 
will be completely reimbursed 
by the state Metco allotment 
and will be paid in the current 
year in quarterly installments. 
There will be no change in the 
Newton tax rate due to the 
Metco program.

Sexism in athletics 


The following letter has been 
sent to Mayor Mann, Aaron 
Fink, Eleanor Rosenblum, 
Robert Mechem, James A. 
Ronayne, Ruth Frazier, and we 
would appreciate having it 
printed in your letters-to-the- 
editor column, if possible, 
because we believe it pertains 
to problems in the city of 
Newton. 

This evening at Newton 
North High School we wit¬ 
nessed one of the mo3t crass 
and insensitive displays of 
prejudice the Newton schools 
have yet displayed. An award 
night was held for the students 
who had earned letters in 
athletics. As the honor roll was 
called, each sophomore, junior 
and senior boy received the 
coveted felt letter he had 
earned, and which he would 
display proudly on his sweater 
or jacket. He also received a 
certificate. The girls received 
no letters, except for some 
-seniors and ranagers of boys’ 
teams. 

All these young women have 
expended as much time, effort 
and dedication as any other 
athletes. The letter is a symbol 
to them of their achievement. 
That achievement was not 
rewarded with what is, to 
them, the most coveted 
symbol. We do not neccessarily 
approve of these awards, but 
we do object to discrimination. 

We have learned to steel 
ourselves against sexist 
remarks such as the one of 
Coach Jeesup that "the girls 
keep our rooms clean." We 
have also learned that 
although, this evening, Mr. 
Fink could point out that for the 
first time girls have more 
after-school activities th ' 
boys, this will not be true of the 
winter sports program. The 
last Newton high school budget 


we studied indicated that 89 per 
cent of its money goes to boys’ 
athletics and 11 per cent of it to 
girls, and this is why no funds 
are available for girle’ ice time 
on rented rinks, to cite one 
example. 

We know that good will must 
be backed by hard cash, yet 
Mr. Fink indicated this year 
that he did not see how boys’ 
funds could be diverted to girls’ 
athletics, despite the glaring 
inequities. 

Condominium 
control voted 
down by Board 

The question of how to 
control the conversion of 
apartments to condominiums 
was thrown back to the state 
last week, when at a special 
meeting the Board oi Aider- 
men failed U, accept state 
legislation giving it such 
power. 

The vote was close, 11-9, with 
four aldermen absent. 

In voting against acceptance 
of the legislation, state the 
Board tacitly agreed with the 
report of a committee set up by 
Mayor Theodore Mann to study 
the need for condominium 
control. 

The committee has reported 
that it would be advisable to 
wait for state legislation. 
Newton Rep. Lois Pines and 
Newton-Brookline Sen.-elect 
Jack Backman have already 
filed legislation, as has Board 
of aldermen President Eliot 
Cohen, a member of the con¬ 
dominium committee. 

The Board would have had to 
accept the state enabling 
legislation by Dec. 31, as 
stipulated in the law. 


We know that what we 
witnessed tonight was blatant 
disregard of the achievement 
and equality of women, and we 
can no longer tolerate it 
We would like to know how 
the Newton school system 
plans to rectify this inequity. 
More specifically, when are 
these young women, who were 
insulted and diminished this 
evening, going to receive their 
letters?

for this helps to cut down on 
"impulse buying” and also 
saves on gas, for those of us 
who drive to the super-market, 
or on bus fares. 

A complete shopping list can 
also save time and money. 
First, plan menus with ad¬ 
vertised specials In mind, and 
once the list is made, don’t 
indulge In displays of unneeded 
merchandise. Buying "coupon 
items” is fine, as long as they 
are foods you will use. 

Buy store brands when they 
are less expensive. In a 
Philadelphia research test, 
shoppers couldn’t distinguish 
between nationally advertised 
brands and store brands, which 
are often cheaper. 

Don’t depend on the size of a 
package to judge the contents - 
check the net weight on the 
label. 

To get the freshest product - 
refer to "open dating” - and, 
don’t be afraid to return bad 
merchandise. 

Head the nutrition label 
which now appears on many 
products in order to be a better 
informed shopper. If the 
children are with you when you 
shop, simply don’t give in to 
their requests for empty 
calorie snacks such as; soft 
drinks, chips, cup-cakes and 
candy. 


The Green 
Thumb 


By GEORGE ABRAHAM 
MAKE SAUERKRAUT: It’s 
been a good year for cabbage 
so why not make some home 
made sauerkraut? Here’s a 
recipe sent to us by Nichol’s 
Garden Nursery Albany, 
Oregon: For making small 
amounts, using only four to five 
pounds of cabbage, wash and 
finely shred, clean crisp 
cabbage, with cores removed. 
One pound of shredded cab¬ 
bage should fill a pint jar. 

To each pound, add two 
teaspoons of salt, then mix 
thoroughly. Only four to five 
pounds of cabbage should be* 
prepared at one time to assure 
proper mixing. After packing 
into jars, put on lids, but do 
NOT seal. Place jars in an 
enamel pan, or on a board or 
other container, which won’t be 
damaged by brine, and allow to 
ferment in a cool place for 
about 10 days. 

. Next, prepare a brine of two 
.tablespoons of salt dissolved in 
one quart of water. Into jars 
pour this liquid and fill to cover 
krauL Clean jars thoroughly so 
lids fit tightly, and process for 
15 minutes. You’ll have 
delicious kraut. 

Some people use wine with 
their sauerkraut, but we’ve 
never made it that way. Does 
anyone have a recipe for 
making "winekraut”? Please 
send it along. 

Meanwhile, we’ve still got 
copies of our booklet, 34 recipes 
for using sauerkraut. And one 
of them tells how to make 
chocolate cake, using 
sauerkraut. It’s great and you 
can’t tell it from coconut 
shreds. Send me a self- 
addressed, stamped envelope 
for your free copy. 

WHITE POWDER ON 
BEGONIAS: What can be done 
control or prevent that 
powdery material on the leaves 
of begonias, violets and other 
house plants? This material is 
a fungus (powdery mildew) 
and leaves can be so badly 
affected as to cause stunting, 
discoloration and some are 
deformed. The Rieger begonia, 
tuberous, and others are all 
susceptible. Control: 
Sanitation is important in 
preventing powdery mildew. 
Snip off badly diseased leaves 
promptly. Avoid splashing 
water on the poliage. Good air 
movement around the plants 
help reduce the mildew 
problem. Plants that are well 
spaced are often less severely 
attacked than those that are 
crowded. Wiping off the foliage 
with a damp cloth sometimes 
removes the spores and 
disease 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: 
"Is it safe to use cat litter in the 
compost pile? 

Ans: Composted kitty Utter 
is fine for ornamental plants, 
shrubs, trees and flowers, but 
it’s not a good idea for the 
vegetable garden. A common 
cause of eye inflamation is due 
to a one-celled parasite, 
Toxoplasma gondii, which is 
carried by excretment. Don’t 
let this scare you into getting 
rid of your cat. Kitty litter 
(used) can be scattered on icy 
driveways, or around trees and 
shrubs, but not in the vegetable 
garden, or compost for use on 
edible plants.

She 
writes: “The fudge sauce is like no other you’ve ever tasted 
and far superior to anything you can buy. I’ve been making 
the hermits for years and although I try other recipes I go 
back to this one as I consider it the best. We like them 
without the sugar on top and I cut down on the sugar in the 
recipe to 4 cup; however, that is a matter of taste. This is 
the correct recipe.” (Thank you, Mary!) 

MARY’S BEST EVER 
FUDGESAUCE 
4 squares unsweetened chocolate 
4 cup butter or margarine 

3 cups sifted confectioners’ sugar 

1 tall can evaporated milk undiluted 
1*4 teaspoons vanilla extract 
Melt chocolate and butter in a saucepan. Remove from 
heat and add sugar alternately with milk, blending well 
after each addition. Place over medium heat and bring to a 
boil, stirring constantly. Then cook and stir about 8 minutes 
or until mixture becomes thick and creamy. Remove from 
heat and stir in vanilla. Makes 3 cups of sauce. 

SOFT SPICY HERMITS 

1 cup sugar 

4 cup salad oil 

3 cups sifted flour 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 
*2 teaspoon nutmeg 
*2 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
*2 cup milk 
*2 cup molasses 

4 cup raisins 

Cream sugar and oil. Sift dry ingredients. Add to sugar 
and oil mixture alternately with milk and molasses. Add 
raisins. Spread on lightly oiled cookie sheet and bake in 350 
degree oven for 20-25 minutes. Cut in squares and sprinkle 
sugar on top when done. 

Question: I once had a wonderful recipe for apple pie 
that was flavored with molasses. Somehow I’ve misplaced 
"he recipe-do you have one? Thanks. 

• Mrs. C.S., Newton 

Answer: The recipe I have calls for molasses and a 
notation with it reads: If apples aren’t juicy, omit flour. 
However, if apples are very juicy, use 5 tbs. flour. If apples 
are very tart, omit both lemon rind and juice. 

OLD TIME APPLE PIE 

5 cups peeled, sliced cooking apples (5 apples) 

>2 cup sugar 

4 to 5 tablespoons flour 
*2 teaspoon salt 
*2 teaspoon nutmeg 
*2 teaspoon grated lemon rind 
4 cup molasses 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
Pastry for 2 crust 9-inch pie 

Heat oven to 450 degrees. Spread apples in pie pan lined 
with unbaked pastry. Sprinkle apples with mixture of 
sugar, flour, salt, nutmeg, and lemon rind. Dribble 
molasses and lemon juice over apples; dot with butter 
Cover with remaining pastry rolled 4 inch thick; trim, seal 
and flute edges. Cut a gash in top crush and bake 10 minutes 
in hot oven; reduce heat to 350 degrees and bake 30-40 
minutes longer or until apples are tender. 

Question: I wonder if one of your readers has the recipe 
for Italian cookies called: Biscotti Tipo Pavesini. I looked 
for it in one of the Italian cookbooks in Jordan’s and it 
wasn’t in it. Thank You

Answer. We’ll have to rely on the kindness of our 
readers, because I couldn’t locate this particular recipe 
either. Come on, good readers, Help! 

Question : Years ago, a friend of mine gave me a recipe 
for a delicious cheese dip. I would like to make some for the 
coming holidays but have lost the recipe when I moved and 
was wondering if you might be able to come up with the 
recipe. It includes the following ingredients: Coon cheese, 
sharp Cheddar cheese, hard boiled egg, pimiento, dry 
mustard, milk. As I don’t know the amounts used or if there 
are other ingredients, would appreciate it if you would be 
able to help as it is truly delicious. Thanking you, 

Lillian McLeon, Dedham 
Answer: I’ve hunted through my recipe files and have 
come up with a recipe that is close but not exactly what 
you're looking for. Perhaps a reader will supply us with 
your particular dip. In the meantime: 

TANGY CHEESE SPREAD 
3 4 cup beer or ale 

3 1 pound Cheddar cheese, coarsely grated 
4 pound blue cheese, crumbled 
>2 teaspoon dry mustard 

1 tablespoon soft butter 

2 dashes Worcestershire sauce 
1 dash Tabasco 

1 teaspoon chopped chives or onions 
Put the beer or ale and Cheddar cheese in the blender 
and blend for 20 seconds, or until smooth. Add the 
remaining ingredients, except chives, and blend until 
smooth. Spoon into a crock or serving dish and chill. Gar¬ 
nish with chives. Makes approx. 24 cups spread or dip. 

Question: May I please have a recipe for a simple 
cream of tartar biscuit also, if I use honey in a recipe, in¬ 
stead of sugar, do I add or subtract in volume? Also if I use 
oil instead of solid shortening, what are the proportions? 
Thank you for this courtesy. 

Mrs. M. M. S., Newtonville 
Answer: I’ve had various “Experts” tell me about honey 
as a substitute for sugar and “they” say 4 cup honey takes 
the place of 1 cup granulated sugar. Also, these reports say 
that it is not wise to substitute oil for solid shortening. I took 
a chocolate cake recipe I’ve prepared for the past 15 years 
or so and melted the required 4 cup solid shortening and it 
resulted in 4 cup “liquid” and so I used 4 cup com oil; 
then I substituted 4 cup honey for one of the cups sugar 
i added 4 cup flour to make up for additional liquids) and 
baked the time-tested cake. 

Result: A smaller yield honey-flavored chocolate cake 
and to be perfectly frank, though the texture and flavor are 
good, it’s not a GREAT cake. When you’re substituting 
anything, it all depends on your recipe sometimes it will 
work and then again, sometimes it won’t...trial and error is 
very expensive nowadays. 

CREAM OF TARTAR BISCUITS 

3 cups flour 

1V 4 teaspoons baking soda 
24 teaspoons cream of tartar 

4 teaspoon salt 

6 tablespoons sweet butter 
Milk 

Sift dry ingredients 3 times. Add shortening and blend 
well; then use enough milk to make a soft batter- 
batter must be as soft as possible and still firm enough to 
roll out. Cut biscuits and bake on greased cookie sheet in 400 
degree oven for about 15 minutes until golden.

Genevieve Carlo is the rare kind of person 
who believes implicitly in what she is 
doing...selling beauty. The pretty young 
blonde with direct blue eyes, peaches and 
cream complexion and a quiet voice, is most 
knowledgeable about her profession, that of 
cosmetologist for Max Factor’s Geminesse 
counter at Filene’s at Chestnut Hill. 

Born in Newton Centre, she moved as a 
teenager to Canada and, after graduating 
high school, attended Notre Dame 
college before enrolling in the Edith 
Ferei Ltd. School for Esthetians. This well 
known school specializes in skin care and 
treatment. Those graduating are allowed, in 
Canada, to work with dermatologists in 
carrying out specific skin treatments. 

Jenny (as she is more familiarly known) 
speaks with concern about early skin 
problems, the eruption of blackheads and 
pimples. “When a teenager comes to me with 
acne, I generally find it’s the result of ex¬ 
cessive oiliness, gland hypertrophy or in¬ 
fection. Cleanliness is most important and 
fats in the diet should be avoided. I suggest to 
them that a well balanced diet is a must, 
along with the proper amount of sleep.. 

“Young girls with normal skin should use a 
cleanser, but very few have what is called 
“normal” skin, and if they do, it doesn’t 
remain normal for long. There are cleansers 
specifically made for oily skin as well as 
toners and moisturizers.

BEAUTY TIPS FROM JENNY: Avoiding 
wrinkles begins early and this is accom¬ 
plished with the constant use of 
moisturizers. You can slow wrinkles down, 
but once you’ve gotten them vou can’t make 
them disappear unless you have plastic 
surgery 


Facial hair. DO NOT USE BLEACH on the 
upper lip. You sometimes see women with 
fine lines in this area and it’s often caused by 
years and years of using peroxide. We were 
taught at school that the best method for 
removing unwanted hair is the wax method. 
First you disinfect the area with alcohol, 
swabbing against the grain of the hair 
follicles. Then apply a dusting of baby powder 
so that when the wax is put on it won't stick to 
the skin, it will adhere to the powder. You 
melt the wax (it’s not supposed to be so hot it 
will bum you) and apply it in the direction in 
which the hair grows. Painful? No, not very, 
and well worth any discomfort because when 
and if the hair does grow back it will be soft 
and fine and not bristly. 

Red lipsticks are in but a bright mouth and 
no color on the face is not pretty. Cheek color 
should complement the lips—a red lipstick 
and a bronzy blush or orange lipstick and rose 


blush would be all wrong. Whatever harmony 
you choose for yourself, carry it out in its 
entirety. 

Where to apply blusher? It depends on what 
you want to exaggerate. With high cheek¬ 
bones, you start on the cheekbones and work 
it up to the hairline—if the face is too long, you 
want to lower the check color. Once in a while, 
for a lift, put a bit of color on the end of your 
nose and a little light color under and above 
the eyebrows—it brightens up the face. If you 
work under artificial light, you should wear 
more intense makeup. For the evening, in¬ 
stead of heavier makeup, use a frosted, more 
luminous color that is brighter, but not 
heavier. 

In parting, Jenny spoke wistfully, I’m 
convinced there are no ugly women, there are 
just women who don’t take the time and in¬ 
terest to bring out their best features. And it’s 
sad—because they really should.” 


Food and fashion

Across the kitchen counter 


Nothing says “holiday” quite like a happy 
get-together in your home with lots of good 
food and dear friends. 

One of the greatest challenges for today’s 
hostesses is that of preparing festive party 
menus at a reasonable cost and decorating 
the house and table with colorful accessories 

Instead of shopping for expensive dinner 
and glassware, do as I did this evening, 
visit Dorothy and Ben Rak in their brand 
new Party Favors store (previously occupied 
by Franklin Simon) in Chestnut Hill. 
Uniquely designed by dark haired petite 
Dorothy, the store is actually many stores in 
one-an amazing shopping experience. One 
area is devoted to all the party needs 
imaginable such as machine washable 
disposable plastic glasses in all sizes an en¬ 
dless array of napkins, forks, streamers and 
confetti as well as noisemakers. In fact, the 
most complete line of celebration accessories 
ranging in price from 10 cents upwards. 

Their huge crystal-like serving trays and 
mammoth salad bowls would be perfect for 
serving a delightful smorgasbord for New 
Year’s Eve. This is an easy way to entertain 
because much of the preparation may be done 
beforehand for the cold appetizers and fixings 
for open face sandwiches. 

Keeping the cost of ingredients in mind, 
two delectable cheese molds of a mixture of 
Cheddar and cream cheeses, coated with 
minced parsley or shredded red pepper and 
served with crackers would be ideal. Also, a 
cream cheese mixture and a deviled ham 
mixture can be spread on rye and pum¬ 
pernickel slices and garnished with sliced 
egg, green pepper strips, musl. *oms, dill, 
carrot curls and sliced olives. There’s no 
formality here- you serve whatever your own 
imagination conjures up! 

One hot dish is a must, and everybody 
loves Swedish meat balls. They can be cooked 
right at the table if you have a grill or hibachi 
-or, prepare them ahead of time and serve 
them in a heated casserole. 

ANTIPASTO TRAYS 

Arrange almond-stuffed green olives and 
black olives on a styrofoam cone or ball using 
toothpicks to hold olives in place. Tuck small 
tufts of fresh parsley here and there between 
olives. Set in center of large, lettuce lined 
tray. Arrange celery, drained canned green 
beans, slices of cheese, cold cuts and thinly 
sliced dill pickles. 


CHEESE MOLDS 
Butter or margarine 
Parsley, minced 
Red pepper, shredded 
4 pound sharp Cheedar cheese, grated 
1 8 -oz. pkg. cream cheese 
4 cup mayonnaise 
1 teaspoon Tabasco 
4 teaspoon celery seeds 
4 cup heavy cream, whipped 
Grease 210-oz. custard dishes with butter 
or margarine. Generously sprinkle one dish 
with parsley and the other with red pepper. 
Blend cheeses, mayonnaise, Tabasco and 
celery seeds. Fold in whipped cream. 
Carefully spoon mixture into molds. Chill 
about 1 hour. Unmold. Serve with crackers. 
Yield- 2 10-oz. molds. 

OPEN SANDWICHES 
1 pkg. 3 oz. cream cheese 
1 tablespoon milk, optional 
4 teaspoon Tabasco 

3 slices rye or pumpernickel bread, sliced 
in half 

Cream or whip cheese until spreadable; 
add milk, if desired. Blend in Tabasco. 
Spread on bread. Garnish with slice of 
smoked salmon or one of the suggested 
garnishes. Yield: 6 open sandwiches 

SWEDISH MEAT BALLS 

4 pound ground beef 
pound ground veal 

V 4 pound ground pork 

1 egg, slightly beaten 
4 cup beer or ale 

14 cups seasoned bread crumbs 

2 tablespoons minced onion 

4 tablespoons butter or margarine, 
divided 

1 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon Tabasco 
Y 4 teaspoon nutmeg 

Have meatman grind meat twice or extra 
fine. Combine eggs and beer; pour over bread 
crumbs. Let stand 10 min. Cook onion in 1 
tablespoon of butter until tender, but not 
brown. Combine meat, bread crumbs, onion 
and seasonings; mix well. Shape into small 
balls using 1 tbs. mixture to make each. 

Melt remaining 3 tbs. butter in large 
skillet; add meat balls and brown thoroughly 
on all sides; shake pan frequently to keep 
balls round in shape. After meat balls are 
brown reduce heat and cook 5 min. Remove 
from skillet and place meat balls on skewers. 
Serve with Tomato Dip- 


TOMATO DIP: Two-thirds cup catchup, 1 
tablespoon mayonnaise, V\ teaspoon Tabasco. 
Combine all ingredients. 

BRANDIED CHICKEN PATE 
4 cup margarine 
4 medium onions, finely chopped 
14 pounds chicken livers 
1 cup sherry 
3 oz. (16 tbs.) brandy 
14 teaspoons salt 

Melt margarine over low heat, add onion 
and cook slowly until onions are transluscent. 
Add cut up chicken livers and sherry; cover 
and cook over low heat for 30 minutes. Cool. 
Stir in brandy, salt and pepper. Blend in 
electric blender until smooth or put through 
food mill or sieve. Pack in a well greasiki 
(with margarine) 4-cup mold; chill 
thoroughly and serve unmolded with crackers 
or toast rounds. (This is pretty unmolded on a 
bed of lettuce.) 


HERRING CANAPES 

1 jar (12 oz.) herring in sour cream 

1 large cucumber 

2 teaspoons salt 

3 cups Ice water 

1 loaf party rye bread 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine, sof¬ 
tened 

Paprika 

Wash cucumber. Score by running a 
sharp-tined fork down the length of the 
cucumber from end to end. Cut crosswise into 
very thin slices. Place in a bowl of salted ice 
water and let stand 30 minute to crisp. Drain 
on absorbent paper; spread bread with 
butter; overlap 2 slices cucumber on each 
slice of bread. Top cucumber with 1 large or 2 
small pieces of herring. Sprinkle with 
paprika. Makes about 24 canapes.

•'Some serious cutbacks in 
Lung Association research, 
education and community 
health programs may occur in 
1975 unless more people in the 
Norfolk County-Newton area 
breathe some life (moneyO into 
this year’s Christmas Seal 
Campaign.” 

According to Dr. Marjorie 
Young, president of the Norfolk 
County-Newton Lung 
Association, “‘‘the Christmas 
Seal Campaign in this area is 
running about 17 percent 
behind last year’s efforts. 
Whether it’s unemployment or 
some other factors, we have 18 
percent fewer contributors this 
year. If this pattern continues, 
we may just have to cancel 
many of our efforts in the 
prevention and control of lung 
disease this year, such as our 
just-begun physical con¬ 
ditioning program for asth¬ 
matic children.”

Further, 
increased contribution size is 
crucial this year to offset the 
numbers of Bay Staters who 
are victims of this Recession 
and perhaps must limit their 
gift.”

Large cash

The allocation of cash 
benefits and expenditures for 
veterans in Massachusetts last 
year was the largest in the 
history of the Veterans 
Administration, the VA 
revealed this week at Boston. 

Out of the total of $426,952,236 
spent by VA in Massachusetts 
last year, $225,114,750 was in 
the form of direct com¬ 
pensation and pension 
payments to Bay State 
veterans and their dependents. 

Readjustment and 
vocational rehabilitation ex¬ 
penses for disabled veterans 
reached $70,018,105 while in¬ 
surance and indemnities 
totalled $25,438,822, VA said. 

It cost a total of $103,837,946 
to operate the five VA hospitals 
plus the Boston Outpatient 
Clinic and Boston Regional 
Office during the year, VA 
stated.

Backyard 

Frontier

Cities and towns all over the 
country are looking into 
protection of their flood plains 
right now. 

Under the new National 
Flood Insurance Program, 
which is now being im¬ 
plemented, flood plains will 
have to be protected or people 
who have homes and 
Dusinesses in flood hazard 
areas will not be able to pur¬ 
chase flood insurance or get 
loans from federally-insured 
banks. 

Coastal wetlands and 
lowlands subject to flooding in 
coastal storms are also in¬ 
cluded under the National 
Flood Insurance Program. 

The flood plain is the low 
area near a river or stream 
which is dry most of the time, 
but which floods once in a while 
when there is a major storm. 

Filling in a flood plain is like 
destroying a flood-control 
reservoir. Building homes and 
businesses in a flood plain is 
like living on the upstream side 
of a dam: when the flood 
comes, you can expect to be in 
it. 

During the past few decades, 
both filling of flood plains and 
building in flood plains have 
been increasing rapidly. And, 
as might be expected, flood 
damage has been increasing 
according, in spite of extensive 
(and expensive) flood-control 
projects. 

Congress decided to try a 
new approach because 
emergency flood assistance 
had become more and more 
expensive. It is one thing to 
declare an area an emergency 
disaster area every hundred 
years, and another to pay 
billions for flood damage every 
year in places which shouldn’t 
have been built in in the first 
place. 

Under the new program, 
those who build in flood hazard 
areas will eventually be 
required to pay the major part 
of flood damages through 
regular insurance premiums. 

The National Flood 
Insurance Program will 
provide that no new home or 
apartment may be built in a 
flood hazard area unless its 
lowest floor (including the 
cellar) is built above the level 
of the 100-year storm, or the 
storm which will come, on the 
average, only about once every 
hundred years. The space 
below the building must be left 
clear, so that the flood waters 
can pass underneath. Buildings 
not intended for human oc¬ 
cupancy must be built ac¬ 
cording to the same standards 
or completely flood-proofed. 
Filling will be limited to an 
amount which will not increase 
the level of the 100-year storm 
by more than one foot. 

The full provisions of the law 
will not be implemented for 
some ten to fifteen years, after 
final detailed maps are 
prepared. Preliminary maps 
are now being distributed to 
cities and towns, and many 
communities are protecting 
themselves now by making 
flood-plain zoning laws which 
are as strong or stronger than 
the federal law. The insurance 
program is an incurance 
program, designed to save 
federal money, not basically a 
flood-plain protection 
program. 

Many towns and cities have 
also had to go to great expense 
to bail out people living in flood 
plains or coastal wetlands and 
have decided to protect the 
community pocketbook by 
requiring that areas subject to 
flooding cannot be used in a 
way which would endanger the 
health or safety of the oc¬ 
cupants or burden the public 
with costs resulting from 
unwise individual choices of 
flood-plain use.

WAITING FOB NEWTON'S FINST BABY 
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Rabbi Samuel I. Korff 


Funeral services were held 
last week for Rabbi Samuel I. 
Korff, who died Dec. 18 at the 
age of 61. 

He was the leader of 
Congregation Kehillath in 
Newton, which was originally 
located in Mattapan. Rabbi 
Korff transferred the 
congregation to Newton a few 
years ago because of a sub¬ 
stantial decline in the Jewish 
population in Mattapan. 

Rabbi Korff was bom in 
Russia and was graduated 
from Yeshiva University in 
New York, \fter moving to 
New England, he was one of 
the founders of the Associated 
Synagogues of New England 
and served at the time of his 
death as rabbinical ad¬ 
ministrator. 

As leader of Congregation 
Kehillath Jacob, he established 


the Institute of Religious and 
Social Studies there. 

He was the driving force 
behind the Beth Din, the 
Rabbincial Court of Justice of 
the Associated Synagogoues, 
which was active in landlord- 
tenn-flandlord-tenant disputes 
in Boston’s South End. 

Under Rabbi Korff’s 
leadership, the Beth Din was 
involved in conscientious 
objection and in certification of 
kosher caterers. 

Rabbi Korff is survived by 
his widow, Anna Korff; two 
sons, David J. Korff of 
Lexington and Joseph Korff of 
New York; his stepmother, 
Etta Korff, of Malden; four 
brothere, Rabbi Baruch Korff, 
Nathan Korff, Max Korff, and 
Martin Korff; and four sisters, 
Mrs. Adele Gass, Mrs. Betty 
Berkowitz, Mrs. Molly Hixon, 
and Mrs. Pauline Kerber. 


Insurance cancellation 
limited by Mofenson bill 


State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton) is filing 
legislation to restrict the 
cancellation of homeowner’s 
insurance policies. 

The bill includes insurance 
covering loss of or damage to 
residential real property and 
personal property and legal 
liability for loss of, damage to, 
or injury to persons or 
property. 

“It is unconscionable,” 
Mofenson said, "for an in¬ 


surance company to insure a 
homeowner against theft and 
then cancel his policy i-w his 
house is robbed. But all too 
ofen8, insurance companies 
cancel policies because the 
insured-against hazards occur, 
and this practice must be 
stopped.” 

Mofenson’s bill requires that 
after a policy has been in effect 
for 60 days, or, if the policy is a 
renewal, effective im¬ 
mediately, no notice of can-

The Rev. Francis X. Quinn, 
retired pastor of Our Lady 
Help of Christians Church, died 
Dec. 19 at the age of 79. 

Fr. Quinn had retired from 
Our Lady’s in 1969, after 
having been pastor for five 
years, and was living in Boston 
at the time of his death.

Backman proposes 
new health policy 


“The real failure of 
Massachusetts to reorganize 
the Secretariat of Human 
Services has been the failure to 
formulate a health policy— 
either on the national or state 
level,” said Sen. Jack H. 
Backman, chairman of the 
Joint Committee on Human 
Services, at a convention of 
Region V of the Massachusetts 
Nurses Association. 

Backman noted that the 
problem in regard to Human 
Services reorganization was 
the attempt of the Sargent 
administration to draft 
legislation without a fully 
expressed state health policy. 

“There are many details to 
the legislative process,” said 
the Brookline lawmaker, “but 
when you come to the key 
issues of health, housing and 
delivery of human services, 
what is most required is the 
strong statement and im¬ 
plementation of a national or 
state policy.” 

“Our health delivery system 
today is incomplete and 
fragmented,” Backman said, 
“To the average person, 
however, two things are 
crystal clear: health care is 
expensive, and for many 
people it is unavailable.” 

“In 1974 the governor could 
not agree with the legislature 
on the goals of a state health 
policy. Instead, we put on the 
ballot this past November a 
meanimgless resolution which 
in effect said, ‘Are you in favor 
of a change in the health 
delivery system in 
Massachusetts?’ 

“Of course the people voted 
yes! However, neither the 
Governor, old or new, nor the 
legislature, nor the President 
or Congress are ready to stand 
up and state what kind of a 
health delivery system we 
should have. 

“In order to develop a 
national or state health policy, 
we have to answer three im¬ 
portant questions: 

(1) who should be eligible for 
health care? 

(2) who should pay the bill? 

(3) who should do the 
planning, regulation and ad¬ 
ministration? 

“The answer to the first 
question is simple. It is clear 
that every person should be 
eligible for health care as an 
inherent right in our society. 

“The second question is 
more difficult. Right now there 
is a maze of methods of

payment and administration. 
There are hundreds of 
classifications of people, each 
with different funding.

In answer to the question of 
who should do the planning, 
regulation and administration, 
Sen. Backman said that 
traditionally it has been the 
doctors or hospitals who ran 
the system dominated by them 
and called on the nurses to joint 
the legislative process as 
skilled professionals providing 
input to develop a new health 
policy. 

A health policy must be 
developed by all segments of 
the health delivery system, 
with ultimate control resting in 
the bill-paying consumers, 
Backman said. 


cellation shall be effective 
unless it is based upon non¬ 
payment of premium, con¬ 
viction of a crime, discovery of 
fraud or material 
misrepresentation, discovery 
of willful or reckless acts or 
omissions, or physical changes 
in the property insured. 

The bill requires all notices 
of cancellation be in writing 
and state which ground is 
relied upon by the insurer. 
Upon written request of the 
insured, the insurer is required 
to furnish the facts on which 
the cancellation is based. 

The bill requires tlie insurer 
to give at least 45 days advance 
notice of the end of the policy 
period by mail or delivery to 
the named insured, an in¬ 
tention not to renew the policy, 
and an intent to condition 
renewal upon reduction of 
limits or elimination of 
coverage. 

Mofenson emphasized that 
his limited-cancellation in¬ 
surance bill will provide a 
substantial measure of 
protection for residents in 
areas plagued by high burglary 
rates and the attendant hard¬ 
ship of abrupt insurance 
cancellation. 

A similar bill covering fire 
insurance policies was spon¬ 
sored by Mofenson last year 
and signed into law. 

This year Mofenson is filing 
another bill with Newton 
resident Isadore Ludwin 
relating to payments of claims 
by insurance companies. The 
bill revises the laws relating to 
the standard Massachusetts 
fire insurance policy. The bill 
requires a company to make an 
offer of compensation within 60 
days of the loss. If the insured 
feels the offer inadequate, he 
can then take the matter to 
court rather than seek a 
remedy through arbitration or 
appraisal procedures. 

Rep. Mofenson has also filed 
legislation requiring insurance 
companies to make public 
claims of unsafe products.

Does class size 
make a difference? 

Class size has been an 
educational issue for many 
years and a topic of research 
since the turn of the century. 

Until recent years most 
studies had been inconclusive. 
Now a research study finally 
supports the long-held con¬ 
tention that class size does 
make a difference. Dr. Martin 
N. Olson in his study 
"Classroom Variables That 
Predict School System 
Quality” states flatly: "Any 
way one tries to slice it, 
smaller classes produce 
significantly higher scores 
than large ones.” 

Olson’s work, labeled the 
most extensive survey of 
American education ever 
undertaken, is based on 18,520 
classroom observations made 
in 112 school systems during a 
7-year period. One of Olson’s 
conclusions based on his 
studies was that there are 
"critical breakpoints” in class 
size. At the elementary level 
these points are 5, 15, and 25; 
and at the secondary level 10 
and 16. As class size exceeds 
the upper limits, performance 
scores dripped drastically. 

A recent National Education 
Association (NEA) survey 
found teachers ranked 
"working with too many 
students each day” as one of 
the maajor problems. Other 
complaints were too many 
students with too much 
variance in their intellectual 
abilities, too many non- 
institutional duties, and too 
many students who are in¬ 
different to school. This all 
boils down to essentially the 
same problem, simply too 
many students. 

In large classes such as 
lecture classes the student 
feels removed from the teacher 
and often is reluctant to ex¬ 
press an opinion or ask 
questions. 

Other research results have 
indicated that students in small

classes remember what they 
have learned longer and were 
better able to apply what they 
had learned. 

Student behavior also ap¬ 
pears to vary with class size. A 
survey taken of 2,000 
elementary school teachers 
reports more behavior 
problems in large classes and 
frequently a teacher wasts 
precious time disciplining 
rather than teaching. 

Still another survey cites 
that large classes do more to 
destroy a teacher’s confidence 
than any other single factor. 

Teacher fatigue is a major 
problem. The teacher may 
begin the school year with zeal 
but after days of constant wear 
and strain from over-crowded 
classes, his enthusiasm is 
dulled and his energy drained. 

In order for a teacher to be 
an effective teacher he or she 
must be aware of and be able to 
respond to the various needs of 
the students. 

Large classes, however, 
make it difficult to analyze 
individual needs and teachers 
with too many students are 
forced to concentrate on the 
performance of the group as a 
whole. 

Every teacher with a large 
class knows of students who 
could be more readily helped if 
there were simply more time. 
Large classes limit teachers to 
a few routine methods. A 
teacher has the option to in¬ 
novate, to individualize and to 
be flexible only in a small 
class. 

There has been some en¬ 
couraging steps taken to lower 
class size; the most significant 
being the California program 
to reduce class size, over a 
period of years, from kin¬ 
dergarten through grade 3, to a 
10-1 ratio. 

In other states, most con¬ 
tract agreements between 
school boards and local teacher 
associations include some 
provision for class size. 
Teachers have considered 
class size so important that it 
has even been the central issue 
of teacher strikes in several 
states.

No-lead fuel is currently 
available at about half of the 
nation’s service stations. It’s 
required as an exclusive diet 
by the 1975 model cars 
equipped with catalytic con¬ 
verter emission control 
systems to protect the catalyst 
material. However, no-lead 
fuel can be used in some earlier 
model cars. 

Car manufacturers have 
been producing engines 
designed to operate on gasoline 
with or without lead content 
since the early 1970’s. These 
engines differ from earlier 
engines designed to operate on 
leaded fuel in that certain 
internal components have been 
hardened to protect against 
wear. 

Engines designed for leaded 
fuel operation depend on a self- 
renewing thin lead film to coat 
these components against 
wear. This film is not formed 
when no-lead fuel is used, and

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wear will result under con¬ 
ditions of continuous high 
speed or heavy loads, such as 
pulling a trailer. To determine 
if your engine was designed to 
accept no-lead fuel, check your 
owner’s manual or with a 
dealer. 

No-lead fuel can be used in 
an engine designed for leaded 
fuel providing that continuous 
high speeds or heavy loads are 
avoided and that the fuel meets 
the octane requirement of your 


engine. Most no-lead fuel is 
“regular’’-grade (91 octane) 
and is not suitable for engines 
having higher octane 
“regular” or "premium”- 
gradi fuel requirements. 

About 20 per cent of the cars 
on the road toady require 
premium fuel and the engine 
will "knock” if "regular” is 
used. Engine "knock", if 
allowed to continue, can 
damage engine components 
and lead to expensive repairs. 


"Knock” can be eliminated by 
switching to a higher octane 
fuel. 

Tests show that using no-lead 
in place of leaded fuel in an 
engine can help increase spark 
plug and muffler life while 
reducing the amount of 
hydrocarbons in the car’s 
exhaust. Carbon monoxide and 
oxides of nitrogen, however, as 
well as performance and fuel 
economy, would remain un¬ 
changed. 


Inflation - a growing erosion 
of the protection of your home 


The Immigration and 
Nationally Act requires that 
aliens in the United States on 
Jan. 1, each year, shall report 
their address during the month 
of Jan. This is required even 
though the alien has not 
changed his address since last 
report 

The law does not apply to 
aliens here in diplomatic status 
nor to those who are accredited 
to the United Nations. 

The parent or legal guardian 
of an alien child under 14 years 
of age must submit an address 
report for such alien child. 

Any alien who is temporarily 
absent from the United States 
on Jan. 1 must report his ad¬ 
less within ten days after his 
return. 

The alien should go to any U. 
S. Post Office or any im¬ 
migration and naturalization 
Service Office and ask for the 
address Report Card, Form I- 
53. When the alien hasifilled in 
the form, he should sign it and 
place a stamp on the card and 
drop it in a mail box. 


"At least we can be thankful 
for the roof over our heads.” 

These self-assuring words of 
comfort often can be heard 
these days outside super¬ 
markets, after reading the 
evening news or when the 
property tax payment is made. 
Most Americans rejoice at a 
dwindling mortgage, feeling 
secure in the thought that 20 
years of house payments have 
paid off - despite inflation. 

The Insurance Information 
Institute warns that such 
confidence may be misplaced, 
for many home owners simply 
have neglected to take one vital 
step to protect their hard- 
earned equity: not realizing 
how inflationary forces have 
driven up the costs of repairing 
or replacing homes in the event 
of loss, they have failed to 
increase their insurance to 
adequate levels. 

“These policies already are 
in effect,” says the Institute. 
"Most home owners have 
renewed their policies with the 
same company for years. This 
is not a selling pitch. What we 
are saying is that many 
policies are inadequate, having 
been based on values which 
were true 10 years ago, but 
today offer only part of the 
protection an insured thinks he 
has.” 


If you are a "do-it- 
yourselfer” and have bought 
some nails, lumber, piping, 
paint, hardware or roofing 
shingles lately, you probably 
have a better idea of costs than 
do most people. Sky-high, 
right? A brief look at some 
elements of the Consumer 
Price Index (CPI) of the U.S. 
Department of Labor shows 
why. 

For instance, these statistics 
show that $100 worth of con¬ 
struction in 1967 would have 
cost $174 In September, 1974, an 
increase of 74 per cent. Other 
CPI figures for specific areas 
of home construction and 
maintenance show an even 
darker picture. House main¬ 
tenance and repair costs in 1967 
worth $100 would have cost 
$179.60 last September. Other 
current costs, worth $100 in 
1967; reshingling roofs, $209; 
residing houses, $180,30; 
repainting living and dining 
rooms, $198.30. 

With these skyrocketing 
costs, the Institute says you 
may find yourself faced with 
repair and reconstruction 
expenses that far exceed your 
insurance coverage. 

How much insurance should 
you carry? First, determine 
the replacement cost of your 
home. Check with your in¬ 


surance agent, a builder or an 
appraiser. Obtain their 
estimate of what today’s 
construction costs would be to 
rebuilt it Then have your 
policy increased to an amount 
equal to not more than the cost 
but not less than 80 per cent of 
the cost. 


In settling insurance claims, 
adjusters use the replacement 
cost provision in your policy, 
which means that if you carry 
insurance at 80 per cent of 
value or more (in the case of a 
$40,000 house this would be 
$36,000) claims involving 
damage to the building are 
settled on the basis of the full 
cost of replacing or repairing. 
If your insurance equals less 
than 80 per cent of value, you 
will receive less than 
replacement cost but in no 
event less than actual cash 
value (replacement cost less 
depreciation). 


Insuring to value gives the 
property owner an added 
advantage when it comes to 
claims for partial damages to 
his house. The important thing 
to remember is that being 
underinsured is costly, for 
deductions are then made for 
depreciation, as is customary 
in settling insurance losses. 


Teachers' exam 
Jan. 15 at 
Boston State 


The National Teacher 
Examinations will be ad¬ 
ministered on Saturday, Jan. 
25, at Boston State College. 

According to Dr. Fdward 
FitzPatrick, these 
examinations are offered to 
college seniors preparing to 
teach, to teachers applying for 
certification or licensure, and 
to those seeking positions in 
school systems which en¬ 
courage or require the NTE. 
The designation of Boston State 
College as a test center for 
these examinations will give 
prospective teachers in this 
area an opportunity to com¬ 
pare their performance on the 
examinations with candidates 
throughout the country who 
take the tests. 

Last year approximately 
100,000 candidates registered 
to take the examinations which 
are designed to assess 
cognitive knowledge and un¬ 
derstanding in professional 
education, general education 
and 24 subject-field 
specializations. The 
examinations, which are 
prepared and administered by 
Educational Testing Service of 
Princeton, New Jersey, are 
limited to assessment of those 
aspects of teacher education 
that are validly and reliably 
measured by well constructed 
paper-and-pencil tests.

BOSTON—Approximately 81 
million 1040 and 1040A in¬ 
dividual income tax forms 
packages will be printed this 
year, the Internal Revenue 
Service said today. 

For the first time, according 
to John E. Foristall, IRS 
District Director for 
Massachusetts, more than 2Vz 
million of these packages for 
farmers and fishermen will be 
printed on recycled paper as an 
experiment. He said that 
eventually the IRS hoped to 


print all tax forms on recycled 
paper for environmental and 
economic reasons.

Presidential Election Cam¬ 
paign Fund check-off.

Gun law still in effect 


Regardless of intentions for a 
future temporary suspension of 
Chapter 649 (1974), the Bartley- 
Fox Gun Law, the statute and 
its penalties will be effective on 
. Jan. 1,1975 and will continue in 
effect until such time as the 
temporary suspension might 
be enacted. 

This was the warning issued 
recently by House Speaker 
David M. Bartley (D-Holyoke). 

The temporary suspension 
(which will be sought as one of 
the first orders of legislative 
business in 1975) is expected to 
be of no more than three f 
months duration — a period in J 
which an intensive public in- f 
formation effort on the law will j 
be carried out. * 

Speaker Bartley said, "Last { 
summer the legislature * 
enacted a tough new law J 
providing a minimum man- i 
datory one-year jail sentence ! 
for persons convicted of I 
carry ing an unlicensed weapon | 
away from their homr or place J 
of business. | 

“The law is scheduled to go i 
into effect on Jan. 1, 1975. 9 

“It is my intention to seek a | 
brief temporary suspension of i 
this law early this year so that ' 
a major effort cant be made to | 
fully acquaint the public of the * 
law and its penalty. 


"But today I want to em¬ 
phasize that regardless of the 
possible future temporary 
suspension of the law, it will be 
in effect on January 1, 1975. 
Repeat: The new gun law will 
be in effect on January 1,1975. 

"And I warn the public — 
especially those wlio might be 
tempted to run the risk of 
carrying an unlicensed weapon 
— that if they are arrested and 
convicted under the terms of 
Chapter 649, they are going to 
go to jail for one year.”

Papiano, in his attempt to 
restrain Catfish Hunter from 
signing with another ball club. 

Whether Hunter eventually 

does sign with another club or __ 

not has nothing to do with the American League, 
deal between Marge Everett 
and Charlie Finley. That has 
been made plain. Naturally, as 
the prospective new owner of 
the A’s, Mrs. Everett would 
prefer that Hunter keep pitch¬ 
ing for Oakland. 

If she’e successful in buyinl 
the club, and right now her 
chances look excellent, Mrs. 

Everett will become the third 
owner of a major league club, 
as well as the second female 
owner, to be associated with 
horse racing. Mrs. Jo n Whitney 
Payson, owner of Greentree 
Stable, is the principal stock- 
holdr with the New York Mets 
and John Galbreath, who 
operates Darby Dan Farm, 
owns the Pittsburgh Pirates. 

Marge Everett first tried to 
get into baseball more than a 
year ago when she attempted 
to buy the San Diego Padres. 

This was before hamburger 
tycoon Ray “You Deserve A 
Break Today” Kroc bought 
them. 

C. Amholt Smith was all for 
accepting Mrs. Everett’s bid. 

He was delighted, in fact, but 
some of the National League 


counts of fraud, conspiracy, 
perjury, bribery and income 
tax evasion in connection with 
purchase and sale of race track 
stock while he was Governor of 
Illinois from 1961 until 1968.

In medium bowl combine tomato puree, horseradish, 
caraway seeds, lemon juice and salt; add mushrooms and 
marinate 1 hour.

BAKED ACORN SQUASH 
2 (8 ounces each) acorn squash

Preheat oven 400 degree F. Cut each squash in half; 
remove seeds. Place cut side down in a shallow baking dish 
in H-inch boiling water. Bake in 400 degree F. oven for 30 
minutes Turn squash over. Brush inside with a small 
amount of imitation butter flavoring, if desired. Sprinkle 1 
teaspoon sugar replacement Vs teaspoon brandy extract in 
center of each squash.

C0RN PONES 

4 ounces enriched commeal 
l 4 teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
4 teaspoons margarine 
V 2 cup boiling water 

Preheat oven 350 degrees F. In medium bowl combine 
cornmeal, salt and baking powder. Stir in margarine and 
boiling water. Cool just enough to h?jidle. Divide mixture 
into four equal portions. Shape each portion into an oval by 
patting between your hands. Bake in 350 degrees F. oven for 
1 hour. Makes 4 servings. 


CRANBERRY SHERBET PARFAIT 

3 cups cranberries 
IV 2 cups water 

Vi cup granulated sugar replacement or artificial 

sweetener to equal % cup sugar or to taste 

2 teaspoons unflavored gelatin 

One third cup water 

Whipped Topping (See recipe below) 


Heat cranberries and water in medium saucepan just 
until cranberry skins pop open. Using a wooden spoon 
strain cranberries into shallow pan, discarding skins. 
Soften gelatin in the one third cup water. Stir into hot 
cranberry puree; cool Vz hour. Place in freezer; freeze until 
firm.

What next for Michael Bello? CBS? NBC?

NEEDHAM — Remember when you were a 
kid and you dreamed about what you’d like to 
be when you grew up? A doctor. A ballet 
dancer. Or maybe a fireman. 

Well, Michael Bello’s dream has been to be 
a TV or radio newscaster — only he’s not 
waiting until he’s grown up to do something 
about it. 

*T V| e been working at radio and IV stations 
since I was in the seventh grade,” the sixteen- 
year-old Needham High School sophomore 
said. “I’ve always known what I want to do 
and I was determined to do it as soon as 
possible.” 

Michael’s first job in the media was a 
whopper: in 1971 he was chosen to be one of 
“The Young Reporters” on Channel 5. 

“Once I heard the station was going to come 
to Needham I began calling them and asking 
them if they’d let me do kids’ news or 


something," Michael explained. “I just kept 
calling and calling until finally they called me 
back and asked me to be on the show.” 

For the next year and a half Michael was 
one of its regulars, appearing or the air once 
a month with six other members of his 
“team.” The group did news reports and a 
series of commentaries on a wide range of 
subjects, all dealing in some way or other 
with young people. 

When the show went off the air Michael 
went to WBUR (the Boston University radio 
station) and proposed the idea of a kid’s talk 
show to them. 

“They went for it and for the next two years 
I did a once-a-week, half-hour show for 
them,” Michael said. “It was mostly ad lib 
and there weren’t any adults on the program 
at all. 

The show did well enough to win the Major 
Armstrong Award for the best news program 
on an FM station in the United States!” 


Michael describes the show’s topics as 
“generally a discussion of the injustices of the 
world, such as racial prejudice.” 

“We covered a pot pourri of subjects,” he 
said. 

Not bad for a fourteen-year-old! 

I^st year, deciding that he was no longer 
interested in “kid stuff,” Michael left WBUR 
and went to WCAS in Cambridge to do a 
weekly news magazine show. 

“I learned a lot there about how to put a 
show together, how to sharpen my writing, 
how to edit,” he went on. “I covered a lot of 
unusual topics like suicide, capitol punish¬ 
ment and organized crime in Boston.” 

Now, at the ripe old age of sixteen, he is 
doing a science news show Saturday af¬ 
ternoons on WUNR (the AM station of 
WBOS). 

During his summer vacations Michael did 
two shows at WJIB (in which he investigated 
the sewage problem at Tinean Beach in 


Dorchester), produced and hosted “Kid’s 
Talk” on Channel 5 and, last summer, was a 
“street man” for WHDH radio. 

“I couldn’t go on the air because I wasn’t in 
the union,” he explained in regard to the WH¬ 
DH plum. “But I went out on the street and 
got on-the-spot film which was used in the 
newscasts.” 

So far, Michael has been the only non-adult 
working at any of the stations (except on 
Channel 5’s “Youne ReDorters”) and he 
credits his success to his stick-to-itivness. 

“I had to try hard to get the jobs and once I 
had them I had to work hard to prove 
myself,” he said. “I just kept pursuing dif¬ 
ferent jobs until, eventually, someone would 
listen to me.” 

In addition to keeping up with his school 
work and taping his weekly show for WUNR, 
Michael has another passion: horse racing. 

Horse racing? 

But that's another story!

Relief needed for money headaches 


HOMEFRONT, U.S.A. (UPI) - While 
we cut down on use, electric bills rise. 

We shutter-up, caulk and use the heat 
less, but the fuel bill also goes up. 

This is due to the light and heat com¬ 
panies passing on their increased fuel bills 
— blamed on the hikes in prices of oil from 
Arab countries. 

The oil cost also shoots up the cost of gas 
for the car. And it boosts the prices on all 
items delivered by trucks, which run on 
gas. That includes food. 

Without spending more for things, or 
using more oil or light or heat, American 
families are being strangled financially as 
their bills go up and up and up. 

As in all such situations in which we feel 
powerless, we have a survey to fall back 
on. 

The one in hand probed the impact of 
inflation on families. And it came to this 
preliminary conclusion: 

“Many American families are not 
equipped —either psychologically or in 
terms of money management know-how — 
to meet the problems of continued in¬ 
flation, scarcity or a declining economy.” 

Instead of wearing the WIN buttons —for 


Whip Inflation Now —such families ought 
to fly white flags (for surrender) over the 
front door. 

The report on American families and 
inflationary pressures is the first phase of 
“the largest, most comprehensive in¬ 
vestigation of the American family and 
inflation.” 


The General Mills American Family 
Report, 1974-75, is beinp done in stages by 
Daniel Yankelovich inc., one of the 
nation’s top pollsters. 

A preliminary report on the survey is 
based on interviews with professionals in 
education, medicine, the social sciences, 
economics, communications and family 
services. 


An analysis of these shows: 

Many families seem unprepared or 
unwilling to face up to the threat of 
austerity and sacrifice presented by 
today’s uncertain economy. 

Signs of stress are indicated by in¬ 
creased borrowing, greater reliance on 
credit buying, late payment on bills and a 
sharp rise in personal bankruptcies. 

Some families already are immersed in 


a depressionlike situation. But some 
authorities believe most families are able 
to cope. 

Many less affluent families may be 
losing faith in the American dream of an 
abundant future. 

It is feared that many families lack the 
know-how on economizing. Examples: 
Some are postponing medical and dental 
checkups to save money. Others are using 
up savings in order to maintain their 
present living standard. 

The preliminary findings point to a need 
for money management training. 

As the experts see the current situation: 

Families could cope better if they had 
been taught money management skills and 
consumer education courses while in high 
school. 

Without such courses, families, 
especially young ones, really don’t know 
much about conserving and extending re¬ 
sources, planning and saving for the 
future. They must learn such techniques 
by trial and error. 

The authorities also said that families 
need more help in being made aware of 
help available. 


There is help available from the 
Cooperative Extension Service provided 
by the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

“Part of the problem,” says the report, 
“is that people don’t realize Extension 
Services are available. 

“Those who know are going to that 
resource for information on meal planning 
and nutrition, do-it-yourself tips, how to 
can and freeze at home, as well as all 
aspects of household budgeting and 
financial planning.” 

Fighting inflation and not winning all the 
rounds may not be all that bad for 
American families, it turns out. 

Some experts involved in this probe of 
the economic life of the American family 
in these puzzling times voiced this idea: 

“Hard times and austerity may help 
Americans rediscover a simpler, more 
basic lifestyle and value system.” 

But at the opposite corner, other experts 
expressed fear. 

They’re worried that intensified 
economic strains will lead to increased 
skepticism and alienation from American 
social and political institutions — the 
American way of life.

Mann's talk was a timely 
one, touching upon racial 
problems in Boston and ex¬ 
plaining that Newton has 
always had a history of 
reaching out its hand and that 
the Jackson Homestead’s role 
in the underground railroad 
was a reminder of this. 

In the early 18008s, a well in 
the homestead was used to hide 
blacks who were fleeing from 
slavery until nightfall when the 
owner could take them to the 
Canadian border.
